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MACKENZIE, HENRY, ESQ. 

A native of Scotland, and a gentleman, whofe 
elegance as a writer have juftljr entitled him to the 
name of the Addifon of the North. The firft cha- 
rafter which he affumed as an author, was that of a 
fentimental and pathetic writer, in which he met 
with confiderable fuccefs. " The Man of Feeling/' 
a novel, his firft publication, made its appearance 
in f 771, and was very favourably received. In the 
fame year he publifhed, " The Purfuits of Happi- 
hefs," a poem ; and two years afterward, " The 
Man of the World," a novel, in two duodecimo 
volumes, Tl^e Novel of Julia' de Rubigne, in two 
volumes, duodecimo, is alfo, we believe, to be at- 
tributed to his pen. In the dramatic line of com- 
pofition, he has produced the Prince of Tunis, a 
tragedy, afted at Edinburgh, in 1773, and, we be- 
lieve he altered the Fatal Curiofity of Lillo, as it 
was reprefented at the Hay Market Theatre. Mr. 
Mackenzie edited, in 1793, a quarto volume of 
** Poems by the late Rev. Dr. Thomas Blacklock, 
together, with an Effay onthe Education of the 
Blind," to which he prefixed a moft interefting and 
elegant Account of the Author's Life and Writings. 
He announced, at the fame time, the intended pub- 
lication of fome Sermons and other profe works, 
by Dn Blacklock, which, we belive, have not yet 

^ appeared. 
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^appeared. In the year 1779, when a fociety of li- 
terary gentlemen at Edinburgh, came to the refo- 
Jution of publifliiflg a Periodical Paper, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, then of the Exchequer in that City, was 
entrufted with the conduft of the work. His nu- 
merous Papers in the Mirror, the £rft produftion 
of that Society, have been particularly diftinguiflie^ 
for their elegance and neatneis. To the Loungejv 
a periodical paper, afterward publifli^ by the 
fame Society, he likewife contributed fome very 
liiftinguifhed Effays. Indeed, we are of opin|qn, 
that without the attraftion of Mr. Mackenzie's per- 
formances, neither of thefe publications would have 
Tanked very highly in the clafs of Periodical Pa- 
pers. But pofleffed of thefe, they may boaft a 
faving principle, and a fterling excellence in their 
conformation, which gives them a durable value 
and will infure them a laiUng eftimation among thje 
works of tafte-*

An Officer, of a chara£ler no lefs honourable 
in the literary than in the military world. He pub- 
lifted, in 1787,. Striflures on Lieutenant Colonel 
Tarleton's Hiftory of the Campaigns in North Ame- 
rica, in 1780 and 1781. Mr. Mackenzie was perfon* 
ally concerned, as well as Col. Tarleton, in fome 
ofthemoft confiderable ^ftions of thefe campaigns, 
;and he animadverts with the greateft feverity upon 
the Coloners *V Hiftory." His publication feems 
to have been undertaken from a motive of great 
generofity and friendly zeal, viz. to vindicate the 
fame of Lord Comwallis, whofe military condu£t 
had fuffered certain difrepe£tful infinuations from 
Colonel Tarleton, and whofe diftance from home 
deprived him of an opportunity of defending him- 
felf. Mr. Mackenzie has, fince that time, pub- 
liflied a " Sketch of the War with Tippoo Sul- 
taun," in two quarto volumes, which were printed 
at CaTcutta, in 1793 and 1794. This work con- 
tains much excellent and circumftantial information, 
related in a ftrain of impartiality, and in an honeft 
unaffuming manner, which cannot fail to gratify 
every reader. 



MACK^ 
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MACKENZIE, ANNA MARIA. 

This lady has produced feveral Novels, at the 
Leadenhali-Street Prefs dedicated to the Goddefa 
of Wifdom. Among them are, " Monmouth," 
" Danifh Maffacre," " Myfteries Elucidated," and 
*^ the Neapolitan." They are frequently volumi* 
nous, and, fometimes, of a fpecies fomewhat fu- 
perior to the generality of the fungous produftions 
of that literary hot-bed. 



MACKINTOSH, JAMES, ESQ, 

This gentleman publifhed, in 1791, Vindki^ 
Gallic^?, a Defence of the French Revolution and 
its Englifh Admirers, againft the Accufations of 
Mr. Burke, which has been almoft univerfally al- 
lowed to be one of the bed written pamphlets ever 
produced in our language. We believe Mr. Mack- 
intofh is alfo the author of two oftavo volumes of 
Travels in Europe, Afi?i, and Africa, publifhed ano-- 
nimoufly in 1782. They confift of a feries of fa* 
miliar well-written Letters, abounding in Ori- 
ental Politics, and are particularly fevere upon Go- 
vernor Haftings. They gave offence to fome of 
our Eafl indian Nabobs, and were anfwered in a 
ftrain of Welch afperity by Captain Jofeph Price, 

who 
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wlip had complained of perfonal ill-treatment from 
Mr. Francis, and who now attributed thefc Travels 
to an agent eniployed by him, to traduce the char 
cafter of Governor Haftings, 



MACKNIGHT, REV. JAMES, D.D. 

An eminent Clergyman of the Church of Scot- 
land, who is celebrated for his learned and ufeful 
labours in illuftration and defence of the New Tef- 
tament. He publiihed, in 1755, his celebrated 
, " Harmony of the four Gofpels," in a quarto vo- 
lume ; and, in 1764, " The Truth of the Gofpel 
Hiftory (hewed," in a quarto volume. Both of thefe 
works have experienced the fuccefs to which fuch 
Jahorious and raafterly performances are entitled. 
In 1786, Dr. Macknight publiflied, in quarto, " A 
aiew literal Tranflation, from the original Greek, 
of the Apoftle Paul's firft and fecond Epiftles to 
.the Theffalonians," which was intended as a fpe- 
cimen of a literal Tranflation of all the Apofl:olic 
'Epiftks, with Commentaries, Notes, and Eflays, 
about which he had for many years been employed. 
This complete work did not make its iappcarance 
till i795>. when it was publiflied, in four volumes, 
quarto, and added a new laurel to the brow of this, 
jefpe^ablc veteran in biblical literature. 



MAC 
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MACLAINE, REV. ARCHIBALD, D.D. 

A native of Scotland, and late Minifter of the 
Englifli Church at the Hague. He publifhed, fo 
long ago as the year 1752, a fingle Sermon on the 
Death of the Prince of Orange. In 1765, his 
mafterly Tranflation of Moflieim's Ecclefiaftical 
Hiftory made its firft appearance, in two volume, 
quarto. It experienced a moft favourable recep- 
tion, and was foon reprinted, in fix volumes, oftavo^ 
which is the form in which all the fubfequent edi- 
tions have beeij publifhed. A Supplement to the 
quarto edition, containing the correftions, additional 
notes and dlffertations which had been added to the 
oftavo edition, was publifhed by Dr. Maclaine, in 
quarto, in 1 768. Few publications, upon their firft 
appearance, have been more generally read than Mr. 
Soame Jenyns' View of the internal Evidence o£ 
Chriflianity, Upon the occafion of this publication. 
Dr. Maclaine addreffed a Series of Letters to that 
gentleman, publifhed in a duodecimo volume, in 
1777. Thefe Letters were written to ferve the 
befl purpofes of Chriftianity, upon a due confide- 
ration of the diflinguifhed eminence of Mr. Je- 
nyns as a writer, of the fingular mixture of piety, 
Ivit, error, wifdom, and paradox, exhibited in his 
publication, and of his defence of Chriftianity, 
upon principles which would lead men to enthu- 

fiafm. 
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fiafm, or to fcepticifm, according to their difFerent 
difpolitions. His ofily publications, fince this time, 
have been two Faft Sermons, preached in 1793 
^d 1797. 

MACLEOD, HUGH, DD. 

Profeffor of Hiftory in the Univerfity of Glaf. 
gow, and author of Cafus Principis ; or, an Eflay 
toward a Hiftory of the Principality of Scotland, 
pubUQied in a quarto volume in 1792, 



MACLEOD, A. 

The author of *^ A warm Reply to Mr. Burke's 
Letter," publifhed in 1796, for which, were there 
a Bedlam for raving authors, as well as for con>- 
mon lunaticks, he would undoubtedly deferve con- 
finement. He has alfo written a Series of incohe-

MACNALLY, LEONARD, ESQ. 

A nafive of Ireland, educated for the profeffion 

•of the Law. He diftinguifhed himfelf by his

the Coalition, in 1783, was, for fome years, Editor

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of the Public Ledger, and has, (ince that time^ 
we believe, been concerned in other Newfpapers. 
In 1782, he wrote A fenfible pamphlet, entitled, 
*^ The Claims of Ireland ;** but he has been chiefly 
diiftinguilhed as a dramatic writer. His firft piece, 
^* Retaliation,*' a farce, was a£ted at Covent Gar-^ 
denj in X 782, amd received with uncommon applaufe* 
Triftram, Shandy, a piece, in two a£ls, was. favoura- 
bly received in the. following year ; and, in the yeara^. 
1785 and 1786, he produced, Fafhionable Levities, 
a comedy, and the April Fool, a farce. Mr. MacnaK 
ly difplayed confiderable ability in tranflating feonir 
the .French of M. Sedaine, the hiftorical Romance 
of Richard Ccswr de Lion.

Macready has, of late, become Play-mender, a$ 
well as Aftot, and has written, ** Tlie Irifhman 
in London,'* a force, and the Bank Note, a co- 
medy, which were produced in 1793 and i795r 
and are both very indifferent performances. 



MADAN, RIGHT REV. SPENCER, D,D. 

Lord Biftiop of Peterborough, Reftor of Welt 
Harlton, and Vicar of Haxay, Lincolnfhire. Hi* 
Lordfliip was formerly of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and, previoufly to his taking orders, piib-* 
lifhed {in 1)82) aTranflation into Englilh of Hugo^ 
Grotius on the Truth of Chriftianity. This per- 
formance may boaft the charafteriftics of familiarity, 
perfpicuity, and elegance. About the fame time. 
Dr. Madan gained the Seatonian Prize, for a poe- 
tical Eflay on the Call of the Gentiles. His Lordfliip

He publifhed, in 1 780, a volume of Sermons 
on Several Occafions> preached before thetJniverfity, 
nioft of which had appeared before fingly. Thefe 
Difeourfes, and the elegant prefixed Diflertation on 
that fpecies of compofition, have been highly ad-* 
mired as poliflxed fpecimens in their kind, and 
place the genius and judgement of their author in 
a moft refpeftable point of view^ Mr. Mainwaring 
has alfo publilhed a few occafional fingle Sermons 
fince the above d^te ; and was engaged in a con- 
troverfy with the late Bifliop Hallifax about the 
jproper way of quoting paffages of Scripture*

This nobleman, although an eye-witnefs to the 
liorfors whkh attended the popujai* commotions in 
France, has perfevered in avowing himfelf the 
champion of democracy.

volume, a work too much of an inflammatory caft ; 
and his Lordlhip was not returned one of the fix- 
teen Peers of Scotland in the prefent Parliament. 
He has alfo publifhed " Thoughts on Finance,*' a 
pamphlet ; and feveral of his Speeches have reach- 
ed the prefs. In 1797, his Lordfliip was made 
free of the Needle-makers Company and became 
an unfuccefeful candidate for the office of Sheriff 
of the City of London ! !

He boafts a very high and deferved 
reputation in the literary world, as an Editor of 
Shakfpeare, and appears to have devoted almoft

He was^ 
formerly a Fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge^ 
and went toBarbadoes, imder the appointment of the 
Board of Longiti^dc, for the purpofe of trying Mr.

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of the 14th of Queen Anne. His firft publicatiort* 
w^s a quarto pamphlet, with a view to the im-*^ 
provement of pra£lical navigation, entitled, " The 
Britifh Mariner's Guide^** publilhed in'1763. Four 
years ^fter this, he publ^fhied by order of the Com-^ 
QiifTioners of Longiti^de, an Account of .Mr. John 
Harrifon's Watch. In 17^4, were publiflied, by 
the Prefident and Council of the Royal Society, at 
the public expence> his Tables for computing the 
apparent Places of the fixed Stars, and reducing 
Obfervations of the Planets, in a folio volume. Two 
years after this, he producqd.the firft volume (in 
folio) of his Ailrpnomkal Obfervatbns, made at 
the Royal Obft^rvatory at Greenwich from the 
year 1765, the continuation of which, to within 
k few years of the prefent time, has fince ap^ 
peared. This important publication is introduced 
injto the world, in obedience to his Majefty's Com- 
mand, in the fame manner as that laft mentioned* 
In 1792, Dr. Mafkelyne prefented the world with 
the late Mr. Michael Taylor's invaluable Tables of 
Logarithms. That indefatigal^le labourer funk under 
his talk, and died when only five pages of his work 
^ipemained unfinilhed, bequeathing the world a moft 
f'lremarkable mopviinent of hviraan jnduftry. Dr. 
Mafkelyne had always. eaacQuraged the^ defign, and 
imw . ^tQ<jfe upon ljimfel;f to fv^i\k the work ; to 
which he added a moft ipafterly IgtrodibE^ipn^ r^^^

Two years af* 
terward, he publifhdd in a (mall o£tavo volume, 
an Eflfay on the Evidence External and Internal, 
relating to the Poems attributed to Thomas Row- 
ley. This performance contains a general view of 
the whole controverfy refpefling thofe poems, and 
is juftly entitled to the chara&er of a candid and 
compf^henfive Effay. We believe that Dr* Glynn, 
of Cambridge, gave Mr. Mathias fome affiftance 
in this work. In thefe latter days Mr. Mathias 
has amufed himfelf and the public, with feveral fa- 
tirical pieces, which, while the times are peculi- 
arly in need of fuch eiFufions, do. the highefl honour 
to his wit and talents. It is not without fome fcru- 
ples that we fpeak on this fubjeft, as his publica* 
tions of this caft have always been anonymous, and 
the author has been ftudijbufly concealed. Yet 
when we refleft that in ev^ry fuch inftance his ex- 
ertions have done him th^ utmoft credit> both as a 
fcholar and as a man, ai>d, that it is our duty to re- 
port our information, on thefe occafions, to the 
public, we truft We may proceed* To his pen, we 
have little hefitation in afcribing the three following 
excellent poetical pamphlets, via. ** The Political 
Dramatift of the Houfe of Commons, in 1795 3'' 
a Pair of Epiftles to Dr. Randolph and the Earl of 
Jerfey; and the Imperial Epiftle from Kien Long to 
George III ; as alfo a Letter to the Marquis of Buck«- 
in|ham, chiefly on the Subje6i of the numerous 

emi§r«it 
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einigrant French Priefts, by a Layman. The author 
of the celebrated fatirical poem the Pursuits of- 
Literature,* in four parts, of which the firft was*' 
publilhed in 1794, remained long unknown. We 
fubjoin this excellent performance to the above lift, 
from a conviftion, that, confidered in every poffible 
point of view, it cannot but redound moft highly to . 
the credit of the writer. The caufe of literature has 
never been fupported, in a day of danger and perver- 
fion, upon principles more excellent, or with powers 
better adapted to their objeft. The author of this 
Poem may claim the charafter of a Noble Patriot ia 
Literature, of a man, whofe Piety and Orthodoxy, 
are an Ornament to Human Nature and the Chrif- 
tian Faith ; of a Politician, vyhofe fentiments and 
example are an Honour to the Government and 
Miniftry under which he lives ; of a Scholar, whofe 
attainments are of Firft-Rate Excellence ; and^^f 
a Satirift, whofe keeneft arrow is always dire^ed 
by the hand of a Gentleman. The few falfe opi- 
nions and falfe judgements which this poem contains 
are trifling indeed, when compared with its nume- 
rous merits. The various and extenfive learning 
exhibited in the Notes, is conveyed in fo lively a 
manner as to delight almoft every reader. More

MAURICE, REV. THOMAS, A.M. 

Kiftoriographer we believe to the Eaft India Com- 
pany, and a very learned, ingenious, and diligent 
Scholar. He was educated at Univerfity College, 
Oxford, afterward became Chaplain to the 97th Regi- 
ment, and lived for fome years at Woodford, inEiTex- 
He publiihed, in 1 779, a quarto volume of ^ Poems 
and Mifcellaneous Pieces," with a free Tranflation. 
of the Oedipus Tyrannus of Sophocles. Mod of thefe 
poems had appeared in print before, feparately; " Ne- 
therby," the oldeft of them, was jpublMhed in 1776. 
They poffefs much merit, but did not obtain their 
author that credit which his latter writings have ac- 
quired him. About a year, previoufly to this vo- 
lume, Mr. Maurice had printed a Fall Sermon, 
which we believe is his only publication. in the clafs^ 
of divinity. In 1782, he wrote lerne Rediviva^ an

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p6e, infcribed to the Volunteers of Ireland ; and» 
two years afterward, ** Weftminfter Abbey," an 
jpjegi^p poem, both of which pieces increafed his 
jeputation as a poet. In 1789, Mr. Maurice pub- 
jliflaed Panthea, a tragedy, from a ftory in Xeno- 
phon, which did not add greatly to his fanie ; and 
relinquilhing here the line of authorlliip^ which he 
had hitherto traced, he has (mce acquired the 
greateft eminence and diftinftion, in another track. 
This is a circumftance which cannot but appear 
furprifing ; for what reader, with all his approba- 
tion of Mr. Maurice's abilities as an hiftorian, can 
help yielding the palm to his poetical talents ? In 
the year 1790, he publifhed a Letter addreffed to 
the Dire6iors qf the Eaft India Company, contain- 
ing propofals for printing a Hiftory of the Revolu- 
tions pf the Enjipire of Hindoftaji, from the earlieft 
Ages ; and has, fince that time, publifhed " Indian 
Antiquities,** in fix volumes, oftavo ( the two firft 
of which appeared in 1793 ) and the firft volume 
(in quarto) of the* Hiftory of Hindoftan, publiftied 
in 1 795. The former of thefe works is introduftory 
to and iliuftrative of the latter. Although it was 
'fcinftiojied by the approbation of the Eaft Indi^ 
Company and Sir William Jones, it obtained only 
a dozen fubfcribers in the courfe of twelve months J 
At.prefent, however, jthe merit of the author of 
thefe works is well k:nown to the public, and has 
pbtoined him a moft .diftinguiflied reputation. His 
(?rjuditipn^ -diligence, and ingenuity are very remark-

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MELMOTH, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

This literary Veteran has been diftingtiiftied for 
more than fifty years, as one of the moft elegant 
(cholars and claflical writers of his time. Few au- 
thors have contributed fo much to the ifAproyemei^t 
of our ftyle, or have exhibited, in their woi-ks^ fuch* 
cortiplete models of elegant writing, fuch'fpefcimens: 
of correft choice and perfpicuous arrangement of 
words, and of harmonious conftruftion of periods. 
Mr. Melmoth is a fon of -the late. eminent. Advo- 
cate of the fame name, wlio wrote an" admiratle 
treatife on the great .Importance of a Religious 
Life. He died in 1743^ and it is faid of hirti,/ few 
ever paifcd a more ufeful, ^none a more blamelefs 
life/ The firft publication of the fubjed of this 
article was "The Letters of Sir Thomas Fitzof- 
borne, on feveral Subjefis," in an . o£tavo volume. 
Thefe admired Letters made tlielr firft appearance 
about the year 1 742, and have experienced that 
favourable reception and general circulation, to 
which their very fterJing merit entitles them. Mr.^ 
Melmoth's elegant Translation of Pliny's l^^piftles 
made its firft appearance, in two oftavo volumes, in 
1 747, about four years before the Tranflation by the 
Earl of Orrery, to which it was juftly preferred. In 
1753, he pubJiflied, in three oftavo volumes, a Tran- 
flation of Cicero's Letters to his Friends, with Re- 
marks 
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marksinwhich the patriot charaSler ofth a celebrated 
Roman is juftly queftioned ; and, in 1773 and 1777, 
Ti:anflations of Cicero's Cato and La^lius, each in 
an oftavo volume, with Remarks. Thefe finiflied 
performances have acquired Mr. Melmoth the great- 
eft reputation poflible, as an elegant and accurate 
fcholar. They will probably fpcak for him while 
Roman andEngliih eloquence can be united. Yet, 
when we confider them as fpecimens of tranflation, 
we cannot help thinking, that he is too often led 
away by the vanity of improving upon his author, 
that he frequently facrifices his original to a falfe 
refinement and an overfpun delicacy of phrafe, and 
laftly, that he has too much of what the Greeks 
exprefs by the forcible term uKpiSucc. In the year 
1794, after a long repofe, Mr. Melmoth was con- 
ftrained to refume his pen, upon the occafion of a 
very unprovoked attack from Mr. Bryant, in his 
Treatife on the Truth of the Chriftian Religion. 
The grounds of this attack were Mr. Melmoth's 
remarks in his Tranflation of Pliny's Letters, re- 
fpefting Trajan*s perfecution of the Chriftians in 
Bythinia, and he wrote a pamphlet in Anfwer to 
Mr. Bryant, in which he vindicated himfelf with 
great ability, and proved his point. Two years after 
this, Mr. Melmotlj publifhed, ** Memoirs of a late 
eminent Advocate" { his father ), in a thin oftavo 
volume ; which is a tribute of filial piety, not lefs 
elegant than merited.

MERRY, ROBERT, ESQ. A.M. 

This gentleman is a native of the Metropolis, 
and fpn of a late Governor of the Hudfon's Bay 
Company. He was born in the year 1755, was 
educated at Harrow under the private tuition of 
Dr. Parr, and became, afterward, a Member of 
Chrift's College, Cambridge, and of Lincoln's Inn. 
Upon the death of his father he bought a com- 
miffion in the Horfe-guards, and was, for feveral 
years. Adjutant and Lieutenant to the firft troop, 
commanded by Lord Lothian. He afterward quit- 
ted this fervice, and travelled, for fome years, on 
the continent. Mr. Merry, made a long flay at 
Florence, and was. ele£led a Member of the fa- 
pious Acadeaay Delia Crufca. A few years ago, he 
married the celebrated aftrcfs Mifs Brunton, who 
then quitted the ftage. Duririig his refidence at 
Florence, Mr. Merry was a principal contributor 
to the " Florence Mifcellany," whigh was written 
by a few Englifli of both fexes, who had met by 
chance at Flprence, and was fuperintended by Mrs. 
Piozzi. In 1787, he publilhed, in London, "Pau- 
lina, or the Ruffian Daughter," a poetical tale, 
founded on faft 3 and, in the year following, " Di- 

verfity,'* 
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Terfity," a poem. He has alfo publifhed " The 
Laurel of Liberty/* a poem ; " Lorenzo,'' a tragedy, 
reprefented at Covent Garden ; an' Ode for the 14th 
of July, 1791, which was performed at the Crown 
and Anchor Tavern ; " Fenelon, or the Nuns of 
Cambray," a ferious drama, altered from the 
French ; and " The Pains of Memory," a poem, 
publiftied in 1796. An Ode on the Recovery of 
his Majefty, recited by Mrs. Siddons at a Gala 
given by the Subfcribers to Brookes' Cliib, as well 
as a comic-opera, entitled, " The Magician no 
Conjuror," afted four nights in the winter of 1 792^ 
are alfo to be attributed to his pen. On the 29tli 
of June, 1787, Mr. Meny fent a pretty little poem, 
entitled, the Adieu and Recall to Love, to the 
World, a newfpaper of the day, with the fignaturo 
Delia Crufca. It was anfwered by a poem, enti- 
tled, the Pen, figned Anna Matilda. The corre- 
ipondejice thus begun, was from poetical fym-» 
pathy kept up, at intervals, for two years. Many- 
new correfpondents came forward, but the writers 
remained long unknown to the public and to one 
another, Time, at laft, difcovered Delia Crufca 
and Anna Matilda, to be Mr. Merry and Mrs. Ro* 
binfon, who had an interview toward the conclufion 
of the correfpondence. In the mean time the po- 
etry, fome of which is very pretty, attrafted a goo4 
deal of notice, and was reprinted, in volumes, 
under the title of « The Poetry of the World.'* 
It has now reached a fourth edition, in two duode- 
cimo 
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cimo volumes, etitled, " The Britifti Album.** 
Mr. Merry^s pieces, in this colleftion, have the 
greateft claim to diftinftion of any. His. poem, 
^ Diverfity*' and *' Ambitious Vengeance," a tra- 
gic-drama, are to be found in thefe volumes. In 
Ijpeaking of Mr. Merry's pretenfions to fame, as a 
poet,' we muft obferve that he has been loudly de- 
cried and ftigmatifed by an elegant fatirift of the 
prefent day, ( vide William Gifford, Efq. ) who 
has faid of one of his pieces* that it is diftinguilhed 
by " Downright nonfenfe. Downright frigidity, and 
Downright doggerel." We own that his falfe glitter, 
Jiis negligence, and his obfcurity are frequently 
highly reprehenfible, yet, cannot but allow, that 
his pretenfions to poetical merit are often great and 
ftriking, while the fpirit of liberty and benevolence 
vyhich breathes through his writings feems ardent 
and fincere. His poem, entitled, " The Pains of 
Memory," has been preferred by many readers, to 
Mr. Rogers' popular poem " The Pleafures of 
Memory."

MILNE, REV^ COLIN, L.L.D. 

Re£tor of both the Churches at Deptford. He 
is a popular Preacher, and celebrated as a BotanifL 
In 1770, he publiflied a Botanical Diftionary, ia 
duodecimo, and has, iince that time, written " In- 
ftitutes of Botany,'* in two parts, quarto ; a Sup- 
plement to his Botanical Diftionary ; and vol. L 
( in oftavo) of *' Indi^enoua Botany," a mod ufe- 

ful 
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ful book, publilhed In 17^3, in affociation with 
Mr. Alexander Gordon. Dr. Milne has alfo, befide 
feveral fin^^ Sermons, publifhed ^ volume of Ser- 
mons, which appeared in 1780. Thefe Difcourfes 
are exceffiyely tediopg, apd the Dr* appears to 
greater advantage in pript, as a cpltivator of th« 
i^owers of the earth, than of thofe of rhetoric^ 



^ MILNER, REV. JOSEPH^ A-M. 

Late Matter of the Grammar School, at King- 
fton-upoH-HuU, and now Vicar of the High Church 
in that Borough. He is a claffical Scholar of confi- 
^erable eminence> and has fent forth many men into 
the v/Qvld who do him the higheft credit as a teachers- 
He was educated at Catherine Hall, Cambridge, 
i§ brother to the prefent Mafter of Queen's Coin 
lege, and refigned the above School upon being pre-* 
fented with the Vicarage, in 1797, vacated by the 
death of the Rev. Mr. Clarke. Mr. Milner's firft pub- 
lication, .was an eftavo jHimphlet, entitled, ^* Gib- 
bon's Account of Chriftianity confidered ; together 
with fpme Stri£bi.res on Humes' Dialogues conoern- 
in^ Natural Religion," a performance, whichy 
though .writ^ with the inofl: laudable intentioji 
ppflihlep is, perhaps, too angry and .dogmatical to, 
entitle him .to much credit. In 1789, he pvbliihed 
*^ Eflays on feveral xeligiqus Subjefts, chiefly tend- 
ing to illuftrate the Scripture Doftrine of the In- 
fluence 
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fkience of the Holy Spirit/* in a duodecimo volume. 
Thefe Effays were chiefly intended as an anfwer to» 
]VIr. Ludlam's Theological Eflays. Since that time^ 
he* has pubhfhed two volumes { in oftavo ) of a 
Hiftory of the Church of Chrift. Upon the whole,, 
it is, perhaps, to be lamented in the cafe of Mr^ 
Milner> that, with abilities and knowledge like his^ 
he fliould not have been more affiduous in cultivat- 
ing the chara£ler of a well-bred and attraftivr 
writer. 

MILNER, REV. JOHN, F.A.S, 

A Roman Catholic Clergyman, of a privrrtcx 
Chapel in Wincheften He publiflied a fenfilMei 
Difcourfe on his Majefty's Recovery (1789) in; 
which lie has introduced a very elaborate, and^ 
truly jefuitical juftification of the principles and^^ 
conduft of modem Catholics. Mr. Milner haai 
alfo publiflied the Funeral Oration of Louisa 
XVI. at the funeral fervice performed by tha 
French Clergy of the King's houfe, Winchefl:er,J 
April 1 2th, 1793; and an Hifl:orical and Critical 
Inquiry into the Exiftence and Charafter of St* 
George, Patron of England. He is an occafional 
correfpondent with the Gentleman's Magazine, and! 
has been feverely reprimanded by the author of 
" The Purfuits of Literature," for a pamphlet 
which he wrote, in 1795, entitled, " A Reply to

MILNS, WILLIAM. 

Member of St. Mary Hall^ Oxfordy and Mallei* 
of the City Commercial School, George Yardy 
Lombard Street. He publiftied, in 1794, in an 
oftavo volume, " The well-bred Scholar," a ufeful 
coUeftion of pra£lical Effays, on the beft methods of 
improving the tafte and aiflifting the exertions of 
youth in their literary purfuits.

MitFORD, WILLIAM, ESQ. M.P. T.R.S. 

Lieutenant Colonel of the South Hampfliire 
Militia, and brpther to Sir John Mitford, Solicitor 
general to his Majefty. This gentleman is one of 
thofe charafters, in tl>e republic of letters, which 
ijve contemplate with peculiar fatisfaftion. He has 
C.evotcd the leifure of a military life to the cultiva- 
tion of letters, has fcrved the trueft interefts of the 
literary community, by bringing to claflicjregionsf 
fnefli acceflions of light and certainty, and has always 
plefervcd in his waitings a manlincfs of deportment 
I and 
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and ftr^ngth of chaxa£ter, which entitle him to the 
higheft admiration as a citizen of that community* 
Mr. Mitford was educated at the Univerfity of Ox* 
ford/ and ha$ beftowed much time and attention on 
his favourite ftudy of antiquities. His chief work^ 
the Hiftory of Greece, is a performance which does 
him infinite credit. To thofe-iwrho are acquainted 
with the intricacy of many parts of Grecian Hit 
tory, with the extreme difficulty of collefiing the 
fcattered members of it, of detefling the fuppofi- 
titious and doubtful among what is related by infe- 
rior or later authors, and of afcertaining and ar- 
ranging the genuine ; and laftly, without the ^ilift- 
ance of invention, of forming, from parts fo broken 
and difperfed, a harmonizing whole, he will ap- 
pear highly to deferve the charafter of a learned 
and accurate hiftorian. His Hiftory of Greece is 
not the \york of a cloCet critic, or a monkifli phi- 
lofppher i but owes its exiftence to a moft compre- 
henfive mind and correal judgement, happily blend- 
ed with ^xtenfive know]edge5 and an acquaintance 
with the modes and manners of life. He frequently 
reminds us of the celebrated Sir Walter Raleigh, 
and his union of chara^ers, foldier, feaman, ftatef- 
man, fcholar, poet, Bnd philofopher 3 while^his juft 
eftimation of his invaluable guides Thucydides and 
Xenophon) i^creafes our admiration of the foldier- 
philofophcr who is our own. Much of the e&"lier 
part of this valuable work was written in camps 
and in quarters during the American war. It was 
Vol. IL D firft 
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firft pisblHhed by fingle quarto volumes, of which 
tbc firft* appeared in 1784, two years previous to 
the Hiftory by Dr. Gillies ( vide that ilame ). At 
prefent three of thefe volumes are publifhed, and 
the third edition was printed in o£tavo, each irf the 
original volumeis forming two of thefe. Ten ye^rs 
previous to the firft appearance of this work, Mr. 
Mitford had publiftied, anonymoufly, an Effay upon 
the Harmony of Language, intended, principally, 
to Hluftrate fliat of the Englifh Languagfe ; and, in 
1791, he wrote a pamphlA, entitled, *^ Confidera- 
tions on the Opinion ftated by the Lords of the 
Committee of Council, in a Reprefentation to the 
King, upon the Corn Laws, that Great Britain is 
unable to produce Com fofficient for its own Con- 
fumption, &c." 

In his moft diftmgui(hed chdfra£ter^ as an au^ 
thor^ we aflert without hefitation of Mr. Mitford^ 
^hat, the induftry with Which he has collefted his^ 
materials from ancient Iburces, and brought toge- 
'ther from diftant quarters, whatever might ferve to 
enrich or elucidate his narrative, the critical acumen 
' which he difcovers in comparing the various repre* 
fentations given by different authors of the fame 
fadts, his perfefil originality of thought and expref- 
fion, the difplay of general knowledge which he 
•fo agreably and judicioufly introduces, his com- 
prehenfion of mind in the arrangement of the 
whole, his found learning, his ftrength of judge- 
' ment, hife diligent inveftigation, all unite in enti- 
tling; 
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ilitkg him to the firft place among the hifiorians of 
Greece. It is unfortunate that amid fo much per^ 
£(^011 there (hould be found a fingle blemij(h.. Yet, 
the fiyle of Mr. Mitford can certainly not be faid 
to poffefs that grace and polifh, which would dif-^ 
{day tomoft advantage the many excellencies of his 
writings. With the generality of readers, the beau- 
ties of ftyle are of the higheft coniideration. . Could 
Mr. Mitford boaft this among hisr other fuperiori- 
ties^liw indeed would be the hiftorians who would 
have greater* claims to difti^^tioi^i 



MOIR, REV. JOHN. 

A native bf Scotland, formerly a Clerg}^matt 
irf the. Church of ScoCJ^iid, mi tto\t of \h^ Church 
of En^lJuid. He ia a writer qf cpnliiteraWe gl^ility^ 
but owing to a large family ^nd a fmall Gilrat;yi.wp 
foelieve,» he has iielt feverely the hardfhips of pof 
verty. : He pubJUhed, in 1.776^ a ducklecimo vok 
lumeof " Difcourfes on Prajfti'cal Subjefts ;" and 
in' 1784, an octavo volume of " Sermons, on fome 
of the mold ufeful and interefting Subjects in Reli- 
gion and Life." . A Hiftory of the Life and pub- 
lic Services of Mr. Fox, and aHiftory of Tranfac- 
tions in India, from 1760, each in an oftavo vo- 
lume, have alfo been attributed to him.

The latter of thefe 
works aims at an bumble defence of our whole 
eftabliibment in every form of property and diftinc^ 
tion it involves, and^ as its drift is to guard the in* 
terefts of the opulent, a copy was left at many of 
the principal houfes in the Metropolis, in the hope 
that fome confideration might be deemed due to 
the labour of the author. There is an afieOied 
profundity in many of the reflexions of Mr. Moir> 
but, upon the whole, his fiyle of writing is good» 
and his talents appear to be very refpefitable.

MONRO, ALEXANDER, ESQ. M. D. 

Profeffor of Medicine, Anatomy, and Surgery 
in the Univerfity of Edinburgh, &c. and a Phyfi- 
cian of the higheft reputation. He is the fon of a 
celebrated charafter of the fame name, whofe " Of- 
teology" is fo univerfally efteemed, and who like- 
wife, formerly, held the above Profeflbrftiip. In 
1781, liepublifhed his father's works, in a quarto 
volume ; and two years afterward, " Obfervations 
on the Strufture and Funftions of the Nervous 
.Syftem," in a royal folio volume, illuftrated with 
plates. In 178^, he publiflied " The Strufture and 
Phifiology of Fiflies explained, and compared with 
thofe of Man and other Animals, in a royal folio 
volume ; and, three years afterward, a Defcription 
of all the Burf^ Mucoja of the Human Body. He 
has, fince that time, written a quarto pamphlet

MONRO, DONALD, ESQ. M, D. F.R.S. 

A Phyfician in London, Fellow of the Royal 
College of Fhyficians, and brother to the fubjeS of 
the preceeding article. He wrote the Life of the 
late Dr. Monro, prefixed to the quarto volume of 
his works, mentioned in our laft memoir, and be- 
fide feveral fmaller medical Treatifes, has written, 
** Obfervations on the Means of preferving the 
Health of Soldiers," in two volumes, ofltavo^ 
publiflied in 1780 ; and aTreatife on Medical and 
Pharmaceutical Chemiftry, and the Materia Medica, 
in four o6lavo volumes. 

MONTAGU, MRS. 

Of Upper Berkley Street, Portman Square. A 
lady of confiderable literary accompliftiments, and 
whofe charity, in beft9wing an annual May-day 
Dinger upon the Chimney Sweepers, is well 
known. Her niaiden name was Robinfcn, and 
fhe was nearly related to the late Primate of Ire^ 
land. She has written " Aa Effay on the Writings 
and Genius of Shakfpeare, compared with the

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mvks^ upon the Mifreprefentatipns of M. de Vol- 
taire/' in oftavo, the firft edition of which wa$ 
publiflied in 1769, and a fecond in 1776. This, 
performance has obtained her much applaufe. 

MONTAGU, MATTHEW ROBINSON, ESQ- 

This gentleman's original name was Robinfon. 
He is brother to the fubjeft of the preceeding ar- 
^ tide, and was a Member of the two laft Parlia- 
ments. Mr. Montagu has written feveral political 
Pamphlets, which, notwithftandin^ their peculi- 
arity of ftyle, do him great credit. . Among them ar6^ 
** Confiderations on the Meafures carrying qn with 
refpeft to the Britifh Colonies in North America,'* 
publilhed in 1774; *^ A farther Examination of 
our Aipierican Meafures," publifhed two years af- 
terward; " Peace the beft Policy,'* publifhed in 
1777 ; " The DaQgerous Situation of England," 
published in 1786; and *' Friendly Remarks on 
Mr. Pitt's Adminiftration, by a near Obferver,"

MOORE, JOHN. ESQ. M. D. 

This gentleman, whofewritings have obtained 
him a great and well-merited celebrity in the Kter- 
ary world, was formerly travelling-preceptor to the 
Duke of Hamilton. He publilhed, in 1779, a View 
of Society and Manners in France, Switzerland, and 
Germany, in two o£tavo volumes ; a work which 
wa§ favourably received, and which gained its au-^ 
thor no fmall fliare of credit. Two years after 
this, he wrore a View of Society and Manners in 
Jtaly, which, as the obfervations it contains oc- 
<jurred in the fame tour, fo is it to be confidered ^

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ft continuation of the above work, in merit, as well 
as Aibjeft. Thefe volumes have feen feveral edi- 
tions fince their firft publication. In 1786, Dn 
Moore publiflied an o£tavo volume of ^^ Medical 
Sketches;*' and, three years afterward, his cele- 
brated novel, entitled, ** Zeluco," in two volumes, 
oftavo! Dr. Moore accompanied the Earl of Lau- 
derdale to Paris, in 1 792, and was prefent during the 
horrid maflacre of the 2d of September. Soon after 
his return to England, he publifhed a Journal dur- 
ing his Refidence in France, in two volumes, oc- 
tavo, which is a moil valuable and authentic work ; 
and, in 1795, he produced a View of the Caufes 
and Progrefs of the French Revolution, in two 
more oftavo volumes. He has, fince that time, 
written Edward, a novel, in two odavo volumes, 
which, like Zeluco, exhibits various views of hu- 
man nature, but its charaders are more indige- 
nous to our own foil. It is hardly neceffary for us 
to add of fo popular a writer as Mr. Moore, that 
his works difcover him to poffefs great infight into 
human nature, and that happy union of acute dif- 
cemment, with a lively imagination, by which he is 
enabled to defcribe its intricacies with the greateft 
pleafantry.

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MOORE, REV. CHARLES, A.M. 

Reftor of Cuxton, and Vicar of BoughtocK 
Blean, Kent ; and formerly Fellow of Trinity Col* 
lege, Cambridge. This gentleman publiflied a 
Vifitation Sermon, in 1785, and, in 1790 ** A full 
Inquiry into the SubjeS of Suicide," in two vo- 
hxmes, quarto, which is an elaborate^ ufeful, uid 
entertaining work. 



MOORE, JAMES, ESQ. 

Member of the Surgeons* Company. He pub* 
lifhed in 1786, in anoftavo pamphlet, " A Me^ 
thod of preventing or diminifbing Pain, in feveral 
Operations of Surgery," i.e. by compreffing the 
nerves going to the limb. In the year 1789, he 
obtained the prize-medal, given by the Lyceum 
Medicum Londinenfe, for an ingenious Differtation 
on the Procefe of Nature, in filling up the Cavities, 
hewing Wounds, &c. in the Human Body. He 
has alfo written, an Effay on the Materia Medica, 
in which the theories of Dr. CuUen, with fomc 
opinions of Mr. Hunter and other celebrated wri- 
ters, are confidered in a very fenfible manner. 



MORE, 
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MORE, HANNAH. 

Formerly a School-miftrefs at Briftol, and a lady 
jufily celebrated for her literary accompliftiments. 
The elegant fimplicity of her poems, and the pious 
and virtuous fentiments which they inculcate, comp 
-with peculiar grace froip a female pen. Her firft 
publication was a paftoral drama, entitled, " The 
Search of Happinefs/' which appeared in 1773. ^^ 
was written at the age of eighteen for fome female 
friends, who played the refpeQive characters in 
private parties. Though the plot of this little 
piece is perfeftly inartificial, the poetry which it 
contains does ixffinite credit to the powers of fuch 
early years, and it experienced a very tavourable 
reception. In- the following year, Mrs. More p^ub* 
liflied the Inflexible Captive, founded on the ftory 
of Reguhis, dn excellent tragedy confidered as a 
literary cortipofition, and wliich was a6ted one 
night at Bath. Sir Eldred of the Bower, and the 
Bleeding Rbck, two beautiful legendary tales, were 
publiftied together, in quarto, in 1776. The lat* 
ter is in the manner of Ovid, and the pretty, fiftion 
at the conclufiori had its origin from a rock, near 
the author's refidence in SomerfetQiire, whence a 
crimfon ftream flows, occafioned by the red ftrata 
over which the water makes its way from the 
mountains, Mrs. Moreihas alio written an Ode 

to 
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to Dragon, Mr. Garrick's Houfe-Dog ; Eflays on 
various Subjefts, principally defigned for young La- 
dies, an o£tavo volume ; the tragedy of Percys 
founded on the Gabrielle de Vergy of M. de Bel- 
loy ; the Fatal Falfehood, a tragedy ; Sacred Dra- 
mas, the fubjefts of which are taken from the Bi- 
ble, and Senfibility, a poem ; Florio and the Has 
Bleu, two poems ; Slavery, a poem ; and Remarks 
on the Speech of M. Dupont, made in the Nati- 
onal Convention of France, on the Subje£ts of Re- 
ligion and public Education. The profits of the 
laft of thefe publications were to be given to the 
French emigrant clergy. Each of thefe performances 
.bears genuine marks of the fterling abilities and pro- 
ficiency of their author. United, they entitle her to 
high eminence, mdeed, among female writers. Mrs. 
More wrote the preface to Anne Yearfley's { the 
Briilol Milk-maid ) poems, and is fuppofed to be 
xtMicerhed in feveraJ little pieces diftributed among 
the poor, by a fociety under the aftive patronage 
<rf tl>e worthy Bifhop of London. The ufeful lit- 
tle tra£l, " An Eftimate of the Religion of the 
Fafliionable World," is alfo attributed to her. 



MORGAN, WILLIAM, ESQ. F.R.S. 

Actuary to the Equitable Affurance Office, 
Blackfriars. This gentleman is nephew to the late 
celebrated Dr. Price. His abilities as a calculator 

are 
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ure of the firft diftinQiori, And, had he been fa- 
tisfied with the ei^ercife of thofe abilities, in the 
adveuticeittent of his fortune^ without etnploying 
them to calculate the poffible calamities of hi* 
country, in a day when {lie flood in need of en- 
couragement rather than increafe of apprehenfion, 
he had been efteemed, by her better citizens, a 
more ufeful and refpeftable member of her com- 
munity. He publMhed, in 1779, " The Doftrine 
of Annuities and AiTurances oh Lives and Survi- 
vorfliips,'* in an oftavo volume. Which is a v€ty 
ingenious performance. About a year after this^ 
he was engaged in a philofophical controverfy with 
Dr. Adair Crawford on the fubjeft of Animal Heat, 
and wrote a pamphlet, entitkd, ♦* An Examina^ 
tion" of that gentleman's Theory. In 1792, ht 
publi(hed a Review of Dr. Price's Writings on the 
Subjeft of the Finances of this Kingdom, in an oftavo 
pamphlet, whi<ih has been reprinted. Mr. Morgan 
has, fince that time written, *' Fafts," addrefled 
to the ferious attentfen of the people, refpeftirig the 
expence of the War and the ftate <^f the natioft^ 
Debt ; *' Additional Fa6ls," on the fame fubjed ; 
and " An Appeal " to the people on the alarming 
ftate of the public Finances and public Credit. 
In thefe pamphlets Mr. Morgan has made many 
very queftiomable pofitions, and has^ throughotft^ 
ftrained every nerve of his ingenuity, and know- 
ledge of public affairs, to become a moft terrifying 
alarmift. ' We are forry that his abilities fbould 

€\er 
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the principal Tranfadions of the Irifli Parliament, 
from 1634 to 1666, in two volumes, oftavo; the 
Letters of Themiftocles^ in a duodecimo volumcf^ 
which were publifhed originally in a London 
Newfpaper ; the Criiis, a collection of political 
effays, in an o£lavo volume, which were originally 
publifhed in the fame manner ; an excellent hifto'^ 
Tical Difiertation upon the Origin^ Sufpenfion^ and 
Revival of the Judicature and Independency of 
the Irifh Parliament ; and impartial Reflexions on 
the prefent Crifis^ publifhed in 1796. A new Ver*- 
fion of Herodotus, by his Lordfhip, has been 
announced. 



MORRIS, CHARLES, ESQ- 

An Officer in the Army> highly celebrated for 
his powers of conviviality. He has written many 
obfcene Songs^ which have been coUefted in an 
o£tavo pamphlet.

This gentleman is an elder brother of the fubje£t 
of the preceeding article, and likewife a Captain in 
the Army. He publilhed, in 1 791, an entertaining 
volume of Mifcellanies, in profe and verfe, and, in 
the year following, a general View of the Life and 
Writings of the Rev. David Williams, an oftavo 
pamphlet, written in a high ftrain of panegyric.

Henry VIII. This work was originally printed ia 
twelve, and fince in fix, duodecimo volumes.

A dramatic writer, peculiarly adapted for the 
age in which he lives. He is a native of Durham,, 
was a cotemporary with Mr. Holman at Soho 
School, and was de%ned for the Law. With thia

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vtew he was entered at Lmcoln's Inn, ' but has 
never been called to the bar. His maiden-ofFering 
to the ftage, was a comic Song in Mr. Reynolds' 
comedy of Notoriety. He has, fince that time, 
written Columbus, an hiftorical play j the Children 
in the Wood, a farce ; Zorirtiki ; the Way to get 
Married ; and a Cure for the Heart Ache, come- 
dies. The firft of thefe pieces was publifhed in 
1792. It is a queer compound, and was vehe- 
mently accufed, upon its firft appearance, by Mr. 
Thelwall, as a fhameful plagiarifm from an hifto- 
rical opera, entitled, ** The Incas, or the Peruvian 
Virgin," which he had offered, without fuccefs, to 
Mr. Harris, nitie months previoufly. Zorinfki has 
alfo been accufed as a plsfcgiarifm from Brooke's 
Guftavus Vafa. Mr. Mo<-ton*s '* Cure for the 
Heart Ache,'* is, in our opinion, the beft of his 
dramatic pieces. They have, many of them, ex- 
perienced confiderable favour from the public, and 
have raifed their author to the charafter of a very 
fuccefsful modern play-writer. As to their ahfduu 
merit, however, wc muft obferve, that, although 
they have been approved in an age, in which dra- 
matic compofition is at a moft melancholy ebb ; in 
which our plays wear no longer the ftamp of real 
life, neither does their colouring (hew the breathing 
vivacity of original obfervation ; in which the 
ftrongeft effort of dramatic fatire is, to make an 
Aftor who is endowed with particular talents, laugh 
before his audiei^ce at a reigning eccentricity, and

MURPHY, ARTHUR, ESQ. 

* Barrifter at Law, and a gentleman who has 
long been highly and juftly efteemed as an elegant 
Scholirr. He was the intimate friend of Dr. Samuel 
Johnfon, many years previous to his death, and has 
done real fervice to the chara£ter and memory of 
that celebrated genius, by becoming the editor of 
his works and his biographer. He has alfo been 
honoured with the intimate friendfhip of Mr. Gar- 
rick, Sir Francis Blake Delaval, and Mr. Foote. 
Mr. Murphy was warmly engaged, at the com- 
mencement of the prefent reign, m the party of the 

Earl 
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Estrl ef Bute» and was, upon that account, expofed 
to the ridicule of Wilkes «nd Churchill. Early in 
Hfe he made an attempt upon the ftage, and is 
Severely fatirifed in the Rofciad, particularly for his 
ill-fucceft in the charafter of Othello, As an au- 
thor, Mr. Murphy made his firft appearance in the 
Gray*s-Inn Journal, a periodical paper, beguii in 
I752, and which was continued for two years. This 
paper contains many ingenious effays, which are 
collected, in two oftavo volumes, in the edition of his 
works, and was the origin of Mr. Murphy's acquaint- 
ance with Dr. Johnfon, For, being at a friend's 
houfe in the country, and not difpofed to lofe plea- 
fure for buHnefs, he took up a French ^i^^rwii/ Z.//^- 
raire, and tranflating fomething he liked, fent it to his 
bookfeller. Time difcovered that he had tranflated 
from the French, a Rambler, which had been taken 
from the £nglifti witlK)ut acknowledgement ; and 
his fubfequent apology to Dr. Johnfon, gave birth 
to a lafting friendftiip. Mr. Murphy's moft numer- 
ous pieces, however, are in the dramatic line of 
compofition. He began with producing three farces, 
in 1756, viz. the Apprentice^ the Spout er, and the 
Englifhman from Paris. The laft of thefe pieces 
was only afted one night, and has never reached th^ 
prefs. He has, fince that time, written for the 
ftagc, the Upholfterer^ a farce ; the Orphan of 
China, a tragedy, tranflated from Voltaire ; the 
Defert Ifland, a dramatic tale ; the Way to Keep 
Him, and All in the Wrong, comedies ^ the Old 

E 4 Maid, 
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Maid, and the Citizen, farces ; No Man's Enemjp 
but his Own, and the School for Guardians, co^ 
medies : J^^nobia, the Grecian Daughter, and A^ 
zuma, tragedies, of which the firft is tranfl^ted, 
from Crebillon ; News from Parnaffus, a prelude ; 
Know your Own Mind, and the Choice, comedies j 
and Three Weeks after Marriage, a farce. Thefo 
pieces were printed feparately at the time of their 
firft appearance, and have frnge been coll^£ted in 
the edition of Mr. Murphy's works, in fcven ocn 
tavo volumes, publifhed in 1786. They bave^ 
many of them, confiderable pretenfions to merit. 
The moft diftinguiflied are, probably, the Gregiai) 
Daughter, and Three Weeks after Marriage ; whkb 
laft, had been moft capricioufly CQndeixjned under 
its firft title, viz. " What we muft All Qome To/' * 
In the abovermentioned edition of his works is alfo 
to be found the Rival Sifters, a tr<igedy, which. Mjc^ 
•Murphy never offered to the ft9.ge ; and (ome fmair 
ler Poems, a. few pf which h^d been publiflied fer 
- parately. Some elegant Tranflations from the Eng- 
Ijfh, into Latin verfe, which are given in this edi.- 
tion do the higheft honour to Mr. Murphy's ta* 
lents ; ampng them, the tranflation of Gray's Elegy 
is eminently beautiful. The fi^ft fpecimen of hijs 
ikill at biographical writing wa^ a copious and moft 
entertaining Effay on the Life aAd Genius of Heniy 
Fielding, prefixed to the edition of that author's 
works, which was publifhed in 1762. About five 
years afterward, he publiflied in a duodecimo volume, 
' a moft 
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a moft excellent Tranflation of Marmontel's BelUa^ 
rius. Neither of thefe produftions are to ht foutid 
in the feven-rvolume edition of Mr. Murphy's 
works. His writings fince the publication of that 
^edition have been, " Seventeen Hundred and 
Ninety-one," a poem, in imitation of^the thirteenth 
Satire of Juvenal, of which Johnfon, after giving 
us his noble imitations of the third and tenth Sa^ 
tires, faid he wifhed Ihis Satire alfo was done ; an 
Effay on the Life and Genius of Dr.- Johnfon, pub- 
liflied in an oQ;avo volume, in 1792, and prefixed 
to Mr. Murphy's edition of Dr. Johnfon's Works, in 
twelve volumes, oftavo ; and a Tranflation of the 
Works of Tacitus, publiihed in 1793^ in foia: 
quarto volumes. 

As the Biographer of Dr. Johnfon, we feel 
little hefitation in giving Mr. Murphy the firft 
place among the niany who have afpired to 
that charafter. His fhort Eflay h the produftion 
of a writer who has duly weighed, and rightly con-p 
cdved, that judicious uniformity of colouring, which^ 
while it gratifies the reader's curiofity, never fails to 
hold, in its juft light, the objeft which it reprefents ; 
and, while we have been difgufted with the im-t 
pertinent prattle which, by foine writers,. has beeix 
io freely expended upon this virtuous and wife, 
though partial and auftere charafter, we find, in thi5 
Effay, a manlifiefs and propriety of conduft, which 
can always keep up in our. minds an intereft in hi^ 
l>ehalf^ without ever forfeiting the dignity of .it§ 

objefl:. 
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€)l^£l. Hi$ opinions upon the writings of his au^ 
th(M* are hig;hfy ju<liciou89 and mod honourable to 
his critical talents, and his edition of Dr. John- 
ibn's Works^ clearly entitles him to the fame place 
am^ng the Editors of that great character, which 
we have givep him among his biographers. As 
tfL Tranflator of TacittR^ Mr. Murphy will fin4 
moft favour from thofe who are moft acquainted 
with the peril of his fituation. The celebrated 
Mr. Girayy in one of iiis Letters^ declares that he 
found himfelf, after making an attempt, unequal 
to the ta£k of giving Tacitus a becoming drefs iA 
our language. A better judge than Mr. Gray of 
Ibch an undertakkig, will tlot eafily be found. We 
are forry that we can fay nothing in praife of Mr. 
Murphy's laborious v^ork. The freedom of his 
traaaflation, appears to us, the leading circumftance 
againft his fuccefs. But, when we add, that, not<* 
withftanding every licence of this kind, the Englilh 
woric he has afforded us, is f^r from an elegant 
compofition ;* can we fay that he has , kept any 
meafures with juftice, in the execution of his talk ? 
The merit, however, of his original writings, will 
fuperfede every unfavourable impreflion of an un- 
fortunate attempt, and gain his writings a lading 
diftin6iioii among the works of tafte. It is faid 
that lie has been for fome time engaged in writing 
the Life of his friend Foote. FeW are fo equal to 
the talk of doing juftice to the 'Englilh Arifto^ 
phanej..

A gentleman of fortune and family in the king* 
dom of Ireland, and a warm partifan of democracy. 
He publilhed, in 1795, a very well-written Letter 
to the Earl of Carlifle, occafioned by his Lordfhip's 
Reply to Earl Fitzwilliam's 7«v Letters^ in which 
the adminiftration of the late Lord-Lieutenant is 
ably defended. He alfo publilhed an inflammatory 
Addrefs to the Inhabitants of Belfaft, at the very 
time when they were threatened .with an invafion 
fiom the French. He was apprehended and com- 
mitted a clofe prifoner, on a fufpieion of high 
treafon. 



OGILVIE, REV. JOHN, D, D. F.R.S.E. 

A native of Scotland. His firft publicaticm 
was the Day of judgement, a poem, which has 
been much ad liired, and which reached an im- 
proved edition, in the year 1758. He has written 
feveral poems fmce that time, which appeared 
fingly, and were co!le61ed in two oftavo volumes, 
in 1 769 Rona, a poem, is his only poetical pro- 
dutlioii fmce tliis colleftion was made. Perhaps, 
the beit of thefe pieces are, '' The Day of Judge- 
ment" and " Providence/' an allegorical poem.

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Upon the whole, they cannot be faid to entitle their 
author to great diftinftion as a poet. Dr. Ogilvie's 
remaining woiks have been, a duodecimo volume 
of Sermon's, publihed in 1766; philofophical and 
critical Obfervations on Compoliiion, intwooftavo 
volumes, publiUied in 17745 an Enquiry into the 
Caufes of the iLfidelily and Scepticifm of the Times, 
publilhed in an odtavo volume, in 1783 ; and the 
Theology of Piaro compared with the Principles of 
theOriental and Grecian Philofophers, piiblilhedin 
an oftavo volume, in 1^93. The tflay laft men- 
tioned was written for the Tranfa£tions of the Edin- 
burgh Royal Society.; but a regulation having 
paffed, excluding aJ difqu fi.ions of theology from 
their records, and the Effay liaviag received the ap- 
probation of that body, it was prefented, fepa* 
rately, to the public.

Chaplain to Lord Forbes, Curate of Egham, 
and, formerly, Reftor of Weftover Parifti in Vir* 
ginia. He publilhed a volume of refpeftable Ser- 
mons, in 1787.

A well-known Dramatic Writer, who has tad 
the misfortune to be blind for fome years. He is 
a native of Ireland, was originally defigned for a 
painter^^ and was, for fome time, a performer upon 
the Dublin Theatre. Before he came to England, 
he produced, about 1767, at Smocfc-AHey Theatre,

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a farce, entitled, " The She-Gallant," l?vhich was 
afterv^ ard altered for Coveiit Carden Theatre, under 
the tite of the Fclitive \;an. His fecond piece 
ivas 'lony Lu^ipkin in Tov\n, a farce, fir(la£ted 
at Dubiii:, and brought out at the Haymarket, in 
J 778. The chronological lift of his numerous fub* 
fequent pieces^ produced ai the London Theatres, is 
as follovv s, viz. tiie Son in Law, a farce ; the Dead 
Alive, a farce, from a (lory in the Arabian Nights ;

. of thefe pieces have been withdrawn from the 
. ftage, and many of them have continued favour* 
ites with the public. They have all reached the 
prefs except the Son in Law ; and, with a poem, 
entitled, " Oatlands," which was printed in 1795, 
, conftitiite the lift of Mr. O'Keefe's publication^. 
As a dramatic writer, this gentleman has, perhaps, 
for fome years, croffed the meridian of his glory. 
His plays are, for the moft part, charafterifed by 
broad humour, without purity of diftion or wit of 
dialogue -, and by a negleft of plot, probability, 
and, often, common-fenfe. He has, perhaps, con- 
tributed his fliare to the introdu£lion of that vitiated 
lafte, in dramatic compofition, which, at prefent, 
fa lamentably prevails. He has contrived, how 
ever, to pleafe many, and he who pleafes many 
muft have merit. 



O'LEARY, REV. ARTHUR. 

A Roman Catholic Clergyman of the kingdom 
of Ireland. He has been diftinguiihed as a friend 
to freedom, liberality, and toleration, and was 
highly complimented, upon this account, in their 

public 
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public fpeeches, by Meffrs. Grattan, Flood, and 
other celebrated Members of the Irifli Parliament. 
His publications have been feveral Addreflcs to the 
Catholics of Iteland; Remarks on Mr. Wefley's 
Defence of the Proteftant Aflbciation ; a Defence 
of his Conduft in the Affair of the Infurreftion in 
Munfter, in 1787; a Review of the important 
Controverfy between Dr. Carrol, and the Rev. 
Meffrs. Wharton and Hawkins ; and a Faft Sermon 
preached at St. Patrick's Chapel, Soho, March Sth, 
1797. A coUeftion has been made of his mifcel- 
laneous trails, in one volume. The ftyle of Mr. 
0*Leary is voluble, bold, and figurative ; but it is 
deficient in grace, manlinefs, perfpicuity, and, 
fometimes, grammar. In his controverfy with 
John Wcfley he is generally thought to have been 
fuccefsful. 



ORME, , ESQ. 

Formerly one of the SerA'ants of the Eaft India 
Company, and author of a much admired Hiftory 
of the Military Tranfaftions of the Britilh Nation 
in Hindoftan, from the year 1 745, in two volumes, 
quarto ; the firft of which was publifhed in 1763, 
and the fecond in 1778. To thefe he added, in 
1782, Hiftorical Fragments of the Mogul Empire, 
in a duodecimo volume.

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OSWALD, REV. THOMAS, D-D, 

A Clergyman of the Church of Scotland. He 
has written an Appeal to Common Senfe in Behalf 
of Religion, in two volumes, odtavo, the firft of 
which was publifhcd in 1766, and the fecond in 
1772. This Appeal, which is in favour of the ce- 
lebrated do6t:ine of Common Senfe, as it had beea 
promulgated by himfv:lf, Dv 1 homas Reid, and Dr.- 
James Ueattie, was treated with great feverity by 
Dr. Prieftley, in an Anfwer to the three Scotifli 
Doftors. Dr. Ofwald has alfo publifhed two Ser- 
mons on tlic Death of the Rev. Robert Lawfon* 



OUSELEY, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

Tills gentleman, a Major in the Army, pub- 
liftied, in 1795% a quarto volume, entitled, " Per- 
fian Mifcellanies." The leading obje£l of thi» 
work is to facilitate the reading of Perfian 
MSS. by familiarizing a variety of fpecimcns, en- 
graven after different hand-writings, wherein the 
more ufual variations and imperfe£lions of form^ 
to which the fcveral chara6ters are liable, and the- 
different coutra£lions which the fcribes have found 
it convenient to adopt, repeatedly occur. It abounds 
with very curious, pleafing, and learned informa- 
tion. 
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tion. M^or Oufely has alfo puWifhed, Nos. L 
and II. of " Oriental Colleftions," in quarto, a mif- 
cellaneous publication, intended to proniote and fa^ 
cilitate the ftudy of Oriental Literature. Four nuni« 
bers of this work are to appear anttuaUy, if the 
plan ftiall be approved of. 



OWEN, WILLIAM, F,S-A. 

This gentleman was one of the editors of 
Bardponiaetji Dafydd Ab Gwijlym, pul>- 
lifhed in an o€iavo volume, in 1792. He has alfo 
publiflied the Heroic Elegies and other Pieces of 
Llywarc Hen, Prince of the Cuipbrian Britons, 
with a literal Trajillation, in an ofilavo volume ; 
and a valuable Welfti and Englilh Dictionary, in 
three parts, oftavo. 



OWEN, REV. JOHN, A.M- 

Late Fellow of Corpus Chrifti College, Cam- 
bridge4 He publiflied, in 1794, a political pam* 
phlet, entitled, the RetrofpeO: ; and has alfo pub- 
liihed a few occafional fingle Sermons, and two 
entertaining, «ind well-written, oftavo volumes of 
Tiavek into diiferent V9^s of Europe,, As a writer 
Mr. Owen is entitled to the credit of confiderable 

elegance 
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ments and conduct of a nation ; and, having been. 
publiflied at a very critical period, the commenee^ 
ment of the American vvrar, ferved more than? any 
thing elfe to induce the inhabitants of that country: 
to an immediate declaration of independence. At 
the latter end of the fame year ( 1776 ) he began 
to publifli, in the Pennfylvania Journal, •* The 
Crilis,*' a periodical effay, which appeared as oftep^ 
during the continuance of hoftilities, as his idea <£ 
the (late of affairs required. The congrefs, at iirft, 
managed their European concerns by a committee 
for fecret correfpondence, but their demands for 
European aid becoming more urgent, the Secret 
Committee was converted into a Committee fiwr 
Foreign Affairs. Paine^ who was now becoming a 
celebrated character in the United States, was ap*^ 
pointed Secretary to this Committee, but being de:^ 
fefted in retailing through the newfpapers what he 
confidentially knew from the foreign correfpondi» 
ence, he was forced to refign that office. Sooa 
after this, he obtained the degree of M. A. from the 
Univerlily of Pennfylvania, was chofen a Member of 
the American Philofophical Society ; and, when the 
•Congrefs had rejefted him as unworthy of truft, the 
Affembly^of Pennfylvania, which had been purged 
of Quakers by his pen, thought him fit for its Clerks 
In 1782, he printed at Philadelphia, a Letter to the 
Abbe Raynal on the Affairs of North America, ki 
which he undertook to conreft and clear up the mif- 
takes in the Abbe's Account of the Revolution. A

Kttfc lat^r in the fame year, and at the fame place, he 
alfo printed, a Letter to the Earl of Shelburne, on 
his Speech in Parliament, July loth, 1782, in which 
the noble Earl had faid, that, " When Great Bri- 
** tain fhall acknowledge American Independence, 
•* the (uti of Britain's glory is fet for ever/' Both 
of thefe Letters were, ftiortly afterward, reprinted 
in London; In the Autumn of 1786, Paine left 
America , with the intention of going to France^ 
Imd arrived at Paris early in 1787, having left no 
great fhare of popularity behind him. His flay 
here was fliort, and he reached London in the Au- 
tumn of the fame year. Before the conclufion of 
1787, he publifhed a pamphlet upon the recent 
tranfa6lions between Great Britain and Holland^ 
entitled, " Profpefts on the Rubicon/' in which he 
cenfured the meafures of the Englifh Admmiftr^ 
tion. 

We Gome now to that period in Paine's Hiftory, 
when his fpeculations were to ihake the fabric of 
the public mind to its very foundation, and hi« 
writings to infufe a poifon among a deluded com* 
monalty, the efFefts of which, to a philofopher in the 
fliade, would have been fcarcely credible. Being 
releafed, in November^ ^7895 from a fponging- 
houfe, into which a debt, contrafted by the pro- 
ject of erecting an Iron Bridge, had brought him ; 
he beheld, with delight, the proceedings cff that-' 
meniorable year in France, and haftened to that 
country* Sooiv however, he recroffed the channel, 

G 2 and. 
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and, in his road to London^ encountered Mr« 
Burke's far-famed pamphlet, which appeared a few 
days before the celebration of the French RevolU'< 
tion, November 5th, 1790. A few months Ish 
bour produced Part I. of. the " Rights of Maa/' 
It was fubmitted to the revifal of Mr. Brand Hdli* 
and a democratic Committee ; and, after foiQ^ 
ftruggles, between the defires of the author aqd 
the wiflies of his patrons, was committed by them 
to the prefs. In February 1791, it was printed 
for Johnfon, in St. Paul's Church Yard, but his re* 
gard for She credit (f his /hop, induced him to dp^ 
ctine the fale, and a delay of a month in the pub* 
lication thus took place. A few copies were, how- 
ever, fmuggled into private hands, and, at leingth* 
on the 13th of March, 1791, it was publifhcd by 
Jordan, in Fleet Street, with a Dedication to Ge* 
neral Wafliington. The apprehenfions of Pwie, 
upon this occafion, feem to have been very great. 
Always ready to take wing for Franfce, he fluttered 
with anxiety about the Metropolis. At lengthy 
finding that the Miniftry, trufting to the good fewfc 
of the people, gave itfelf no concern about l^m, 
he took a lodging in Fetter Lane, ( where he re- 
mained till his final departure ) and immediately 
went to work at Part 11. of the " Rights of Man.** 
This was publifhed by Jordan, early in 1792. It 
is weU known that the Jacobin Societies took the 
utmoft pains to diftribute cheap editions of this 
work, over the whole nation, particularly in ma- 
nufactories 
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imfa&ories^ and among tlie labouring poor. It is 
even faid, that tobacco, grocery, and fweet-meats 
-for children, were frequently fold in wrappers pf its 
dieets ! Many Anfwers to the two Parts were pro* 
iAoced at the prefs, and at the anniverfary meeting 
of the Coi^itutional Society, on the i3tfa of Apri}, 
1791, the Members of thefe Jacobin Societies 
Vere ftated to exceed forty thoufand perfons ! Go- 
vernment, at length, became alarmed, Proiecu* 
tloiis were commemced, in May, 17925 againft 
Tame, es the author, and Jordan as the pubS&er 
t)f ** Rights of Man."* The royai {Mroctemarion 
-WBS Ufiied, {bating that feditious writings had faei^ 
mduftrioufly 4ifper£ed for inciting di^ntent, anfl 
earning all magidrates to be diligent in fuppref* 
^g tumuk and preferring quiet. Both Houfes Qf 
Parliament declared their abhorrence of writing^^ 
which bad anarchy (or their end, and prodaloied 
their unalterable refolution to maintain the autho« 
lity of the laws. The City of London avowed fcer 
loyalty to the King, and her attachna^nt to tlie 
conftitution. The other ^x)rporations foNowed the 
example of the metropolis ; and the county^meet- 
ings joined in the general abhorrence of innovation, 
and m the univerfal determination to fupport the 
wife fyftem of policy, which had been tranfraitted 
%y the wifdom of their anceftors. Paine was now 
employed in writing tjjofe Letters for the Alio us, 
which were afterward diftributed from the pam- 
phlet-ihops imder the title of « Paine's four Letters 

G 3 on 
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on Government." Shortly afterward, he produced 
a pamphlet', confifting of two Letters to Lord Om 
flow, arid one to Mr. Dundas ; and another pam* 
phlet, containing, ^* A Letter to the Addreflers on 
the late Proclamation," the great objeft of which 
was, to procure a National Convention in contempt 
of the Parliament. He was, at the fame tim^, 
readily adopted as a proper citizen, by a country 
which had recently plunged ipto the depths of 
anarchy 5 and, when the Jacobin Clubs were 
about tp form a Convention at Paris of turbulei\t 
fpirits from every quarter of the woyld, feveral de* 
•partments contended for the honour of being re- 
prefented by the celebrated Thomas Paine. Ca- 
lais bore away the glorious prize from all her competi- 
tors, and ftie fent citizen Audibert to fignify his ap- 
pointment, and to folicit his acceptance of it. He 
required little folicitation ; and quitting London on 
the 13th of September, 1792, was received with 
• open arms on the following day, on the ftiores of 
Calais. He was tried by a fpecial jury at Guildhall, 
and qonyi£led as a malignant libeller; and, foo;i 
afterward, his effigy and his books were burned in 
. almoft every village in England. His convidion 
made him c^n outlaw, and, having joined the Con- 
vention at Paris, in a declaration of w?ir againft 
Great Britain, he has, fince that time, beconie a 
traitor. Amid the changes of Government in 
France, Paine did not efcape notice, and when 
Robefpierre began to gain aq afcendancy, he w?s 

fent. 
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fent, with Anacharfis Cloots, to the prifon at Lux- 
cmhurg. He, however, efcaped the Guillotine, 
and during his confinement, compofed his work, 
entitled, " The Age of Reafon,'* Part L of which 
was pubtifhed in London, in 1 794, and Part II. in 
the year following. This work naturally produced 
feveral Anfwers at the prefs, among which the 
** Apology for the Bible,*' by the Biihop of Lan- 
daff, is to be moft eminently diftinguiftied, Paine's 
fubfequent writings have been, a DifTertation on 
the firft Principles of Governnient ; " The De- 
cline and Fall of the Englifli Syftem of Finance ;" 
a moft impudent Letter to General Wafhington; 
and " Agrarian Juftice oppofed to Agrarian Law 
and to Agrarian Monopoly," all pamphlets. 

The abufe which has been fo liberally beftowed 
upon Paine, as a writer, has, perhaps, for the moft 
part> been the refult of a zeal whofe tendency is to 
weaken, more than to fupport, its caufe. Let us ra- 
ther allow him, the qualified credit of an aniniated, 
energetic writer, who difplays confiderable acute- 
•nefs but whofe manner.of thinking is rude, wicked 
jand daring, and whofe language is vulgar though 
.impreflive. Let us rather rejoice, that Englishmen, 
with their juft veneration for civil liberty and the 
rights of the people, were found fo w^fe and fted- 
faft, in an hour of danger, as to defpife thofe forry 
calculators, that would perfuade a country, whofe 
conftitution has raifed her to be the envy of all the 
i:^Yillzed worjd, to hazard that copftitution upon

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that gentleman. Befide this produftion. Dr. Paley ' 
has publiflied feveral fingle Sermons, preached on 
particular occafions and before the Univerfity of 
Cambridge ; " Horae PauHnae ; or, the Truth of

fophy." The laft of them, in particular, has ex- 
perienced a mofl: diftinguiftied reception. It bears 
in every page, the fl:rongefl: charafteriftic touches of 
.its able and excellent writer. It is the mofl: com- 
plete fummary of the evidences of Chriftianity, 
.that has ever appeareci. It is a work moft eflen^ 
rtial and ufeful to his fellow-rcreatures, and muft be 
«ceptabie in the fight of his Qod,

PARKER, WILMOT, ESQ. 

Solicitor. Author of an Analyfis of tie Pra£lice 
of the Court of Chancery, publifiied in an odavo 
pamphlet, in 1794, and editor of Xht eighth 
edition of Harrifon's Praftice of the Court of Chan- 
cery, in two volumes, oflavo, publiihed in 1796, 
to which he added much valuable matter. 



PARKHURST, REV. JOHN, M.A- 

Formerly Fellow of Clare-Hall, Cambridge, 
and the celebrated author of the beft Hebrew* 
Englifh Lexicon in exiftence* The firft edition 
of this valuable work made its appearance in 1762 ; 
the fecond was publifhed with confiderable en^ 
largements and improvements, in 1778 ; and the 
. third, ftill farther enlarged and improved, in 1 793, 
Mr. Parkhurft has alio written, *^ A ferious and 

friendly 
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friendly Addrefs to Mr. John Wefley," which wis 
his firft publication, and appeared in 1 753 ; a 
Greek and Englifh Lexicon to the New Tefta- 
ment, a very valuable work, publifhed in a quarto 
volume, in 1769 ; and " The Divinity and Pre-Ex* 
iftenceof our Saviour demonftrated from Scripturcy" 
an anfwer to Prieftley and Wakefield, publiftied in 
an oftavo pamphlet, in 1787. 



PARKINSON, REV. T. D.D. F.R.S. 

^ Late TelloW and Tutor of Chrift's College, 
Cambridge. This, gentleman wks a cotemporary 
at the Univerfity with the celebrated mathefmatician, 
Mr. Atwood. They both took their degrees of 
B. A. in 1769, and to Mr. Farkinfon was adjudged 
the fuperiority in mathematical knowledge. The 
world, however, from the fpecimens which each 
of thefe gentlemen have given it, as writers on 
fuhjifls of fcience, will be difpofed to wonder at 
this decifion. Dr. Parkinfon publiflied, in 1789, 
in a quarto volume, a Syttem of Mechanics and 
Hydroftitics, the fubftance of his leftures as a pub- 
lic tutor. Of this work we do not fcruple to de- 
clare that it is one of the clumfieft which has ever 
come from the hands of an able proficient in natural 
phiiofophy, who has attempted to facilitate the 
progrefs of the Student, by a feleftion from the 
works of others. It is a difgraceful fpecimen of 

the 
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Ae proficiency of an Univerfity, who prides herfelf 
on poliftiing the abftrufenefs of fcience, and uniting 
in her ftudies an elegance with a profundity of re- 
fearch* It is of a chara£ter fo coarfe and rugged, 
and of a bulk fo unneceflarily huge, as to frighten 
rather than encourage the (Indent. Finally, it is 
the work of a writer, whofe elegance of thought, 
whofe juftnefs of conception, whofe perfpicuity of 
arrangement, and whofe beauty of operation, can 
in no wife be compared, with the mafterly fpeci- 
mens of the union of all thefe excellencies which 
have been afforded us by Mr. Atwood. Befide this ' 
w^ork. Dr. Parkinfon has publiftied two fingle 
Sermons. 



PARR, REV. SAMUEL, L.L.a 

A moft elegant and profound Scholar, very 
highly celebrated for his knowledge or the Greek 
language. He was originally one of the under*- 
mafters of Harrow School, and in that iitiiation 
had. the honour of fharing in the education, among 
others, of Mr. Richard Brinllcy Sheridan. Upon 
a vacancy in the headmafterfliip, in 1770, Dr. Parr 
became a candidate for that office, and his csLuft 
was fo w^armly efpoufed by many of the boys of 
the fchool, as to occafion very turbulent proceed- 
ings. Proving unfuccefsful, he retired to a village 
at a fmall diftance from Harrow, and opened a^ 

fchooV 
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fchod, to whicli he was fallowed by many of the 
Harrow fcholars. Dn Parr was afterward ap-* 
pointed, by the Earl of Dartmouth, to fuperintend 
the education of his eldeft fon. Lord Vifcount 
Lewifh^m, in confequence of which he refigned his 
fchool, and fixed his refidence at Colchefter, where 
be was attended by his Lordfhip, and one or two 
inore pupils* At the expiration of this engage- 
ment, he was chofen Mafter of the Free School 
at Norwich, which he conduced with great repu- 
tation> and has now been fettled, for fome years, 
in the neighbourhood of Warwick, in the occupa-» 
lion of educating private pupils. 

Dr. Parr's firft publications were. Sermon^ 
preached at Norwich during the American *wan 
Of thefe,two appeared with his name in 1780, and 
a third, a Faft Sermon, under the name Pkilekuthe^ 
rus Norfolcienfisy in the year following. The laft of 
thefe is particularly excellent In 1786, he pub- 
]i(hed a fourth Sermon, preacbfed for the benefit of 
the Charity Schools in Norwich. It was in the 
year following this, that he publifhed a new edition, 
in an oftavo volume, of the three Books Vi Statu 
of Bellendenus, ( Mafter of the Pleas to James I. ) 
and prefixed a moft elegant Preface. Few pieces of 
compofition in Latin, have been more admired than 
this mafterly preface. It was reprinted, feparately, 
in the year following its firft publication. It con- 
fifts chiefly of a political retrofpeft of the internal 
tranfaftions of Britain, fmce tlie year 1783, and 

prefents 
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{>refent8 us an animated panegyric of Lord North, 
Mr. Burke, and Mr. Fox, with a glowing invefiliv^ 
s^inft the methods employed to deprive them of 
the ftiare they held in the Government of their 
country. The Latin, as well as the Englifli ftyle 
of Dr. Parr, is always ftrong, manly, and beautiful, 
but, perhaps, it poffeffes, upon the whole, lefs ofv 
grace and elegance than of energy. In 1789, Dr. 
Parr publiflied " Trafts by Warburton and a War- 
burtonian, not adipitted into the CoUeftion of their 
refpe£live Works," in an oftavo volume. Almoft 
tjyefy reader will condemn the poignancy of Ian-, 
guage, which is ufed in the preface to this volume?, 
againft the venerable Bi(hop of Worcefter, while 
he will confefs, with pleafure, that the charaQiers 
of Jortin, Leland, and Warburton are amply and 
beautifully delineated. In the year 1792, Dr. Parr 
publifhed an oftavo pamphlet, entitled, ^* A Sequel 
to the printed Paper latily circulated in Warwick- 
Ihire, by the Rev. Charles Curtis, brother; of Alder- 
n^^ Curtis, a Birmingham Reftor, &c.'* which; 
reached a fecond edition. This was occasioned by 
a (ufpicion, that ^Mr. Curtis had written certain ano* 
nyraous Letters, which were fent to theDo6lorj, 
that he had uttered certain reflections upon him, in 
his pulpit difcovirfes,j and.that he had fent the 
frmUdpapiTj which appeared (auSior et emendaiior), 
in . an ^evening Newfpaper. The fame year pro- 
dueled Dr. Parr's pele^brated and ex^rellent Letter 
itojp^ Ir^nopoli^ t^ ^the Inhabitant^ of ^leutheropoli^- 
.i^iVli. H ' ' whicli 
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which is a ferious addreis to the diffenters of Birm<^ 
ingham, written in cmifequence of a report that 
they intended a fecond commemoration of the 
French Revolution, and was publiflied in a fliilling 
pamphlet. For an account of Dr. Parr's literary 
affociation with the late Mr. Homer and Dr, 
Combe, relative to the publication of an Edition of 
Horace, we refer the reader to our memoir of the 
laft-mentioned gentleman ; where he will alfo fee 
the occafion which produced Dr. Parr*s excellent 
pamphlet, entitled, " Remarks on the Statement 
of Dr. Charles Combe, by an oc€afional Writer in 
the Britijh Critic:' 

It may very reafonably be queftioned whethcf 
the fervices which Dr. Parr has done to the world 
have been adequate to his ability, or hJs knowledge^ 
Miich is to be allowed, however^ for that want of 
leifure and bppcwtunity which e^ytty man of letters 
muft feel,, vvh6fe conftant and neceffary occupation 
is th^ inftruGion of youth. To the chara6ler of 
a profound fcholar, though the printed teftimonie* 
he ha« affbrdfed us may have been Sender, none 
ftall dari td difpute his' claim; and were our re- 
maining poffefBoris of Greek and Latin authors to 
fliare* the fate of the celebrated' Alexandrian Li- 
brary, we believe, that this gigantic proficient 
could afford us, frctn recblleiftioh, a very tolei^ble 
idea of Grecian >nd Roman literature^ Of the 
EngBfti ffyle of Dr. Parr it has been faid; that it

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PARSONS^ WILLIAM, ESQ. 

This gentleman was one of the gleaners of 
laurels on the banks of the Arno, who fome years 
ago published, in aflbciation, the Florence Mifcfcl- 
lany (vide Merry or Piozzi). He has alfo writ- 
ten, an Ode to a Boy at Eton ( Mr. Gxeathead, 
jun. ), intended to counteraft the gloomy (conclu- 
fions of Mn Gray's wpU-known Ode on that fub- 
jeft, which, with three Sonnets and one Epigram, 
was publiffied in a quarto pamphlet, in 1796. 
Mr. Parfons was alfo, we believe, a contributor to 
the " Poetry of the World." He has received a 
fevere and, we confefs, not an undeferve4 chaftife* 
inent, from Mr. GiflFord the author of the Baviad 
and the Maeviad ; and, by way of retort courteous^ 
lias (hot many pins and needles from the newf- 
papers, at the javelin-proof armour of that hero.

in difeafes was believed principally to depend. In 
the year following, Dr. Pearfon publiflied, Direc- 
tions for impregnating the Buxton Water with its 
own and other Gafes, in an oftavo pamphlet ; and, 
in 1794, a Tranflation of the Table of Chemical 
Nomenclature, propofed by De Guyton ( formerly 
de Morveau ), Lavoifier, Bertholet, and De Four- 
croy, in a quarto volume.

^tifo a Sermon on Civil and Religious Liberty, 
^me rime after this, he had a coatroverfy with

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Mr. Caleb Fleming, on the Materiality of the Soul, 
and wrote, in 1759, Obfervations on his Surviy 
of thi ii^^rch after Souls. Dr. Peckard has, fince - 
that time, pubiilhed feveral occafional fingle Ser- 
moos, in fome of which he has been loud in his 
cenfures upon the Slave-trade; a Diflettattoo on 
Revelations xi. 13; and Meotoirs of the Life, of 
Mr. Nicholas Ferrar (his relation by marriage, and

tava volume, pubiiihed in 1790. 

PENN, JOHN, ESQ. 

This gentleman is grandfon of the celebrated 
Cccrops of Pennfylvania.

He was bom at Downing in Flintfhire, in 
1726, received the earlier part of bis education at 
Wrexham School, was afterward removed to a 
fi:hool at Fulham, then -kept by Mr* Croftj an^ 
after being a Member of Queen's and Oriel Col- 
leges, Oxford, affumed the law gown. A prefent 
of Willoiighby's Ornithology, made to him at the 
age of twelve years, firft gave him a tafte for the 
:ftady of Natural Hiftory. Of Mr. Pennant's firft

A Surgeon of Weft Mailing in Kerit, Member 
of the London Medical Society, and Provincial 
Grand Mafter of Mafons for the* county of l^^enU 
This gentleman was bom at Oxfor^^ i^ .1 740, and 
is fon of the Rev* William Perfefl:, formerly^ Vicar 
c^ Eafi Mailing in Kent. He is celebrated for his 
jfkill in the cure of perfons afflifted with infanityi 
and for his activity as a member of the brotherhood 
of Free and Accepted Maiipns. Dn Perfeft com- 
municated feveral articles to the Medical Mufeum 1 
among them are. ^^ An Attempt to improve Medi* 
cal Prognoftication j" ^* The Cafe of a Catalepfy j" 
tod ^' The Appearances on di0ed:mg a Womaa 
who died of eating too much Cucumber.'* In 
1778^ he publifhed " Methods of Cure in fome 
particular Cafes of Infanity," an oftavo pamphlet } 
and, in 1781, Vol. I. (in oftavo) of/' Cafes in 
Midwifery," to which Vol. II. was, foon afterward, 
added.

Dr. Perfeft is alfo a Verfifier, as well as a writer 
on medical fubje^is. He publiflied, fo early as the 
year 1763, ** A Bavin of Bays," in a duodecimo 
volume ; and has alfo written " The Laurel 
Wreath/' in two duodecimo volumes ; an Elegy 
on the great Storm in 1773, which was a good deal

PINKERTON, JOHN, F.S.A, PERTH. 

A native of Scotland. His firft pablicatio]i 
was an o£tavo volume, in 178 1, v^^hich he entitled. 
Rimes. Being of opinion that uniformity of flanza, 
when protrafted to any degree, muft ever fatigue, 
as extinguifhing the great fource of allpleafure, 
variety, he here adopted a feries of ftanzas, in 
which, as in the Greek ftrophe, antiftrophe, and 
epode, the two firft correfpond, and are fucceeded 
by a third of a different meafure. But the fpecx^ 
men with which Mr. Pinkerton here prcfented the 
public, was by no means peculiarly engaging. In 
the year following he publifhed, " Tales in Vcrfe," 
in a quarto pamphlet i and alio two dithyrambic 
Odes i which are more diftinguifhed by harfhnefs 
and afie£ted fingul^rity, than by any fpecies of ex- 
cellence. Mr. Pinkerton's next publication was a 
ufcful Eflay on Medals, which firft appeared, ano 
Bjrmoufly, in a fingle o£tavo volume, in 1784, and 
was enlarged to two volumes in the fecond edition. 
The valuable afiiftance of Dr. Combe and Mr» 
Southgate, we believe, were afibrded the author 
upon this occafion. In 1786, Mr. Pinkerton pub- 
li0ied> *^ Ancient Scotifh Poems^ peyer before in

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Print/' in two crown-o£lavo volumes ; and, in the 
year foUowbg, a Diflertation on the Origin and

volume. His fubfequent publications have been, 
an Enquiry into th^ Hiftory of Scotland, preceeding 
the Reign of Malcolpi III, in two qftavo volumes, 
publiflied in 1789 ; the firft genuine edition of 
Barbour*8 Bruce, with notes an4 a gloffary, in 
Ihree volume^ duodecimo, pubUflied iji 1790^ 
,Scotifli Po^n^s, reprinted from fc^rce editions, in 
three oftavo volumes, publifhed in 179a ; Iconogra^ 
^hia ScotU^ ; or. Portraits of illuftrious Perfons of 
Scotland, with (hort Biographical Notices, Part L 
II. III. IV ; and the Hiftory of Scotland from tho 
AcceflSon of the Houfe of Stuart to that of Mary, 
with Appendixes of original Papers, in two vq-» 
Jumesj, quartp, publilhed in 1797. In the kit of 
thefe. works, Mr- Pinkerto^ ha$ judicioufly chofen 
the period of Scotifli Hiftory w^hich rerm^ined infu- 
l&ted between the accurate inyeftigation of the ear- 
}ier age, by Sir David Dalrymple, imd the elegant 
Hiftory of the later time?, by Dr, Robertfon. He 
has produced a work of great nierit, and, Ihould it 
experience the favourable reception to which we 
tihirik it entitled, it is his defign to write* upon the 
iame plan, the Hiftory of Scotlimd from the ear-r 
Ireft Accounts to th« Acceffion of the Houfe of 
Stuart, Upon the whole, our opinion of Mr. Pin- 
kerton as « writer is, that, notwitliftanding an ocn 
cafional unplea&i\t appearance of vanity, ped^try^

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csnifiicity, and want of tafte^ he is poflefled of real 
and extenfive knowledge, much good fenfe^ and 
fufficient originality.

PIOZZI, HESTHER LYNCH. 

A Lady of confiderable notoriety in the literary 
world. She is the daughter of John Sal^ury Eiq* ^ 
formerly of Bach-y-graig, in the county of Flin^ 
and neice to Sir Thomas Sal|(bury, who rofe to cosk- ^^ 
iiderable eminence as a civilian, in Doctor's Com- 
mons. In 1763, {he married the late Henry Thrale 
Efq. ; a diftinguiihed Brewer in the bprough of 
Southwark. This excellent man, in the year fol- 
lowing his marriage, was introduced, by Mr. Mur* 
phy, to the accjuaintance of Dr. Samuel Johnfon. 
The intimacy of that celebrated charafter with 
this family daily increafed, and he foon became aa 
almoft conftant inmate of their country reiSdence at 
Streatham. The condu£l of Mr. Thrale to Dr. 
Johnfon, was indeed truly praife-worthy. His 
family contributed, for fifteen years, to the prolong- 
ation and comfort of a moil valuable life, and when 
the benevolent mailer funk into the grave, the me^ 
mory of his kindnefs was acknowledged by the loving 
obje£l of his regard, with the confeffion that with 
him were buried many of his hopes and pleafures, 
that the face upon which he had looked for the lail 

I 4 time. 
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time, had never been turned upon him but with 
-refpeft and benignity, that he obtained from him 
-many opportunities of amufement, and turned his 
thoughts to him as to a refuge from misfortunes. 
Upon the death of Mr. Thrale, his widow finding 
it ( as (he afferts ) extremely perplexing and diffi- 
cult to live in the fame houfe with the Doftor, 
took advantage of a loft law-fuit to plead inability of 
purfe for remaining longer in London or its vicinity, 
«nd retired to Bath, where (he knew he would not 
follow her. She continued, however, to corre- 
spond with Dr. Johnfon, till near the time ( July 
1784 ) of her marriage to her fecond hufband, Sig- 
tiior Piozzi, a native of Florence, and a mufic- 
mafter of the City of Bath ; when a Very warm 
^xpoftulation, on the part of the Do6lor, againft 
this ftep, diffolved their friendfhip. Soon after her 
union with Mr. Piozzi, (he travelled with him to 
the place of his birth, and vifited feveral parts of 
Europe before they returned to England. 

During her refidence in Florence, in 1785, 
chancy having brought together, at that place, a 
few Englifh of both fexes, particularly Mr. Merry, 
Mr. Paribus, and Mr. Greathead, they wrote, in 
affociation, ^^ The Florence Mifcellany/' a colleftion 
of pieces in profe and verfe, of which a few copies 
have been printed, but it has not been publilhed. 
Some fpecimens of this flighty produdtion appeared 
jn a newfpaper of the day, -called the World, as 
Y(pl\ gs \n (evgral of th^ marines : the preface 
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V^as written by Mrs. Piozzi, to whom, we believe^ 
the conduft of the work had been committed* Se- 
veral other fugitive poetical pieces by Mrs. Piozzi^ 
^s, the Three Warnings, a tale imitated from La 
Fontaine ; a Tranflation of Boileau's Epiftle to his 
Gardener, ( firft printed in Mrs. Williams' Mifcel- 
ianies ) ; and a Prologue to the Royal Suppliants, 
have reached the public eye. Among thefe, the 
£rft is to be particularly diftinguifhed as a very 
mafterly produ£lion, and it has been ftrongly fuf* 
pefted that Dr. Johnfon either wrote it, or aflSfted 
in the compofition of it. The former opinion, we 
think, from the ftylc of the piece, is improbable j 
but that it has felt his; correfting hand, we have 
little doubt. 

The firft regular exploit of Mrs. Piozzi in au* 
thorftiip, was made in the year 1786 3 when (he 
produced her croWn-o£iavo volume of Anecdotes 
of Dr. Johnfon. Two years after this, (he pub- 
liflied a Colleftion of Letters to and from Dr. 
Johnfon, from 1765, to 1784, in two o£lavo vo- 
lumes. Her ^* Anecdotes," as coming from the 
pen of a writer who had long Ihared th^ fociety and 
friendfhipofthat illuftrious charafter, were penife4 
with great avidity ; but time has diffolved the 
charm. They bring us acquainted, it is true, 
with the domeftic tranfaftions, and introduce us tQ 
the private hours of the objefl: held up to our view ; 
yet, what of this, when, as admirers of the learning 
ftijd moral excellence of their hero, we glow at 

almoil 
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^Imoft every page with indignation, that his weak* 
nefies and his failings ihould be difclofed to public 
view ? There is, furely, fomething facred attached 
in every well-conftitut^d mind to the memory of a 
character, which, befide extorting from us a tribute 
of admiration by its public name, has mingled its fo* 
cial intercourfe with our private lives, has confirmed 
and inftru£ted us by its example and its precepts, 
and difplayed to us, upon a nearer view, a propor* 
tional degree of that excellence which fame had con- 
ceded as its due» To a mind of this make, the ftamp 
of. death would enliven the impreffions it had re- 
ceived, and, creating a melancholy and awful ve* 
lieratian for the departed obje£l of its regard, for- 
get its failings, amid its pious fondnefe for the 
pleafing remembrance of its worth. The name of 
Jcj^nfoa ittiall live while Piety, while Virtue, while 
Learning arc regarded : yet Johnfon, after the luftre 
lie had reflefted on the name of Thrale, after t^e 
delight whiclfi his counfel and his friendfhip had„ 
for many years, afforded to the family, aged and 
infirm, w as to be deferted by his only furviving 
companion and his nurfe a year or two before his 
cud I and after death, to have his memory tortured 
and abufed by her detefted itch for fcribbling. 
More injury, w^e will venture to affirm, has been 
^one to the fame of Johnfon, by this lady and her 
bte biographical helpmate,* than his moft avowed 

enemies^ 
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enemies have ever beea able to Q&Gt ; and if his 

charafter becomes unpopular with fome of his fuc^. 

cefibrs, it is to thefe goiliping friends he is indebted 

for the favour. 

In 1789, Mrs Piozzi publifhed, ** Obfervations 

and Refleftions made in the Courfe of a Journey 
through France, Italy, and Germany/' in two oc- 
tavo volumes; and, in 1794, " Britifli Synonymy; 
or, an Attempt at regulating the Choice of Words 
in familiar Conversation," in twa oQavo volumes, 
* The former of thefe works is entertaining, though^ 
in many refpe£ls, very reprehenfible. To the due 
execution of the latter, a rare combmation of ta* 
lents was requifitCj, among the lead of which may 
be numbered neatncfs of ftyle, acutenefs of per- 
ception, and a more than common accuracy of dif- 
crimination. This lady, on the contrary, brought 
to the taflc a jargon, long fince become proverbial 
for its vulgarity, an incapability of defining a fingle 
term in the language, and juft,fo much Latin, from 
a child's fyntax, as fufficed to expofe the ignorance 
Ihe fo anx,ioufly labours to conceal.* 

The g^Acral chara£ler, which we are difpofed. 
to afford Mrs. Piozzi, as an author, is, that ihe is 
poffeffed of refpeftable talents, and of an educa- 
tion fuperior to what commonly fall$ to the lot 
of the fair fejc ; but that her vanity is fo confpi^ 
i;vipus, upoft every occafion, as to deftroy, in moft

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minds, any £svDurabIe impreffion which her abxii* 
tiesy or her attainments might make. little m- 
dced, do the leflbns and example of her auftere 
preceptor appear to hare contributed toward md^- 
hx^ her more fplid or more judiciou$ !

This gentleman was the fiicceffor of Mr. GiV 
bert Wakefteld, as tutor in Belles-Lettres and 
ClaflScal Literature, at the New-College, Hackney, 
and has made himfelf appear ridiculous enough, by 
attempting to bring his fprinkling of claffical 
knowledge, in competition with the copious waters- 
of that celebrated and excellent fcholar. He pub- 
lifhed, in 1792, a duodecimo volume, entitled, 
*^ Obfervations on the miraculous C(^nception,*^ 
&c. with Remarks on Mr. Wakefield's opinioiv 
concerning Mat. xxvii. 5 ; and alfo an oftavo vo- 
lume, entitled, '' Divine Worfliip founded in Na- 
ture, and fupported by Scripture Authority," with* 
Remarks on Mr. Wakefield's arguments againft 
Public Worftiip, and ftriftures on fome parts of his 
$ilva Critica, and Englifti Verfion of the New Tef- 
tament. Previous to thefe publications, we believe, 
he had printed a fingle Sermon: fince their ap- 
pearance he has publiftied, two Sermons, in an oc- 
tavo pamphlet. The writings of Mr. Pope are, 
by no means> deftitute of ingenuity or liberality ; 

but,. 
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but, when, in the firft inftance, he attempted a 
difplay of learning ( refpe£iing the word a7ray;(;o|^ai), 
in oppofition to Mr. Wakefield, his conduft was 
fiirely no lefs ill-judged, than his comprehenfion 
of the force of his adverfaries argument was erro- 
neous. He has been fome tinie eniployed upon 
a courfe of Remarks on the three Greek Trage- 
dians, with which he feems inclined to favour the 
world, modeftly obferving that * no good edition of 
* thofe authors had yet appeared.* The vanity of 
JMr. Pope is, indeed, too confpicuous ! 



PORSON, RICHARD, ESQ. M,A- 

Greek Profeffor in the Univerfity of Cambridge, 
and formerly Feltow of Trinity College. This gen* 
tleman is well known, not in this country only, for 
his very extraordinary talents, and as the beft Greek 
fcholar we have. He was educated at Eton-fchool, 
took his degree of B. A, at Cambridge in 1782, 
was always moft eminently diftinguilhed for his 
claffical knowledge, and fucceeded Mr. Cooke in 
the above Profeflbrfhip, in the year 1793. Mr. 
Porfbn's firft regular and avowed publication, was 
his celebrated volume of Letters to Mr.. Archdea- 
con Travis, in Anfwer to his Defence of the 
three Heavenly Witnefles, i. John v. 7, which 
made its appearance in 1790. Of this work, the 
celebrated Mr, Gibbon has faid, that it 1% the moft 

K z acute 
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acute and accurate piece of criticifm which has ap- 
peared fince the days of Bentley. The author's 
llriftures are founded in argument, enriched with 
learning, and enlivened with wit ; and his adver- 
fary neither deferves, nor findsy £wiy quarter at his. 
hands. The elegant edition of the feve» Plays of 
JE{chy]u^y without notes, without the fcholia, and. 
without the fragments, which was publiftied by 
Foulis at Glafgow, in 1795, in a folio volume, 
was clandeftinely printed from a text correfted by. 
Mr. Porfon. That gentleman had lent his manu- 
fcript corrections and conjeftures on the text of 
^fchylus, to a friend in Scotland, they fell into the 
hands of Foulis,. and the above-mentioned edition 
was publiflied without the Profeffor's leave, or 
even knowledge. Mr. Porfon edited the Edition of 
Heyne's Virgil, which was printed in London- > 
is at prefent, publilhing. new editions of Greek 
Plays, with iliort commentaries, by fingle plays, 
each in an o£lavo volume, fome of which have 
already made their appearance ; and will fliortly (we 
believe; produce a new Edition of ^Efchylus complete, 
with Notes. He has alfo been, for fome time, pre- 
paring for the Cambridge prefs, an. Edition of the in- 
edited Greek Lexicon of Photius,. from the manu- 
fcript in Trinity College Library. A moft elegant 
and mafterly copy of this work, which his Hercu- 
lean talents and exquifite Greek hand-writing had 
produced, vvas, not long ago, confumed by an acci-» 
dental fire, in ^ houfe where it was dcpofited. He 

has 
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has again, however, affailed the mighty undertaking, 
and will, probably, foon favour the world with the 
truly defirable fruit of his induftry: 

It is needlefs for us to add our eulogium to the 
well known merit of Mr. Porfon, as a philologift, a 
V€ry corifummate fcholar, and a moft acute and ac- 
' curate critic. Many occafional fugitive produftions, 
which have either never reached the prefs, or, if 
printed, have appeared anonymoufly, are addi- 
tional teftimonies to the juft eftimation m which he 
is held by the literary world. We have only to 
lament that he ftiould live below the meafure of 
abilil5cs fo tranfccndent, in contradifltion to na- 
ture^s defign in the talents with which flie has fo 
liberally endowed him. What is genius (fays an 
elegant writer ) without a regulated life ! And, 
furely the paultry occupation of writing for a party 
journal,* and the unmanly indulgence of every 
excefs and diffipation, are moft derogatory to a 
charafter of firft-rate powers and attainments, yea 
verily beneath a Greek Profeffor in one of our 
Univerfities. 

PORTER, THOMAS. 

The author of a Defence of Unitarianiftn, 
publilhed in an o6lavo volume, in 1793, and in- 
tended as an anfwer to Dr. Hawker's JSermons on 

f Morning Chroniclt« 
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the Divinity of Chrift. It occafioned a Reply from 
Dr. Hawker, which produced a very able rejoinder 
from Mr. Porter. 



PORTEUS, RT. REV. BEILBY, D. D. 

Lord Bifhop of London, Dean of the Chapel 
Royal, &c. This learned and amiable prelate, 
after having been ReAor of Lambeth, and after 
holding the Bilhoprick of Che Iter for eleven years, 
fucceeded to the See of London, in the year 1787, 
on the deceafe of the venerable Dr. Lojvth 5 and 
is fuppofed to have rifen to his prefent high rank 
through the particular patronage of her Majefty. 
Dr. Porteus vvas educated at Chrift's College, Cam- 
bridge, took his degree of B. A. in 1752, obtaining 
with Baron Maferes, the Chancellor's Medals at that 
Univerfity on their firft inftitution,. was, for fome 
time. Fellow of the above Society, and gained the 
Seatonian Prize for a poetical Effay on Death, in 
1759, which was publifhed according to the will of 
the founder. His Lordfhip was alfo for many 
y>~::rs, Chaplain to the late Archbifhop Seeker, and, 
in affociation with Dr. Stinton, publifhed the feven 
odlavo volumes of Sermons by that eminent divine, 
prefixing a Review of his Grace's Life and Cha- 
ra£ter. In the year 1776, Dr. Porteus diftinguifhed 
himfelf by his exertions to eftablifh a more folemn 
obfervation of the Faft, Good-Friday, and pub- 

liflied^ 
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liftied, in that year, a ferious, afFe£tionate, and fen- 
fible *' Exhortation/' to that efFe£t. This produced 
a rude ill-natured attack upon his Lordfliip, from 
the late Mr. Robert R.obinfon, of Chefterton near 
Cambridge, who publilhed the Hiftory and Myftery 
of Good-Friday, in order to ridicule the obfervance 
of it. Having, previoufly, printed feveral occa- 
fional fingle Sermons, Dr. Porteus publiftied in 1781 
** A Brief Confutation of the Errors of the Church 
of Rome," extrafted from Archbifhop Secker^'s 
five Sermons againft Popery, and defigned for ge- 
neral diftribution. Two years ^fter this, he pro- 
duced a volume of Sermons on feveral fubjefts, to 
which he added a fecond volume, in the year 1794. 
In both of thefe volumes, many of the occafional 
fingle Sermons, which his Lordfhip had formerly 
printed were repubUflied, and they are well known 
to rank among the moft perfeft examples of pulpit 
eloquence in our language. Dr. Porteus has alfo 
publilhed, a Letter to the Clergy of the Diocefe of 
Chefter concerning Sunday Schools, and a Charge 
delivered to the Clergy of the Diocefe of London, 
at the primary Vifitation, in 1790. His Lord- 
fliip 's poetical talents have been handfomely com- 
plimented by Hannah More, in her poem, Senfibi- 
lity. His ftyle in profe compofition is always claf- 
fical and correft, but, perhaps, he is too ftudious of 
avoiding the blandifliments of -ornament and fancy. 
In his epifcopal charadter, he is a pattern of pro- 
priety of conduft.

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POTT, REV. JOSEPH HOLDEN. 

Prebendary of Lincoln, Archdeacon of St. 
Albans, and formerly of St, John's College, Cam- 
bridge. This gentleman is a fon of the late emi- 
nent Surgeon, Percival Pott. He publiflied in 
1779, an oftavo volume of " Poems,*' confifting 
of odes, elegies, &c. and, three years afterward, 
an o£lavo volume of " Elegies," with Selmane, a 
tragedy : neither of thefe produftions poffeffes very 
diftinguifhed pretenfions to merit. Since that tim^, 
Mr. Pott has published, four Cha,rges to the Clergy 
of the Archdeaconry of St. Albans ; two Sermons 
. for the Feftivals and Fafts of the Church of England. ; 
three (ingle Sermons preached upon particular oc- 
cafions ; and a duodecimo volume of " Elementary 
Pifcourfes," defigned for the ufe of a young per- 
fon after confirmation. His writings in the cla(s 
of divinity, have always been highly acceptable,

tavo volume of ** Poems," moft of the pieces in 
which had before appeared, feparately. It con- 
tains many very pretty compofitions, particularly a 
beautiful farewell Hymn to the country, in imita- 
tion of Spenfer. Three years after this, his Tran- 
flation of JEfchylus made its appearance in a quarto 
volume, and has, ever fince, been reprinted with 
the addition of notes, in two volumes, oft^vo. Of 
the excellence of this tranflation, it is hardly poffi- 
bla to fay too much : many of the parts are fo ex- 
quifitely beautiful as to leave us in doubt whether 
any poet, we have ever heard ofi could have ac- 
compUftied the tafk with greater fuccefs. In 1781, 
Mr. Potter publifhed, Vol. I. (in quarto) of his 
Tranflation of Euripides, to which Vol. II. was 
added in the year following; and, in 1788, his 
TranjOation of Sophocles was publiftied, in a quarto 
volume. Thefe laft-rmentioned verfions are, cer- 
tainly, upon the whole, inferior to Mr. Potter's 
firft production, yet, they are, each of them ex- 
cellent performances, and far fuperior to thofe of 
our former tranflators, Mr. Wodhull and Dr. Frank- 
lin. Befide thefe laborious works, Mr. Potter pub- 
liftied, in 1783, " An Enquiry into fome Paffages 
in Dr. Johnfon's Lives of the Poets," a quarto 
pamphlet j and, in 1785, a Tranflation of the Ora- 
cle concerning Babylon, and the Song of Exulta^ 
tion from Ifaiah^ chap. xiii. and xiv. 

In his weightieft charafter, the Tranflator of 
the Creek Tragedians, v^e piuft again compliment 

Mr, 
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^r. Potter on the very lingular fervice which be 
has done to the literary world. It was an under- 
taking which, to many, muft have appeared too 
great for the life of man : and confidering the fuc- 
cefs with which fo much labour has been accom- 
pliftied, confidering alfa the amiable charafter 
which Mr. Potter bears, as a member of fociety, 
we are furprifed that he has not, long ago, at- 
trafted the notice of thofe, who are able and wil- 
ling to confer honours and preferment?, where they 
meet with peculiar defert.

POWELL, JOHN JOSEPH> ESQ. 

Of the Middle Temple. Barrifter at Law, and 
a diftinguilhed writer in the law department. He 
publiflied, in 1785, an excellent Treatife on the 
Law of Mortgages, in an o£tavo volume, and has 
Jfmce that time written^ an Effay op the Learning 

refpefting 
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tefpefting the Creation and Execution of Powers, 
an oflavo volume ; an Eflay upon the Learning of 
JDevifes, an oftavo volume ; and an Eflay on the 
Law of Contrafts and Agreements, in two oftavo 
volumes. Mr, Powell alfo humanely undertook to . 
complete the fecond volume of the late Mr. Fearne*8 
Eflay on the Learning of contingent Remainders 
and executory Devifes, for the benefit of his wi- 
dow, her hufband having only lived to finifli the 
firft volume. 



PRATT, ROBERT. 

This voluminous gentleman was, fome tim6 
ago, a bookfeller of the City of Bath. His firft 
attempt at diftinftion confifl:ed in reading paflages 
of fome of the moft celebrated poets, in public. 
When he firfl: aflumed the charafter of an author, 
his fighature was Courtney Melmoth, under which 
his firft produ6lion (in the year 1774) was a 
quarto pamphlet of wretched ftanzas, entitled, 
" The Tears of Genius, occafioned by the Death 
of Dr. Goldfmith.'* in the year following, Mr. 
Courtney Melmoth produced. Vols. I. and II. ( in 
duodecimo ) of " Liberal Opinions upon Animals, 
Man, and Providence," with the Hiftory of Benig- 
nus ; a miferable farrago, which dragged its fenfe- 
lefs length to fix volumes. Mr. Courtney, foon 
afterward, publilhed Obfervation$ on Young's 

Night. 
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Night Thoughts, in an oftavo volume ; the Pupil 
of Pleafure, a novel, in illuftration of the fyftem in 
Lord Chefterfield's Letters, and in wrhich the hero 
of the piece is diverted of every fentiment of ho- 
nour, delicacy, and humanity ! ! the Sublime and 
Beautiful of Scripture, in two duodecimo volumes j 
an Apology for the Life and Writings of David 
Hume, Efq. in a duodecimo volume ; Travels for 
the Heart, in two duodecimo volumes ; the Sha- 
dows of Shakfpeare, a monody, occafioned by the 
death of Mr. Garrick, and honoured with a Bath- 
Eafton Prize ; Shenftone Green, a novel, in three 
duodecimo volumes, founded on the paflfage in 
Shenftone's works " Had I a fortune of eight or 
** ten thoufand pounds a year, I would build my- 
*^ felf a neighbourhood ;" the Tutor of Truth, a 
novel, in oppofition to the Pupil of Pleafure ; and 
Emma Corbet, a novel, in three duodecimo vo^- 
Jumes, publiflied in 1780. 

Mr. Courtney Melmoth having, by this time, 
fcribbled himfelf out of notice, " Sympathy," a poem 
was publiflied, anonymoufly, in 1781 ; and, in the 
fame year, the Fair Circaflian, a tragedy, taken 
from Hawkefworth's Almoran and Hamit^ was pro* 
duced at Drury Lane, and publiflied By Mr. 
Pratt, with a dedication to the Prince of Wales. 
Since this time Mr. Pratt has always prefixed his 
name to his produftions. Iij the year 1783, he 
brought out a Comedy at Drury Lane, entitled, 
^' The School for Vanity,'* which was^ perhaps ra- 
ther 
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ther capricioufly, condemned ; and, two years af- 
terward, he publiflied " Landfcapes in Verfe," a 
poem ; and four crown oftavo volumes of " Mif- 
oellanies," in which many of his former fugitive 
pieces were reprinted. Mr. Pratt's next produc- 
tions were, " The Triumph of Benevolence," a; 
poem, occafioned by the defign of ereflting a mo- 
nument to Mr. Howard ; ** Humanity,^' a poem ; 
and an Ode on his Majefty's Recovery ; after which 
his abfence on the Continent afforded his pen a 
long repofe. On his return he made, in 1795, an 
offering of his Mufe to his native country, by an 
Ode to the Benevolence of England ; and another 
to the pockets of his countrymen, by three o£lava 
volumes of " Gleanings," through Wales, Hol- 
land, aad Weftphalia. Since that time, Mr. Pratt 
has written a novel, in five duodecimo volumes, en-< 
titled, " Family Secrets, Literary and Domeftic -y* 
and two three-penny Letters, one to the Britifk 
Soldiers, the other to the Tars of old England. 

A fhort time before Mr. Pratt's return from the 
Continent,, the following paragraph was inferted^ 
for feveral days, fucceflively, in the London newf- 
papers, *^ A few days fince, diedy at Bafle fa Swif- 
^^ ferland, the ingenious Mr. Pratt. His lofs will 
"be feverely felt by the literary world; as he 
*^ joined to the accoropliftiments of the gentle-^ 
*^ man, the erudition of the fcholar ! ! !" Soon af- 
terward came a fecond paragraph, as follows^ 
V As no .event of late has caufed a more general 

" forrow 
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•' forrow than the fuppofed death of the inge-» 
•* nious Mr. Pratt ; we are happy to have it in our 
*' power to affure his numerous admirers, that he is 
^ as well as they can wifli, and { what they will 
^* be delighted to hear ) bufied in preparing his 
•^ Travels for the prefs !!!!!!!'* 

It is difiicult to fay, which of Mr. Pratt^s literary" 
produdions have been moft approved. By the 
above lift of them, the reader will obferve that he 
may fay with Dr. Johnfon, * he has written his 
fliare/ Befide thefe, we only recoUeft a farce, en- 
titled, ^" Jofeph Andrews," which was adled at 
Drury Lane, in 1788, for Mr. Benfley's benefit, 
but never printed. Of his verfes, we think ^ The 
Triumph of Benevolence,'^ the beft. Upon the 
whole, the ftationers and printers muft thank 
him for his excellent cuftom ; but, if he ever 
•wrote for fame, he feems mightily to have mif* 
"taken the means of obtaining his objeft. 

PRESCOTT, MISS ANN. 

This lady is the furviving prop of Animal 
Magnetifm, in BloomCbury Square. During the 
life time of the late Dr. de Mainauduc, fhe was 
the only perfon allowed to affift the Doftor in deli* 
vering his leftures, and in communicating his two* 
hundred-guinea fecret. Upon his death, finding 
lierfelf his executrix, fhe iffued iy the advice of the

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iute Dr's. Friends , ftopofals for Publiflibg his^ 
JLeftures by^ fubfcription. Thefe leftures are di-

PRESTON, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

Faft Mafter of the Lodge of Antiquity, No. L 
tie is a native of Edinburgh, bom hi 1742, was? 
for feme time amanuenfis to the celebrated Tho- 
mas Ruddiman, and apprentice to his brother the^ 
Jprinter, and has, fince that time, become a fuper-' 
intendqnt of the prefs of Mr. Strahan in London^ 
While in Scotland, he compiled a Catalogue of 
Mr. Ruddiman's Books; and, in May, 1772, deli- 
vered an Oration on the Inftitution of Mafonry, at 
a grand gala of eminent brethren, held at the 
Crown and Anchor Tavern, in the Strand. Thisr 
compofition was afterward printed in the firft edi- 
tion of Mr. Prefton's " Uluftrations of Mafonry,'^ 
a well-written panegyrical view of that celebrated 
fraternity, publiilied the fame year. Having been 
j»ppointed to the office of Deputy Grand Secretary, 
imder James Hefeltine, Efq. he compiled, for the 
benefit of the charity, the Hiftory of Remarkable 

Occurrences^ 
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'Occurrences, inferted in the two firft publicationsi 
of the Freemafons Calendar ; prepared for the 
prefs, an Appendix to the Book of Conftitutions } 
and, from the various memoranda he had made, 
formed the Hiftory of Mafonry, which was after* 
"ward printed in his illustrations. A difpute. 
taking place, in 1779,' between the Grand Lodge 
and the Lodge pf Antiquity, Mr. Prefton took the 
part of the Lodge and his private friends, in con- 
fequence of which his name was erafed from the 
Hall Committee, and he was afterward, with fe- 
veral gentlemen. Members of that Lodge, expelled 
the Society. The treatment which he and his 
friends experienced on this occafion, was circum- 
ftantially related in a pamphlet, entitled, " A State 
of Fafts, &c." which was printed by Mr. Prefton, 
at his own expence, and circulated amiong his 
friends, but never fold : the leading circumftance* 
were alfo recorded in fome of the latter editions 
of his ILLUSTRATIONS. Ten years afterward, 
however, Mr. Prefton and all the other Members of 
the Lodge of Antiquity, wxre re-inftated by the 
Grand Lodge in a handfome manner.

Of Gloucefter Street, Dublin, This gentleman 
publiflied^ in 1794, two oftavo volumes of his

and took his degree of B. Auiwith the greateft dif- 
tinftion, in the year 1772. Dr. Turner, the pre- 
fent Dean of Nor\\dGh, was his fenior by a few 
Vot. II, L years: 
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years : and, when Mr. Pitt and the late fon of Lord 
Elliot came to the above College, the latter became 
the private pupil of Dr. Turner, and Mr. Pitt was 
given to Dr.Prettyman. The pains which the precep- 
tor took with the embryo glory of his country, were, 
afterward, gratefully and defervedly repaid, by the 
Mitre which he now wears. His Lordfliip was, 
for fomc time, private Secretary to Mr. Pitt, and 
lias moft ufefully affifted him by the application of 
thofe talents for calculation and financial Ikill, 
which he had, unfufpeSingly, cultivated in the 
groves of the academy. The publications of Dt. 
Prettyman have only been one or two occaCbnal 
fingle Sermons, the firft of which appeared in 
J 7 84. In a late Charge to his Clergy, his Lord^ 
fhip attacked Dr. Geddes with the imputation of 
infidelity, in denying the divine authority of tht 
Pentateuch !

PRIESTLEY, REV. JOSEPH, L.LD; F.R.S. 

Fellow of many foreign focieties, and a diffent- 
ing Clergyman, late of Hackney. This celebrated 
character was bom at Field-head near Briftall^ 
about fevcn miles from Leeds, in the year 1728-9^. 
His father was a merchant and manufafturer : he 
received the earty part of his education frorrf the 
Rev. Mr. Scott, a diffenting minifter in the neigh- 
bourlwod, and completed it under Mr. Afli worth, 
near Daventry in Northamptonfliire. Dr. Prieftley 
was educated in the ftrifteft principles of calvinifm ; 
about the age of twenty he became an Arian, in 
which perfuafion he continued for fifteen or fixteen 
years ; and, at length, embraced the dodlrines ©f 
Sociniis, to which he was chiefly led by Dr. Lard- 
ner's Letters on the Logos. He was, for feveral 
years. Tutor ia the Languages and Belles-Lettres, 
at the late diflenting academy of Wanington, 
whence he returned to his native county, and took 
upon himfelf the paftoral office at Mill-Hill Cha- 
pel, Leeds. In the year 17 73. being appointed 
Chaplain and Librarian to the Marquis of Lahf* 
down, then Lord Shelbume, he quitted that fitua*- 
tion, and refided with his Lordfliip for nearly feven 
years. A coobiera taking place- between them; 
# and 
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and Dr. Prieftley having received an invitation to 
fettle v^rith a fociety of proteftant diifenters at Bir- 
mingham, he undertook the paftorfhip of the new 
meeting of tliat town, on the laft day of the year 
1780. Here he long remained undifturbed, al- 
though his pulpit Difcourfes, his political pam- 
phlets, and his private converfation were well 
known to be highly inimical to the Government of 
his country, and, efpecially, to her ecclefiaftical 
conftitution. But his declamatory vehemence, and 
the indecency of his conduft to the neighbouring 
clergy, caufed him to be viewed, by the lower 
.clafles in Birmingham, as a turbulent, feditious 
man: and, in July 1791, aflame, which had, f<W 
a long time, been gaining ftrength under fuppret 
Jfion, broke out with dreadful fury upon his devoCed 
Jiead. A moft infamous libel had been circulated^ 
lyhich was, of itfelf, fufficient to inflame the minds 
.of the populace ; and the fabrication of this paper 
was ignorantly attributed to Dr. Prieftley. At- 
,tached to the Conftitution of their countrj', they ro^r 
folved to inflift the heavieft vengeance upon the 
man, who dared thus to infult them : and the con- 
fequences were dreadful, indeed. For fome days, 
Birmingham was a miferable fcene of popular fury. 
Houfes were pillaged, meeting-houfes burned, and 
po bounds could have been put to the fury of 
the enraged mob, had it not been for the wife, 
4iifpaffionate conduft of the neighbouring nobility 
j^nd gentry, who, at length, fucceeded in reftoring

As a Controverfialift, no man upon record hat 
been more diftinguiftied than Dr. Prieftley. He 
has been engaged with Mr, Venn, a methodift; 
with Mr. Berington, a Roman catholic clergyman ; 
with Mr. Whitehead, a quaker ; with Dr. Price 
and Mr. Palmer, dlffenting minifters, and Mr. 
Jacob Bryant, on the fubjefts of Materialifm.and 
Philofophical Neceflity ; with Bifliop Newcome, on 
the duration of our Lord's Miniftry; with Mr. 
Hammon, a pretended atheift ; with Biftiop Hort 
ley, Mr. Badeock, Mr. Burn, Mr. Haw^kins, the 
Jews, (particularly Mr. Levi) and the followers 
of Baron Swedenborg ; and, laftly, with Mr. Brian 
Higgins (in particular) on Natural Philofophy, 
A (hort, but curious correfpondence between Mr. 
Gibbon and Dr. Prieftley, may alfo be feen in Lord 
Sheffield's publication of that gentleman's pofthu* 
mous Works ; in which, thougli the Hiftorian feems 
well to underftand the direS tendency of the Doftor's 
chara£ter and opinions, the temper of the divine 
appears to much greater advantage than that of his 
antagonift. 

Of the abilities of Dr. Prieftley, none can he- 
fitate to pronouixe that they are of firft-rate excels 
ence. His philofophical enquiries and publications 
claim. the greateft dilHnftion, and have materially 
contributed to the advancement of fcience. As aa 
experimental philofopher, he is, perhaps, the very 

firft 
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iirft of his age. He has alfo been a moft imiufiri- 
ous divine ; and, had he proved as diUgent in pro- 
pagating truth, as in difieminating error, in efta-- 
bliihing the gofpel in the minds of men, inllead of 
Ihaking their belief in the doftrines of revelation, 
perhaps, few chara£lers of the prefent century- 
would have ranked higher as learned men, or have 
been held in greater eftimation. On the contrary 
his political and theological writings muft be pro- 
jiounced to be fraught with principles the moft de- 
flruflive to the well-being of fociety. It was a 
ikying of Dr. Johnfon that they were calculated to 
unfettle every thing, but to fettle nothing. Th^ 
tmdaunted and unremitting conftancy with which 
he has purfued the eftablilhment of his fpeculative 
doftrines, has done infinitely more than was to be 
wiflied, toward giving popularity to his metaphyfi- 
cal and theological fentiments : and, if their appre^- 
hended effe£l has fortunately been counterafted, it 
is, probably, owing to their violence rather than to 
any other cauf^. The pUl^ars of revelation, ( fays 
!Mr. Gibbon ) ^re fhaken by thofe men who prcr 
ferve the name without the fubftance of. reli- 
gion, who indulge the licence without the temper 
gf phijofophy 1

On- 
the death of Dr. Warton, in 1790, he fucceeded 
that gentleman as Poet Laureat. 

We believe Mr. Pye's firft literary produ&ioii 
was an Ode on the Birth of the Prince of Wales, 
printed in the Oxford Colle£lion.

vcral original Poems ; and alfo excellent Tranfla^ 
tions of the fix Olympic Odes of Pindar, omitted 
by Mr. .

all of the pieces, above referred-to, wer« collefted,. 
and a few new ones added. A very elegant Englifli

He is alfo fpeedily about to prefent 
the public with a Poem on the Origin and Progrefs 
of Navigation, which, as we have underftood, is to 
tlofe i^itH i fpUtiSid, a'p'oftftfphe, cotcttntttidt^^g 
our late glorious naval vi6lories. 

The poetry of Mr. Pye cannot, perhaps, upon 
the whole, be faid to be of that very fitperior kind, 
which has univerfally exa£ted from his readers the 
applaufe of firft-rate excellehce.

A literary lady of much ingenuity, refident at 
Ipfwich in Suffolk, Her firft publication was a 
Tranflation from the Latin of the fine old romance, 
Barclay's Argenis, which made its appearance in 
1772, in four duodecimo volumes, under the title, 
^' The Phoenix ; or, the Hiftory of Polyarchus and 
Argenis.'* She next wrote the Champion of Virtue, 
a Gothic ftory, which was publilhed in 1777 ; ^^^ 
was republiflied in the following year, under the 
title it has ever finge retained, viz. '^ The Old 
Englifli B^ron." Mrs. Reeve has, fince that time, 
written the two Mentprs, a modern ftory ; " The 
J^rogrefs of Romance through Times, Countries, and 
.Manners,'' in a courfe of interefting and well-writ- 
ten evening converfations ; The Exile, or Memoirs 
pf the Count de Crouftc^dt, the principal iacid^nt^ 

of 
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of which are borrowed from a novel by M. D'Ar- 
naud ; the School for Widows, a novel ; " Plans 
df Education," with tetnarks €ln the fyftem of other 
writers, in a duodecimo volume ; and Memoirs of 
Sir Roger de Clarendon, a natural Son of Edward 
the Black Prince, with Anecdotes of many other 
eminent perfons of the fourteenth century, in three 
duodecimo volumes^ It is hardly neceflary for us 
to add, concerning a writer fo well known as Mrs. 
Reeve, that her works difcover her to have culti- 
vated ufeful knowledge with confiderable fuccefs^ 
and to have applied that knowledge lefs frivoloufly 
than is frequently the cafe with female authors. 



REEVES, JOHN, ESQ. 

Barrifter at Law, and author of a very valu-- 
able Hiftory of the Englifli Law, from the time of 
the Saxons, to the end of the Reign of Phillip and 
Mary, publifhed in two volumes, quarto, in 1784, 
and afterward reprinted in. four o£lavo volumes.

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REID, REV. THOMAS, D. D. F.R.S.E. 

Late Profeflbr of Moral Philofophy in the tJni-» 
Ycrfity of Glafgow. He was the moft fcientific 
and diftinguiftied of the three * Scotifh defenders 
of the celebrated doftrine. Common Sense. His 
earlieft p.iblication Avas upon this fubjeft. It wa^ 
an o£lavo volume, publifhed in 1764, and entitled^ 
^' An Enquiry into the Human Mind, on the Prin* 
ciples of Common Senfe/' The great objeft of 
this volume was, to refute certain, principles with 
regard to the human underftanding, which had, 
for a long time, been commonly adopted by philo- 
fophers, and, upon which, Bifliop Berkeley and 
Mr. Hume had, at laft, erefted a fyftem of fcep- 
ticifm. It was received with a degree of favour; 
feldom fliewn to metaphyfical difquifitions. Iii the 
year 1785, Dr. Reid publiftied, " Effays oh the Itfi' 
telleftuai Powers of Man,'' in a quarto volume. 
This treatife is written upon a much more extcnfive 
J)lan than the former, and comprehends an account 
6f all the powers of the human uMerftanding. A 
few years afterward, in continuation of his general 
plan^ and, in completion of the analyfis; which he 
propofed to make of the human mind.

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RENNELL, JAMES, ESQ. F.R.S. 

A gentleman of very extenfiv6 and very accu-* 
rate knowledge. He \vks fbrm^rly Major of EiigH 
tieers and Surveyor-general in Bengal ; and is highly 
celebrated as the delineator of a very beautiful 
map of Hindoftan. This map was firll published iA 
1783, accompanied by a " Memoir,'* in a quarto 
volume, confiding of illuftrations of Indian Geo- 
gra!phy. Five years afterward the Memoir was re- 
publifhed, in a thicker volume, with great inp* 
provements. Major Rennell has written, fince that 
time, " The Marches of the Britifli Armies in the 
Peninfula of India, during the Campaigns of 1796 
and 1791^ illuftrated and explained by reference 
to a Map, compiled from authentic Documents, 
tranfmitted by Earl Cornwallis from India," pub- 
lifhed in 1792, in an oftavo volume; Memoir of 
a Map of the Peninfula of India, from the lateft au- 
thorities, publiQied the year following, in a quarto 
Volume ; and Obfervations on a Current that often 
iprevails to the Weftward of Sicily, a quarto pam- 
phlet. To the third edition of Major Rennell's 
firft-mentioned Memoir, publifhed in .1793, was 
added the fecond fupplementary map, containing 
the ne<v geography of the Peninfula of India, aiid 
alfo the explanatory memoir.

RENNELL, REV. THOMAS, D.D. 

Prebendary of Winchefter, Reftor of St. Mag- 
nus in the City of London, and. late Fellow of 
King's College, Cambridge* This ftout and worthy 
pillar of the church has, of late, diftinguifhed hiin- 
felf by the publication of feveral very excellent 
fingle Sermons, preached for the moft part on parti- 
cular occafions. Among them are* " Principles of 
French Republicanifm eflentially founded on Vio- 
lence and Blood-guiltinefs," a Sermon occafioned 
by the Murder of Her Moft Chriftian Majefty 5 
" The Confequences of the Vice of Gaming, as 
they effe£l the^ Welfare of Individuals, and the 
Stability. of Civil Government confidered;" and 
" The Services rendered to the Church of England 
by the Englifh Nation, a Motive for Liberality to 
the indigent Minifters of that Church,", preached 
at the anniverfary meeting of the Sons of the Clergy 
at St. Paul'Si May loth, 1796. One or two more 
fingle Difcourfes; from thefe excellent hands, have 
alfo reached the prefs.

The firfl produc- 
tion of Mr, Reynolds was Werter, a tragedy, taken 
from a novel of the celebrated Goethe, which 
was firfl rejefted by Mr. Harris, afterward repre- 
fented with fuccefs on the Bath flage, and finally 
brought out at Covent Garden. He next pro- 
duced Eloifa, a tragedy, taken from Rouffeau, 
which lafled three nights at Covent Garden, and 
cleared the author ^gkt founds. Here ended Mt. 
Reynolds* attempts in tragedy. In the year 1793, 
he produced, at Covent Garden/ his whimfical 
i \ N z comedy. 
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CGfmedy,' entitled, " The Dramatift," which fiitf- 
ceeded in creating the laughter of our modem au- 
diences, to the aftoniftiment of all who read k in 
their clofets. Since that time Mr. Reynolds bag 
fumiftied Covent Garden Theatre with the Crufade, 
an opera ; and Notoriety, How to Grow Rich, the 
Rage, Speculation, Fortune's Fool, the Will, and 
Cheap Living, comedies. All of thefe pieces have 
reached the prefs. The laft but one has been, not 
unaptly, called by Mr.' William GifFord, a Barthth 
lomeW'fair farce : indeed, the fame name is but too 
applicable to moft of them. Upon the whole, 
perhaps, the Dfamatift is the beft of Mr; Rey- 
nolds' dramatic produflions ; but they all bear, in 
dvery fcene, the badges of that corrupt and pitiful 
tafte, fo lamentably, but fo ftrongly the charaftef- 
iftic of the age in which they were written. We 
have already, alas ! had but too frequent oppor- 
tunity* of expreffing the concern we feel upon 
this occafion ! 



REYNOLDS, HENRY REVELL, ESQ. 

Of Gray's Inn. Son of the phyfician of the 
fame name, and Member of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. This gentleman publiflied, in the year 
1796, a duodecimo volume, which he entitled,

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^ An Addrefs to the Ladies from a young Man.'* 
This production { by no means to the credit of the 
times, be it faid ) reached, in a ftiort. time, a fe- 
cond edition. We will only add, that the fubjeft 
itfelf, and more efpecially the indecent manner in 
which it is treated, confidering to whom it is ad- 
dreffed, are unworthy of a writer who profeffes in 
his preface to have been lately ftudying mathematics; 
and totally unworthy of an academic and a fcholar. 



RICHARDS, GEORGE, M.A. 

Fellow of Oriel College, Oxford, and a gen- 
tleman whofe poetical talents have very confide- 
ral)le claims to diftinftion. We believe that his 
firft publication was his beautiful poem, " The 
Aboriginal Britons," which was printed in 1791, 
having been publicly recited at Oxford during an 
Aft, in confequence of a prize adjudged to its au- 
thor, the donation of an imknown perfon. Almoft 
all the copies, of the firft impreflion of this mafterly 
produ6lion, were fold on the day of publication. 
Mr. Richards' fubfequent pieces have been, ^^ Songs

His firft publication was, *^ A Specimen 
pi Ferfian Poetry, or, Odes of Hafez, with an. 

EngUlh 
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IBnglilh Tranflation and Paraphrafe," which ap- 
peared in 1774, in a quarto volume. Two years 
afterward he pul^lifhed^ a Grammar of the Arabic 
Language, and a year or two after this, a Perfian^ 
Arabic, and Englifli Dictionary, in two volumes, 
folio, to which was prefixed a Diflertation on the 
Language, Literature, and Manners of the Eaftera 
Nations, which was afterward printed, feparately, 
in an oftavo volume.

RITTSON, JOSEPH, ESQ. 

Deputy High Bailif of the Dutchy of Lancafter, 
and a conveyancer in the Metropolis of fume dif- 
tinftion. He is a man of tafte and information^ 
but more to be commended for his acutenefs than 
for his good-breeding or his candour. We believe 
his firft publication was an anonymous quarto pam- 
phlet, in 1782, of Obfervations on the three firft 
volumes of Warton's Hiftory of Englifli Poetiy ; 
which is an ingenious, but, at the fame time, one of 
the moft illiberal produ£lions we ever recolleft to 
have feen. Mr. Rittfon has alfo written, anony- 
moufly, three fets of Remarks on the Editors of 
Shakfpeare : the firft on Mr. Stevens' edition, in 
1778, entitled, *^ Remarks critical and illuftrativc 
on the Text and Notes of the laft Edition of Shak* 
fpeare/' an o£lavo Yolume -, the fecond on Mr.

He was formerly an officer in the 
army, but has, for many years, quitted the fervice 
and devoted his attention, with qonfiderable fuccefs, 
to the education of youth. He publifhed, in the 
year 1782, a traft of fome merit, entitled,*^ Thoughts 
upon Creation, &c." and, two years afterward, 9, 
tWn oftavo volume of " Poetical Attempts." The 
Looker-on^ a periodical paper, is dedicated to thif 
gentleman, by his fon, the aythor, * as an humble'

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the folid merit of that performance. It has beeti tnify 
called a body of ethics : and, to give it the higheft 
poffible praife, it is a work whofe profundity and 
whofe compofition are worthy of the great logician 
ftnd lexicographer whom it owns for its author. Yet, 
the charms with which Addifon inftru£ts,haYe gained 
him, with moft readers, a preference to his great fuc- 
ceffor ; and the Looker-on, with a perfeft origi-' 
nality of his own, and with the becoming chara£ter 
of a writer of his own time, is furely the Spec^ 
TATOR, rather than the Rambler of his day. 

It is a fingular and a melancholy confideration 
that this work, although favourably received, has 
not experienced from the public that extraordinary 
diftinftion to which its extraordinary merit certainly 
entitled it ; for let it be read for our amufement^ 
for the improvement of our tafte, or for the greater 
fakes of our religion and our morals, it ihall be found 
to anfwer all our purpofes with fuperior excel- 
lence. Some blame has, perhaps, been juftly 
beftowed upon the author, for an occafional ex- 
cefs, in the amplification of his fubje£ls, and for 
an over-wrought nicety of ftyle, too like what may 
be called a falfe refinement in writing : yet, thefe 
are but as duft in the balance. It is not to thefe 
caufes, we fear, that we are to look for the evil ; 
but to the taftelefsnefs and infipidity of the larger 
portion of that Ihallow age in which the work was 
written. Melancholy, indeed, is the reflexion 
that the good tafte, which we once, undoubtedly^ 

poffeflfed^

A gentleman who has acquired 
great and merited renown in the literary world, by 
the mafterly manner in which he has, of late, ex- 
hibited to the public, the Life and Labours of Lo- 
renzo de' Medici, called the Magnificent. Mr. 
Rofcoe was brought up to the profeffion of an 
attorney, but does not, we believe, at prefent, prac- 
tice in that line. The above-mentioned work docs 
the higheft credit to his literary talents, and entitles 
him to rank with the very firft writers on European 
Hiftory. The circumftances attending this publi- 
cation, are not among the leaft Angular in the annals 
of literature. The full, diftinft, and accurate idea 
aflforded us, with fuch genius and learning, of the 
jnterefting fubjeft treated in thefe volumes, is the 
refult of difcoveries made in the literature of one of 
^he moft polite and learned nations of Europe, by 
a foreigner who had never vifited that country ! 
By a gentleman who was not courting literature in 
academical bowers, but devoting his time to aa 
aftive and a laborious profeffion ! Mr. Clarke a 
banker of Liverpool, and fpn of the late banker 
of the fame name, a gentleman of v^ry extenfive 

information. 
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information, and the intimate friend of Mr. Rofcoe, 
had paid a vifit to Italy, and had fixed his winter 
refidence at Florence. It was through the affiduity 
of this gentleman, that Mr. Rofcoe obtained his 
large ftockof original and interefting information ; 
as well as the beautiful Poems of Lorenzo de' Me* 
dici ( with copies of which, as well as with beau- 
tiful and exaft Tranflations of them, he has enriched 
his work ) the originals of which are depofited in 
the Laurentian Library, although the former editors /^ 
appear not to have had the flighteft information re- 
fpefting them ! The work made its firft appearance 
in 1795, ^ ^wo volumes, quarto, under the title, 
^^ The Life of Lorenzo de' Medici, called the Mag- 
nificent.'* Such, we have underftood, was the aur 
thor's diflidence of its fuccefs, that the firft im- 
preffion confifted of only two. hundred and fifty co* 
pies ! So fmall 2t number difappeared very foon 
after publication ; and, although the work wa» 
printed in the expenfive ftyle and fold at a propor- 
.tional price, it has feen three editions, even ia 
times fo unpropitious as the prefent. Nor ( as 
every reader can foretel ) has it obtained early po- 
pularity, without tlie profpeft of a lafting reputation. 
It .holds the place which it fills in the Hiftpry^of 
Europe by too lawful a tenure ever to renounce its 
privileges. 

The celebrated and excellent Letter to Mr.

Two years 
afterward, he reprinted thefe Sketches, in an oc-

title, ^^ Poems." Since that time. Dr. Sayers has 
publifhed an o6lavo volume of Difquifitions, Mc- 
taphyfical and Literary, a v^ork hkewife greatly to 
tiie credit of his talents. 



SCOTT, JOHN, ESQ, 

Formerly a Major in the fervice of the Eaft In- 
dia Company, and alfo formerly a Member of Par- 
liament. He was, for fome years, agent to Mr* 
Haftings, when that gentleman was Governor-ge- 
neral of Bengal, has always been his warm de- 
fender, and, previous to his trial, difplayed very un- 
common diligence and ability in fupporting the 
caufe of his abfent friend. While in this capacity, 
he publifhed feveral political pamphlets, the firft 
of which appeared in 1782, under the title, " A 
fhort Review of the Tranfa£tions in Bengal during 
the laft ten years." This was followed b)5 two 
Letters to Mr. Burke, in Defence of Mr.- Haf^ 
tings ;. a, Letter to Mr. Fox ; a Narrative of Tranf- 
aftions in Bengal ; two Replies to Speeches by 
Mr. Burke ; and « The Condua of his Majefty's ' 
late Minifters confidered, as it affefted the Eall': 
India Company and Mr. Haftings," ( publifhed in 
1784). Several of his Speeches in Parliament alfo, 
about this time,, reached the prcfs 3 and innunicr 
.Vol 11, Q ' rable 
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rable letters, paragraphs, puffs, and fquibs, whicif 
appeared in the newfpapers, were attributed to 
him. A very curious bill of the latter, to tlie 
amount of feveral hundred paunds, was publiftied 
in 1787, by the Editor of the Morning Herald. 
Could perfeverance and confidence have gained a 
caufe, the triumph of the indefatigable Major 
would have been complete ; and, accordingly, they 
had their weight while the queftion refpefting Mr. 
Haftings remained in loofe and general terms. It 
has, howefver, been imputed to. Major Scott, thaty 
Botwithftanding the temerity of his zeal, he wa^ 
eonfiderably inftrumental in bringing his Principal 
into the miferable fituation, which he was lb long 
conftrained to endure.

This gentleman pillv 
liftied, in 1794, in two volumes, quarto, Ferifhta's 
Hiftory of Dekkan, from the firft Mahummedan 
Conquefts, with a continuation ; a tvork which he 
has executed with great credit to himfelf 

SCOTT, REV. THOMAS. 

A Methodift Clergyman, Chaplain to the Lock 
Hofpital, and formerly Curate of Wefton Under- 
wood and Ravenftone, Bucks. He publifhed, in 
1779, a miferable farrago, under the title, ** The 
Force of Truth," which is a narrative of his own 
change of fentiments. He has, fince *that time,

Author of a ufeful work 
( on Crompton's plan of Praftice-common-placed )• 
entitled^ ** The Praftice of the Courts of King's 
Bench and Common Pleas," in two volumes, oc- 
tavo, the firft part of which was publiflied in 1792. 
He had previoufly publiflied (in 1789) an Analy^ 
fis of the above-mentioned Praftice, which is a& 
outline of his fubfequent produ6tioa. 



SEWARD, MISS ANNA, 

A lady who has acquired confiderable reputa- 
tion by her Poetical Talents ; and who has alfo been 
celebrated for her great excellence in the art of 
reading. She is the daughter of the late Rev. 
Thomas Seward, Reftor of Ey^m in Derbyfliire, 
Prebendary of Salift)ury, and Canon Refidentiary 
of Litchfield. From this parent ftie received the 
advantage of a good education, dlfcovered early 
fymptomsof the rhyming p.ropenfity, and, becom- 
ing acquainted with the late Lady Miller of Bath- 
Eafton, was a frequent and, fometimes, a fuccefs- 
ful candidate for the myrtle wreath of the poetic 
inftitution of that villa. Her firft regular publica- 
tion was a beautiful Elegy on Captain Cook, whicK 
^ . together 
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together with an Ode to the Sun ( a Bath-Eafton 
Prize Poem ) was piiblifhed in a quarto pamphlet, 
in 1780. In the year following, (he produced a 
Monody on her gallant and amiable friend Major 
Andre ; and, it is faid, that Dr. Darwin, fpeaking 
of this poem and the one on Captain Cook, ufed 
to tell her fhe was the inventrefs of Epic Elegy. 
Mifs Seward's fubfequent produ&ions have been, a 
Poem to the Memory of Lady Miller ; Louifa, a 
poetical novel; an Ode on General Elliot's Return 
from Gibraltar ; and *^ Llangollen Vale, with other 
Poems," publiflied in a quarto pamphlet, in 1796. 
Of thefe productions, perhaps, the firft, in point 
of popularity, is the poetical novel ; while the one 
held in higheft eftimation for poetical value, by the 
fair author herfelf, is, we are told, the Ode on 
General Elliot's Return. Mifs Seward's perpetual 
ftudy of uncommon and poetical expreffion has not 
unfrequently led her into aflFeftation and obfcurity ; 
yet, the general harmony of her numbers, her re- 
fined fentiment, her elegant defcription, and her 
copious imagery, will always infure her many ad- 
mirers. Befide the poems above mentioned, Ihe 
has contributed many original fugitive Pieces, and 
fome Tranflations of Odes of Horace to the Gen- 
tleman's Magazine ; and has announced for fpeedy 
publication, a colledlion ( in quarto ) to be entitled, 
^ Sonnets and Horatian Odes," 
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SEWARD, WILLIAM, ESQ. 

A veryfucceftfiU and judicious Compiler. He 
has publiftied an entertaining and interefting Col- 
ieftion of Anecdotes of feme diftinguiftied Perfons, 
chiefly of. the prefent and two preceeding Centuries, 
in four crown ofiavo volumes, of which the two 
firft were puhlifbed in 1795. Mr. Seward had 
furniflied the European Magazine with many of 
thefe anecdotes previoufly to this publication. 



SHARP, GRANVILLE, ESQ. 

One of the DireQ:ors of the Sierra Leone Company. 
A gentleman who has long been employed in the ex- 
crcilb of benevolence^ and in endeavours to melio- 
rate the hardfhips of the fujftering part of mankind. 
He was one of the firft perfons to fet on foot the 
enquiry, into the African Slave Trade, and was Pre- 
fident of the aflbciation for its abolition. He was 
likewife the principal agent in the endeavours to 
efiablifli the colony, in the direction of which he 
has now a Ihare. Mr. Shafp publifhed, in the year 
1768, " Remarks on feveral ver}^ important Pro- 
phecieS|^a pamphlet which difplays confiderable 
learning* Since that time, he has written a Trea- 
tife on|!lavery; Remarks on the , Diftintlion be- 
tween 
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tween Manflaughter and Murder ; a Declaration 
of the People's natural Right to a Share in the Le- 
giflaturc ; a Tra£t on the Law of Nature and 
Principles of A£tion in Man ; and a pamphlet, en- 
titled, " The Legal Means of Political R^formiu 
lion/' publiflied in 17 8o,

The fon of a Grocer and Confeftioiier in Fcn- 
church Street, and Member of Pembroke. Hall, 
Cambridge. A year or two ago, he arrogated to' 
himfelf the title of Editor of Rowley's Poems, re- 
printing thofe pieces in an oftavo volume, pre- 
fixing Mr. Coleridge's beautiful Monody on Chat- 
terton, and adding, perhaps a dozen^ filly notes.

enquiry. In the following year Mr. Shaw engaged 
in a controverfy refpeding the Poems of Oflian, 
and difplayed much learning and acutenefs in deny- 
ing their authenticity. He publiihed two pam- 
plets upon this occafion, and experienced a good 
deal of rough treatnier.t from Mr. John Clarke, a 
llurdy champion of the contrary fide of the queftion. 



SHAW, GEORGE, ESQ. M.D. F.R.S. 

This gentleman has publifhed Vol. I. (in quarto) 
of Mufeum Leverianutn^ containing feleft fpecimens 
from the Mufeum of the late Sir Alhton Lever. It 
is a very fplendid volume. 



SHAW, REV. S. M.A. 

Fellow of Queen's College, Cambridge. He 
publiflied, in 1789, " A Tour to the Weft of 
England," in an oftavo volume, which is an in- 
different performance.

Archdeacon of Bedford, Chaplain to the Bifliop 
of Durham, and formerly Fellow of Corpus Chrifti 
College, Oxford. A gentleman of diftinguiflied 
learning and liberality of fentiment. His firft pub- 
lication was an excellent Ode to Love, which ap- 
peared in 1756, and was republifhed under the 
title, " The Philogamift." Soon after this, he was 
engaged in a controverfy with the author of a Free 
Enquiry into the Nature and Origin of Evil ; and 
twenty years after the above date, he publilhed two 
oftavo volumes, entitled, " Mifcellanies," which con-* 
tained his various productions, in verfe and profe, 
publiflied feparately during the interval. One of 
thefe, a Didadtic Poem, was particularly admired 
on its firft appearance. His fubfequent publications 
have been ** The Dying Hero," a poem ; an Effay 
on Education, in a Letter to the late Sir William 
Jones ; a volume of Bampton Lecture Sermons

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SHEPHERD, REV. JOHN, M.A. 

Late of Queen's College, Oxford, and Curate 
of Paddington. He publifhed, in 1791, a fenfible 
Difcourfe, preached at the opening of Paddington 
Church, with the whimfical title, The Good Old 
Ways ; and, five years afterward, a Critical and 
PraSical Elucidation of the Morning and Evening 
Prayer of the Church of England, in an odlavo 
volume. If this fenfible work fhall experience a 
favourable reception, Mr. Shepherd has hinted his 
intention of alfo favouring the public with an Elu- 
cidation of the Litany, Communion-oflice, 'and 
other Offices of the Church. 



SHERIDAN, RICHARD BRINSLEY, 
ESQ. M.P. 

This celebrated charafter is of a family which 
during the greater part of the prefent century, has 
been eminent for genius and learning. His grand- 
father was the intimate friend and favourite of 
Doctor Swift, the companion of his leifure, the flia-? 
rer of his confidence, and the imitator of his wit. 
His father was the correftor of the Englifli accent, 
and was acknowledged to be the beft declaimer in 
the Englifia Language of his day : he was, for a 

confi- 
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confiderable time, manager of the Dublin Theatre, 
and being compelled, by the animofity of party^ 
to quit that fituation, acquired fame and profit in 
London as an a6lor, and as a lefturer. The mo- 
ther of Mr. Sheridan could alfo boaft a diftinguiftied 
literary reputation, obtained by feveral Plays, No- 
vels, and other Pieces of confiderable merit. 

Mr- Sheridan was born at Quilea, near Dublin^ 
in the year 1752. At the age of fix years, his fa- 
llier, then compelled to quit his native country, 
brought him to England, and placed him at Harrow 
School, under the care of Dr. Sumner, who was, 
at that time, the head-mafter. Here Mr. Sheridan 
contracted a friendfhip with Dr. Parr, then one of 
thd under-mafters, which has, ever fince fubfifled 
between them. It does not appear that he was 
ever a member of either of the Univerfities ; but, 
the law being his deftination, was entered of the 
Middle Temple. At the age of eighteen years, he 
tranflated from the Greek, in afTociation with a 
friend, the Epiflles of Ariftaenetus, and alfo, about 
that time, printed feveral pieces, which are known 
only to his intimate friends, and among which, we 
believe, was an Anfwer to the celebrated Heroic 
Epiflle to Sir William Chambers. Refiding for 
fome time at Bath, be became acquainted with 
'"Mifs Elizabeth Linley, daughter of the late Paten- 
tee of Drury Lan^, of that name. This lady, 
celebrated no lefs, in her day, for her mental than 
for her perfonal accomplilhments, was highly diC- 

tinguiflied. 
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tinguiftied, at that time, as a public finger : and a 
part of her ftory, very honourable to herfelf, rela* 
live to a propofal of marriage, . is commemorated 
by Foote, under the charafter of Mifs Linnet, in 
his comedy, entitled, " The Maid of Bath." Not 
long after this affair, Mr. Sheridan made honourable 
propofals to her, and was engaged, on her account 
in a duel, with a Captain Matthews, w hich w'as 
very Angular for the courage, ferocity, and invete- 
rate refentment difplayed by the parties. In 1773, 
his fuit was crowned with fuccefs ; and, though 
his lady brought him little or no fortune, it has • 
"been fuppofed that his fubfequent figure in the 
'world, has been, in fome degree owing to this 
marriage. He was now in his twenty-fecondf or 
twenty-third year, and even at this early period, 
difcovered that pride and dignity of mind, which, 
though not always defirable companions in the 
commerce of life, are moflly charafteriftic of a ge- 
nerous fpirit, and a true genius. For, notwith- 
{landing his narrow circumflances, and the diftance 
at which he was then removed from thofe brilliant 
profpefts, which he afterward had in view, he 
would not allow Mrs. Sheridan to engage herfelf 
at any place of public entertainment* 

Depending on his own talents alone fdr fupport, 
Mr. Sheridan firft turned his thoughts to dramatic 
compofition; and, in January, 1775, brought out 
;at Covent Garden Theatre his comedy, the 
R;vAi.s. Tl)is piece, as it was originally played, 

nearly 
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nearly doubled in length the gejierality of theatri- 
cal performances. It fufFered greatly on • the firft 
night from the feverity of the audience, and with 
difficulty obtained a/econd hearing. Several caufes 
eonfpired to produce this efFeft, among which, in 
juftice to Mr. Sheridan, muft be mentioned the 
miferable manner in which fome of the performers 
( Mr. Lee hi particular ) a£l:ed their parts. Being; 
however, new moulded by the author, it was re* 
ceived with confiderable applaufe, and has conti- 
nued a favourite with the public. This play 
abounds in character and fituation : yet, though it 
bears indifputable marks of the fertility ef the au- 
thor's genius, it is, certainly, far from a perfe£i 
compofition. The chara£ler of Mrs. Malaprop-, 
who. is diftinguiflied from the ordinary run of illir 
terate pretenders, by the mere circumftance of 
her pronouncing hard words correftly, but ufing 
thejn in an improper fenfe, inftead of murdering 
the words themfelves, as is ufually the cafe, is 
furely ill-conceived and unnatural. The idea of 
Acres, with his new-fangled oaths, always fwear- 
ing by objefts appropriate to the fubjeft of which 
he is treating, feems an equal violation of proba- 
bility; and there appears to run through the piece 
an endeavour to give charaAer and originality, 
which is always built upon affe6led circumftances, 
and not upon experience and knowledge of human 
nature. When Mr. Sheridan publifhed this co- 
medy, he acknowldged his youth axid inexperience, 

and 
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and adopted the error of dreading imitation^ aflert*' 
ing in his preface that, ^ on fubjefts on which the 

• mind has been much informed, invention is flow 

* of exerting itfelf/ Yet, it l^as always happened 
in fome degree to thofe writers^ who think that 
the want of information will affift tlieir invention, 
that they have incurred the very cenfure they 
were anxious to avoid, and have exhibited as new 
what is ftale and hackneyed, and what a more in- 
timate acquaintance with their fubjett would have 
taught them to reje£t. In this year he alfo produced; 
St. Patrick's Day, a farce, which was originally 
reprefented for the benefit of Mr. Glinch, whdi 
feems to have been favoured wuth it, in confe- 
quence of his reprefentation of the Iriftimaa in the 
Rivals, in which he greatly excelled Mr. Lee. 

In the following year, Mr. Sheridan enriched 
the Englifh drama, with his celebrated comic 
opera, the Duenna. The fuccefs of this piect 
was beyond all former example. The Beggar's 
Opera which had all the wits and half the nobi- 
lity of England for its fupports,' ran fixty-three 
nights in one feafon ; the Duenna, feventy-five* 
The fatire of this piece is beautiful and poignant $ 
the flafties of wit are perpetual and always genuine > 
while the fongs are charafterifed by that onElicn^ 
that ripenefs and mellownefs of expreffionj which 
is, probably, the grand fecret of fong-writing* This 
piece did not reach the prefs, by the author's confent 
till the year 1794. 

But, 
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But, cfren the merit of the Duenna was thrown? 
into comparative oblivion on the appearance, in the * 
following year, of the School for Scandal. 
No dramatic produ6iion ever equalled tliis cele- 
brated piece in fuccefs* It can receive no honour 
from additional praife, nor. is it likely to be injured 
by the fevereft critical examination. Charafter it 
is true, is not the fort even of this greateft pro- 
duction of our author ; yet, the plot is fo natural,, 
the mirror held up fo true, the incidents follow 
with fuch eafe and grace, the dialogue is fo ch.afte 
and lively, the wit fo brilliant and ftirling, and 
every thing is fo exquifitely finifhed and fo happily 
conveyed, that our entertainment is unbounded, 
and we can never enough applaud our mirth. This 
piece ( the policy, as we fuppofe, of our earliefl: 
theatres being on this occafion revived ) has never 
lawfully reached the prefs, though, forae editions 
e( it have been printed in Ireland, from a fmug-r 
gled copy, and fold here. 

In 1778, Mr. Sheridan brought out at Drury 
Lane " The Camp/'' a dramatic entertainment, 
intended to compliment the Dutchefs of Devonfhire, 
which has never been printed ; and, in the follow- 
ing year, *^ The Critic, or a Tragedy Rehearfed," 
a farce, which A^i reached the prefs. The Critic 
is diftinguiftied by that genuine wit, which has fo 
often charafterifed the productions of its author,^ 
and is a piece which has obtained the frequently 
repeated applaufes of the public. Its firft aQ, has 

particular 
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particular merit, in the charafter of Sir Fretful 
Plagiary, which, as is well known, is a fatire upon' 
Mr. Richard Cumberland, a gentleman of mild 
' and amiable manners, but, who is probably, in 
Ibme degree, fubjeft to the weaknefs here ridiculed^ 
and who had been fo ill-advifed, or fo unfortunate 
as to give offence to Mr. Sheridan. The two Jail 
afts, which confift of a mock tragedy, ^have as 
much merit as their fubjeft will allow, under the 
t^vo-fold difadvantage of being barren in itfelf, and 
of having been anticipated by the popular comedy 
of the Rehearfal. The author of the Rehearfal 
had the advantage of writing in ah sera of falfe 
tafte, and of having for the topic of his ridicule, 
the abfurdities of fo great a genius as Mr* Dryden* 
The errors of more modern tragedies were too evan- 
efcent for fatire, and Mr. Sheridan, in order to be 
intelligible, ^ was obliged, fometimes to have re- 
courfe to the beft paffages of Shakfpeare : now it 
is true that our mirth may be excited by a trayefty 
of Homer or Virgil, but we never can applaud the 
author. To the pen of Mr. Sheridan are alfo to 
be attributed, " A Trip to Scarborough,'*" a co- 
medy, as altered from Vanburgh's Relapfe ; a Mo- 
ftody to the Memory of Mr. Garrick, which would 
have rcfleftcd luftre upon an inferior genius, but 
added nothing to our admiration of Mr. Sheridan j 
the Prologue to Captain Ayfcough's tragedy, Semi- 
ramis, which is a beautiful J^iece of poetry; and 
Several more highly elegant trifles, which are to be 

found 
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found in different collections of fugitive pieces*^ 
The public has alfo, for many years, been flattered 
with the hopes of receiving from the fame fource, 
*' The Forefters," a comic opera ; and Affeftation, 
a comedy ; but,, from the length of their delay, we 
may be led to defpair of their appearance. 

It was in the year 1776, when Mr, Garrick re- 
tired from the ftage, that Mr» Sheridan purchafed, 
in affociatlon with Mr. Linley his father-in-law, and 
with Dr. Ford, one moiety of the property of Dru- 
ry Lane Theatre.; to which they foon afterward 
added the other moiety. Mr. Sheridan's fhare of 
this property is faid to have been more than a half; 
•and, for fome years, he continued the afting ma- 
nager of the theatre. His carelefsnefs and inatten- 
tion to the interefts of this fituation were very coni^ 
fpicupuc, and the credit of old Drury certainly loft 
a fturdy prop in her celebrated Garrick. But, hav- 
ing completed every thing with regard to the ftage, 
to which his ambition could afpire, Mr. Sheridan 
turned the aftivity of his mind to another objeft, 
and was encouraged, by the friendfliip of Mr. Fox, 
to offer himfelf a candidate for reprefenting the 
town of Stafford in the Parliament, which was 
fummoned to meet Oftober 30th, 1780. The new 
life into which his fuccefs introduced him, exalted his 
views, and, by engaging, his talents in the concerns 
of his country, has had a fatal effeft on his dramatic 
purfuits. Yet, it muft be acknowledged a remark- 
able circumftance that a writer fliould fo foon have 
Vol. II. R reached 
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reached the higheft pinnacle of exeellendCy at A 
path fo arduoils of afcent, and that he fhould them 
have relmquiflied it for ever. 

Mr. Sheridan did not inherit frditt nature every 
advantage toward making him a great public? 
fpeaker. His voice, in particular, was neither 
ftrong, harmonious, nor of confiderable cdmpafs. 
He had, however, the benefit of a remarkably ckior 
ard accurate articulation, and was early infiftistted *» 
ideas of public fpeaking by bis father. ThC' diffici^ 
iies under which he fciboured wfef^e cOftqu^r^ttA by 
unwearied perfeverance, and by the exercife of hifi^ 
toiee on trifling topics and ordinary occafiofBv 
This conqueft was not completed when he wasf 
appointed, iii 1782, Under Secretary <rf State, in 
the department of Mr. Fox, or when, in the year 
following, he was promoted to the place ©f Secre- 
tary to the Treafury under the Duke of Fbrtland. 
hi the fefticm of 1 785, he made a celebrated Speech 
upon the fourth of the twenty Irifli Propofitions jp 
and, in the following year, upon a motion, brought 
forward by himfeif, upon the fubje£t of finance: 
of the former of thefe Speeches a tolerable repcfff 
tras pubKflied, and lias been inferted in the Par* 
Bamentary Reg^ifter. But Mr. Sheridant rofe to his 
greateft height, as a fpeaker, in 1787, when he 
opened the third article erf" impeachment, ia th^ 
Houfe of Commons^ againft Mr. Haftings^ upon 
the fubjeft of the puniftimcnt inflicted by him for 
the rebcHioti of the Princefles of Oude. TIms 
* - fpefech 
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tp^tth was five hours aftd a half in lefigth, and 
thofe who heard it feemed to think that no lait^ 
guage Gould do jtftice to its wit, its fublimityj^ 
and its pathos. It i^ hardly necefTary to add that 
Mr. Sheridan has> for many years, been one of the 
moft diftinguirtied leaders of the oppofition. Aft 
an elegant fcholar, we may fafely fey he has not n 
foperior ih the fenate ol his country ; andj however 
different the feniiations may be, with which his cha-' 
n€tcT will impi^efs fome of thoie who contemplata 
him as a gefiias and as a man, the urbamty of hb 
behaviour in that afiembly, and the uniformly ela(> 
fical elegance and grace of his di£liou> muft 
command the admiration of alL 

Not many years after the lofs of his firft wife, 
Mr. Sherldain married^ in 1^7945 Mifs Ogle> daughter 
of the Dean of Winchefter. About this time he 
aittempted t6 difpofe of his property in the theatre^ 
but, though he fold a part of it^ he ftill retains t^M 
larger fliare. 



SHERIDAN, CHARLES FRANCIS, ESQ. 

This gentlemdh is an elder brother of the fuln 
je£l of &e pt^ceeding aiticte, and waf, a few 
years ag^ Under Seci^tary of State for the War 
Department in the Kmgdom of Ireland, and alfo a 
Member of the Parliamedt of that Kii^oip.

This is a very mafterly 
performance. Mr, Sheridan sjfo .wrote feVerai 
pamphlets, which were received with appkufe,. 
upon the minifterial fide of the qiieftion, during the 
former diflentions of Ireland j one of them was en* 
titled, ** Letters of a Dungannon Volunteer, re^ 
fpefting.the Expediency of. a Parliamentary Re-N 
form." In the year 1793, Mr. Sheridan publiflie4.: 
in London, an Effay upon the true Principles ofi 
Civil Liberty and of Free Government, occafiQjied 
by. the levelling dpftrines of the day. , . :

He was educated at the High-fchool, 
Edinburgh, and at the Univerfities of Edinburgli, 
dafgow, and Oxford. In the year 1 780, be wa$ 
chofen Member for Caithnefs, his native county, 
which he reprefented in two Parliaments, and was 
ehofen, at' the laft ele£lion, for Petersfield, Hants. 
Sir John Sinclair is diftinguifhed for his knowledge 
of Finance, Agriculture, and Stat iftics. He publiihed^ 
in the year 1782, '' Obfervations on the Scottifh 
Dialeft,'' defigned to remove the diftindlion which 

•. a dif- 
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d different dialedt had produced between nations 
united under the fame government, and^ connefted 
by fimilar cuftoms and laws ; alfo ** Lucubrations 
4uring a Ihort Recefs/' an, anonymous pamphlet ; 
and " Thoughts on the Naval Strength of the Bri- 
tifti Empire," a pamphlet. The anonymous pam« 
phlet produced feveral Anfwers, one, in particular, 
by Lord Gamelford, drawn iip with great ability 2 
the Pamphlet on our Naval Strength was alfo an- 
fwered from the prefs. In the following year. Sir 
John Sinclaii' wrote a pamphlet, entitled, ^* Hints 
addreffed to the Public,'* on the ftate of our finance^ , 
which ( in oppofition to the Earl of Stair, among 
other writers ) was the firft of the publications af- 
ferting the ample refources of the nation. His 
fubfequent produftions haye been, " The Hiftory of 
the Public Revenue of the Britifh Empire," a verj 
elaborate and interefting work, in two volumes, 
quarto, of which the (irfl: was publifhed in 1785 ; 
"State of Alterations which may be propofed 
in the Laws for regulating the Eleftion of Members 
of Parliament for Shires in Scotland,*' a pamphlet, 
publlflied in 1787; an Addrefs to the Edinburgh 
Society for the Improvement of Britifli Wool, of 
which Sir John was appointed chairman; an Ad^ 
drefs to the Landed Intereft, on the Corn Bill, 
(179 1 ) ; ^* Statjftical Account of Scotland," drawn 
up from the communications of the minifters of the 
different pariflies, in twenty volumes, oftavo, of 
\yhich the two firft were publifhed in 1792, a work 

which 
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which redounds vtry highly to the credit of its au- 
thor's aftivity, perfeverance, and public fpirit ; and 
Letters to the DireSors and Governors of the 
gank, on the pecuniary Diftreflibs of the Country, 
written in 1796. 



SKINNER, REV. JOHN. 

A Prefbytcr of the Epifcopal Church in Scot 
iand, at Longfide^ Aberdeenfhire, He publifhe4, 
in the year 1788, in two volumes, oftavo, an Eo- 
plefiaftipal Hiflory of Scodand, from the firft ap- 
pearance of Chriiftianity in that Kingdom, to the 
time at which his hook was printed.

SMITH, MRS. CHARLOTTE- 

Of Bignor Park, Suflfex, a lady of veiy diftift- 
guiftied reputation as a Poet, and as a Novel-writer, 
Her firft publication was ** Elegiac Sonnets and 
other Effays," which appeared in quarto, m 1784. 
Thefe poems, chara£terifed by great elegance of 
feeling and beauty of expreflion, have been very 
frequently reprinted, and, with many fubfequent 
additions, are now publifhed in two duodecimo vo* 
lumes, under the title, ** Elegiac Sopnets and other 
Poems/' In 1787, Mrs. Smith publi(hed " The 
Ron^ance of Real Life," in three duodpcimo vo* 
iuxnes, which is a compilation from a voluminous 
French work, entitled " Caufes ceUbn^^ i^c.'* and, ^^ 
In the year following, ** Emmeline, or the Orphan 
of the Caftle," a novel. Stke has, fincc that time, 
written Ethelinde, Celeftina, Defmond, the 014 
Manor Houfe, the Wanderings of Warwick, the 
Banifhed Man, Montalbert, and Marchmont, no^ 
vels ; " The Emigrants, a poem ; ** Rural Walks," 
in disdogues intended for the ufc of young perfons, 
Sn two duodecimo volumes ; ** Rambles Far-* 
ther," in continuation of the Rural Walks," hi 
two duodecimo volumes ; and a Narrative df

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tunate furvivor from one of the wrecks and her in- 
fant child. Confidered as a novel-writer only, 
though her powers of pleafihg are very great, Mrs. 
Smith has a few fuperiors among her countrywo- 
men : confidered as a poet only, the number of 
Jthefe will be found exceedingly fmall : but, if coo- 
iidered, as to her union bf both thefe characters, 
we know of no lady who hjas fuperior pretenfions. 



SMITH, JAMES, EDWARD, ESQ. 
M. D. F. R.S. 

This gentleman is fometimes diftinguiftied by 
the name, Linn^ean Smith, from poffeffing the 
Linnaean library, cabinets, &c. He is a« very in.- 
duftrious and able writer, particularly on fubjefts of 
Natural Hiftory, We believe, his firft publicatioii 
was a pamphlet, in 1785, entitled, " Reflexions on 
the Study of Nature," which is a tranflation ot 
<rtie of the preface's of Linnaeus. In the year fol- 
lowing, he publiflied a Differtation on the Sexes 
of Plants, tranflated from the Latin of Linnaeus ; 
and, three years after that, Reliqui^ Rudkeckian^ 
in a folio volume, and the firft Fafciciilus ( in folio) 
of Plantarum Icones haSenus inedita^ a moft elegant 
and learned work, intended to give figures of fuch 
-plants ( chiefly of the Linnaean Herbarium ) . as 
have not, hitherto, been properly reprefented, or 
of which no^fcription or ^figure is^ as yet, eXr 

tant. 
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tant. Three .Fafciculi of this publication h^ve 
made their appearance. In 1790, Dr. Smith pub- 
liflied the firft .Fafciculus (in folicJ) of his Icones 
Piffle Plantarum Rariorum^ a work defigned to give 
accurate and elegant figures, with full fcicntific de- 
fcriptions* of fuch plants as have, hitherto, been 
imperfeftly or not at all knowo, and of which no 
fufficiexxtly good figures exifl. Another Fafciculus 
of it has made its appearance. Dr. Smith's fubfe- 
quent publications have been, a new and improved 
edition of the Flora Lapponica of Linnaeus, in an 
oftavo volume ; Fafciculus I. and IL of Spicilegium 
Botanicumy in fmall folio, a work appropriated to 
plants of a more humble flature ; and a Sketch of 
a Tour on the Continent, in the years 17B 6 and 
1787, in three oftavo volumes. :

Author pf ** An Attempt to render the Pro* 
nunciation of .the Englifh Language more eafy to 
Foreigners," publifhed in an o£iavo volume, in 
1795.

Fellow of the Society of Arts, and Member of 
ihe American Philofophical Society at Philadelphia i 
This nobleman (formerly Lord Vifcount Mahon ) 
has applied himfelf with fome fuccefs to the ftudies 
bf Mathematics and Natural Philofophy ; and has 
contributed feveral Papers upon thefe fubjefts to 
the Philofophical Tranfaftions. In the year 1775, 
his Lordlhip publifhed *^ Confiderations on the 
Means of Preventing Fraudulent Praftices on the 
Gold Coin,*' a pamphlet which he had written at 
Geneva two years previoufly; in 1779, " Princi- 
ples of Electricity,'* in a quarto volume : and, in 
1786, " Obfervatioriis on Mr. Pitt's Plan for the 
Reduction of the National Debt."

This gentlenfiail was his Majefty's Secretary ol^

Plenipotentiary in the abfence of the Ambaflkdor. 
He was formerly an Apothecary in the country, 
married a Mifs Collins, daughter of a Printer iat 
Salifbury,' and h^ls raifed himfelf from obfcurity t6 
wealth, rank, and honours.

Account of the Emba% Ifrom the King of Grea,t 
Britain to the Emperor of China-" Such was the 
public cyrjofity, that, AUhcugh it was printed in a 
very^expenJGive ftyle, and the imprellion confifted 
of a large number of copies, every one was fub- 
fcribed for long before the day of publication. 
An oftavo edition of it, in three volumes, has 
been publiftied fince its firft appearance. The Ac- 
count was taken chiefly from the papers of L.ord 
Macartney, the Ambaffador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary; of Sir Erafmus Gower, Com 
mander of the expedition ; and of other gentlemen 
in the feveral departments of the Eoibafly. Thou^ 
it may be faid to contain little additional infor- 
mation refpeSing China, to what wias already 
to be found in the writings of Duhalde, Grofier, 
and others who have travelled in that country, it 
muft be confefled that Sir George Staunton en- 
joyed peculiar advantages (or de&ribing with ac- 
curacy the phyfical as well as moral fta^te pf the 
vaft empire. So remarkable an inftance of the ne- 
ceflary abilities and opportunities to coUeft infor- 
mation, and of ftri£t authenticity in reporting it, 
as concurred in the cafe of the gentlemen 
who accompanied this embafly, can very rarely 
S ^ ' happen! 
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happen ! It is true that in thefe volumes utility l^ 
never facrificed to pleafure, nor inftruftion to 
amufement. Veracity, candour, and modefty mark 
them in every page ; but the author-s excefs of 
precaution againft egotifm, fuperinduces a ftyptic 
drynefs too often to be lamented. It is faid that 
a large fum of money was prefented to Sir George 
Staunton by the Eaft India Company, to defray the 
expence of the drawings and engravings which 
belong to this work. 



STEARNES, HON. SAMUEL, 
M. D. L. L. D. 

Aftronomer to his Majefty's Provinces of Que- 
bec, and New^Brunfwick, &c. Author of a very 
lingular and, for the moft part, a very abfurd book, 
entitled, " The American Oracle," publiflied m 
an oftavo volume, in 1791. In this work he has 
given a new and ingenious hypothefis of the Au- 
rora Borealis ; but his vanity and his poetry are in- 
fupportatable. Mr. Stearns is one of the props 
of Animal Magnetifm, and was a coadjutor to 
Mr. Cue in working magnetic miracles.

Vicar of St. Chad's, Shrewfbury, He has edit- 
ed a volume of Dr. Doddridge's Letters, with 
biographical notes ; and a volume of Letters from, 
the late Rev. Mr. Job Orton to a young Clergy- 
man ( Mr. Stedman ). He has alfo printed a fingle 
Sermon, preached at St. Chad's Church, January

STEEVENS, GEORGE, ESQ. 

A gentleman of fortune, refident at Hampftead, 
and a moft diftinguilhed chara£ler in the literary 
world, as a very learned and acute Editor of 
Shakfpeare. He publiflied, in 1766, " Twenty of 
the Plays of Shakfpeare," in four oftavo volumes. 
A year previoufly to the appearance of this edition.

A coalition between thefe two editors having been 
negociated, the edition of Shakfpeare commonly 
called Johnfon's and Steevens' Edition made its ap- 
pearance, in ten oftavo volumes, in 1773. It was 
reprinted, by thefe gentlemen, in the fame num- 
ber of volumes, five years afterward ; and again, in

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the office of editor at the requeft of Mr, Steevensu 
The fourth edition of this work, with great addi- 
tions and improvements, was publillxed by Mr, 
Steevens, in 1793, in fifteen o6tavo volumes. In 
its prefent form this is by far the moft complete edi- 
tion of Shakfpcare extant. The diligent editor 
has taken every poflible pains to render his work 
full, clear, and convenient ; and fuch are the uti* 
Jity and excellence of the prolegomena and notes, 
fuch alfo the elegance of the typograpical exequ?^ 
tion, that we may fay our immortal b^rd is edited 
in ^ manner becoming his fame. 



STEVENSON, JOHN HALL, ESQ,

In 1764. *^ Churchill defended,'' a poem; and

Barrifter at Law. He publifhed, in 1783, a 
View of the Conftitution of the Britifh Colonies in 
North America and the Weft Indies, at the time 
the Civil War broke out on the Continent of Ame- 
rica, in an o£lavo volume. Of thofe parts of the 
globe Mr. Stokes had acquired confiderable know* 
ledge by perfonal reiidence, and he has produced a 
very judicious and intelligent volume. In 1793, he 
wrote a fenfible pamphlet, entitled, ** Defultory 
Obfervations" on the lituation, extent, government, 
&c. of Great Britain, occafionally contrafted with 
thofe of other countries, in order to point out the 
bleffings which the Englifh enjoy above all other 
nations.

Being then Chairman of thQ 
Society of the Petitioning Clergy, he publiflied, in 
1777, " A new, eafy, and expeditious Method of 
Difcharging the National Debt,'* in which he very 
abfurdly* fubftituted buffoonery for the difcretion and 
gravity which would have become him in that fitu- 
ation. In 1785, h? wrote " Political Reforma- 

tloi^ 
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tion on a Large Scale/* a pamphlet, in which he 
threatened to relinquifti his native foil, and to feek 
an afylum in Ireland with Meffrs. Grattan, Cony, 
&c. This defign he unfortunately laid afide, and 
wrote, in 1792, an Exannination of Mr, Burke's 
REFLECTioNSi and alfo a fuperficial pamphlet, 
entitled, " Thoughts in favour of the Abolition of 
the Slave Trade.'*

STUART, CHARLES. 

A dramatic writer, and a friend of the late Mr.

STURGES, REV. JOHN, L.L.D. 

Chancellor of the Diocefe of Winchefter, and 
Chaplain in Ordinary to his Majefty. This gentle- 
man's firft publication was a Confecration Sermon, 
printed in 1777. Two years afterward, he pub- 
liflied, " Confiderations on the State of the Church 
Eftabliftiment,*' in an oftavo volume. This book 
was in reply to the Leftures on Non-conformity 
of the late Mr; Robert Robinfon ; and the manner 
in which it is written places its author in a moft 
creditable light, both as a fenlible and as a moderate 
man. In 179 1, Dr. Sturges wrote, " Short Re- 
marks'* on Dodfon's Tranflation of Ifaiah, which 
were anfwered by Mr. Dodfon, and produced very 
favourable teftimonies to the learning of the Doc- 
tor, and to the candour of his adverfary. The 
•fubfequent literary produftions of Dr. Sturges have 
been, a volume of excellent Difcourfes chiefly on

SULIVAN, RICHARD, JOSEPH^ 
ESQ. F.R.A.S. 

This gentleman was Member for Nefw Romney 
in the laft Parliament, and has, we believe, fpent 
part of his life in India. His firft publication was 
" A Tour tnrough Parts of England, Scotland, 
and Wales,'* in a feries of Letters, which ap- 
peared in 1780, in two volumes o6tavo. Not long 
after this, he publifhed a Letter to the Eaft India 
Directors; an Analyfis of the Political Hiftory of 
India, in an o£lavo volume ; Thoughts on Martial 
Law, a pamphlet; and Philofophical Rhapfodies, 
Fragments of Akbur of Betlis, containing Reflec- 
tions on the Laws, Manners, Cuftoms, and Reli- 
gions of certain Afiatic, Afric, and European Na- 
tions,' ' in three oftavo volumes. The laft of thefe 
works, though faid to be written by a native of 
Aflyria, was foon found to be much more deeply 
tinttured with European than with Oriental Phi- 
lofophy. In 1794, Mr. Suiivan publilhed " A View 
of Nature, in Letters to a Traveller among the Alps,'' 
in fix volumes, o£tavo ; a work whofe title at- 
traftcd a degree 'of curiofity, which its contents 
Were but ill able to gratify. The author of the

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Pursuits of Literature has thought it j>rcM 
|)er to dignify this publication with the chara6ler o^ 
a work of labour and of general utility^ digefttdfrtm 
original writers with judgement, and with dn upright 
virtuous hearty in a pleqfing and inJlruSlive manner t 
a fentencc unworthy of him who paflfed it. To the 
goodnefs of the wTiter's heart, we have nothing to 
object ; but furely, as a philofopher, he is even 
below mediocrity. Had not the name of a gentle* 
man, and a man of fortune appeared in the title, 
we fhould have pronounced the work an arrant in* 
ftance of book-making. As it is, vre can only al- 
low the laft volume to be at all worthy of a philo* 
fophical pen : the remaining five are trafli, the 
babblings of an infant in natural knowledge. Among 
many to notice one particular inftance, a writer 
who adopts fuch a Theory of the Tides as Mr. Suli- 
van has adopted, can either not underftand New- 
ton *s theory, and therefore muft be totally ^ une- 
qual to fuch a work as ^he Kiew of Nature ; or, if 
he does underftand it, fhews by the choice 
he has made that he is utterly incompetent to his 
undertaking, in point of philofophical reafoning 
and judgement. How trite, yet how little heeded 
is the good old maxim !

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>f Fame's ^ Righfs of Man/'' Mr; Thelwall wa# 
otie of the ftrft to difplay a zealous attachment to his^

N^er a courfcf of Leftures of an inflammatory ten- 
dency, at Beaufort BuHdings in the Strand. Here, 
itvening after evening, he thundered out philip-^ 
jpics agaJnft the Conftitution of his Country, with 
'&e vehemence of an impaffioned demagogue, t6 
ihe admiration of the vileft refufe of the mctropo^' 
fc. In the year 1794, thefe Difcourfes? were in*' 
lerrupted by the hand of Government, and the ora?- 
lor wats conveyed to the Tower to take histrial, 
together with Hardy, Tboke and fome other un- 
tuly citizen^. During hi^ confinement, Mr. Thel- 
twll wrote- fome Poemsj' which were publifeed 
after his releafe. Having been tried at the Seffions 
Hotife, Old Bailey, in November, 179^^}., and ac* 
quitted '#ith the other prifoners, his^ fubfequent 
^ehavioiir has beeii no lefs marked*^ by its mif- 
ifcievous tendency, than it was previoufly to hlsf 
imprifonment. Under the fcmblance of illuftratin^.* 
Ancient Hiftory, he has continued his political 
Le£hires^ and has transferred his pernicious fchool 
to* different parts of the country. At Yarmouth* 
he was,^^ fome time ago^* interrupted in a very fe* 
'ribus manner in the midft of his oratory, by the 
-abrupt entrance of a body 'of faijors, who werfe" 
lieat^ with fiquor, and who, aftuated^ by an im^" 
indent ztzl, committed feveral unjuftifiable z&^' 
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ttf violence lipon the auditory^ He alfo experienced 
fome riotous bppofition at Lynn iiid at Wifl)each. 
As an author, Mr. TfcdwaH made his firft ap* 
pearance m 1787^, when he publiflied Grlatwio and! 
Ahneyda, a legendary tale in the manter of Gold- 
fmith, and alfo " Foems on various Subjefts," in 
two duodetima voluanes. The touching fimplicity 
which is 6hara£teriftic of true poetryy is, in thefe 
wretched pieces, fupplied by a plain profaic ^'dio- 
tion, which is as remote as poffible from it. Aftelr' 
this Unfortunate attempt^ Mr. Thelwall did not 
feek the prefr agairr till the year 1 794, when No* I. 
of his Political Leftures made its appearance. la 
the following year he publiihed ** The Natural and? 
Conftitdtionai Riglit of Britoiiis to Ahniial Parlia'* 
ments, Univerfal Suffrage, aiid the Freedom of Po* 
pular Affociition," the Speech which he intended 
to have delivered on his trial.. His fubfe^ent pro** 
dutSbions have been ^ Schtf Refleftions on the Se- 
ditious and Infliammatory Letter of tjbe Rt.

THOMPSON, SIR BENJAMIN, KNT. 
COUNT OF RUMFORD* 

Knight of the Orders of the White Eagle and 
St. Staniflaus, &c. and Fellow of many foreign So- 
cieties. This ingenious Philofopher and Experi- 
menter is a native of the town of Rumford in the 
Province of Maflachufets. During the late war 
between the Colonies and the mother Country, he 
raifed a regiment of American Dragoons, and fig- 
nalifed himfelf on many occafions during the heal of 
that conteft* In i jS^^ by his Majefty's permiffion^ 
he engaged himfelf in the fervice of his Serena 
Highncfs the Elector Palatino, Reigning Duke of 
Bavaria, and was employed in various public 
fervices, pajticularly in arranging his military af- 
fairs. 
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fairs, and in introducing a new fyftem of order, 
dicipline, and oeconomy among his troops. He 
alfo formed eftablifliments for the relief of the poor 
at Munich, furnifhed them with employment, fug- 
gefted many plans for providing them with food 
at fmall expence, and, by various experiments, 
enabled them to abridge their confumption of fuel. 
In purfuing thefe enquiries, he made fome valuable 
d^fcoveries in the conftruftion of Chinineys; and 
was enabled to point out means, which have fince 
been fuccefsfully put in pra£lice in this country 
alfo, of increafing the heat, and, at the fame time, 
decreafing the quantity of fuel. Count Rumford, 
moreover, introduced manufa£lures into Munich, 
until then unknown ; and was the mean of fami- 
liarizing the ufe of the Potatoe in Germany. The 
honours which he has received from his new maf- 
ter the Eleftor are of the higheft diftinftion. 

The publications of Count' Rumford have 
been confined to his Experimental Effays, Political, 
(Economical, andPhilofophical, feven of which have 
been publiihed in oftavo pamphlets. They haye 
been very generally read, and breathe, in every 
page, the benevolent and philofophic fpirit of thei^ 
author. 
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THOMSON, WILLIAM, L.L.D. 

Formerly a Clergyman of the Church of Scotf 
land, and at prefent a refident of the Metropolis. 
This gentleman wrote the continuation of Dr. Ro- 
bert tVatfon's Hiftory of PhiUp III. of Spain, 
which was left unfinifhed by its author. He was 
alfo the real editor of the Commentary on the Bi- 
ble, which was publifhed under the names^ Her* 
ries > and is uiiderftood to have been concerned ii^ 
tJie original inftitution of the Englifli Review, and 
to have written the Review of Politics, which was 
Subjoined to each number.

Owing, as we fuppofe, to a want ol encourage- 
ment, this undertaking has never been profecuted 
farther.

TOOKE, JOHN, HORNE, ESQ- 

This celebrated charaSer was formerly, while 
he bore the fimame of Home, a member of St. John's 
College, Cambridge, and afterward a Clergyman of 
Brentford in Middlefex. He took a very a&ive 
part in the eledtion canvas of Mn Wilkes, at the me- 
morable period of 1768 ; and was deeply concerned 
with Meffrs. Glynn, Sawbridge, Oliver, Townfend, 
Bellas, Vaughan, Sec. in the fubfequent meafures^ 
for the fupport of Mr. Wilkes* caufe, and in the in- 
ftitution of the Society of the Bill of Rights. An 
accufation having been brought agauift Mr. Wilkes, 
that he ftrove to engrofs the whple fubfcription 
money of this fociety to himfelf, and that he 
^ould not permit the other fufterers in the caufe of 
liberty to fliare in its benefits,^ Mr. Home together 
with many others, deferted his political leader, and 
a newfpaper controverfy, foon afterward, broke 
out between thefe two gentleman, in which they 
very liberally accufed each other of roguery and 
fwindling, about an important aflfair of a Welch 
poney, and a packet of foul linen. Mr. Home alfo 
entered the lifts with the celebrated Junius, a cour 

teft 
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teft in which the political diviiic is commonly thought 
:to have come off fecond-beft. While Minifter of 
Ttf^ -New Breii tford, he publ iflied in the year 1 7 /^, a fiilgle 
Sermon on the precarious tenure of human friend- 
iliip ; and, in the year following, an Oration which^ 
he delivered at a numerous Meeting of the Free- 
holders of Middlefex, at Mile-end Affembly Room, 
March 30th, 1770, to confidcr of an Addrefs, Re-f 
snonftrance, and Petition to his Majefty. It is 
probable that the manner in which he had embroiled 
himfelf in political difpute, and the (:onfpicuou& 
and improper part which he had a6led, were his. in- 
ducements to the refignation of his gown. Since 
that time he has made himfelf a moft confpicuous 
champion of rcpublicanifm. In the year 1777, he 
was tried for a libel, in having charged the King's 
troops with murdering the American foldiery at 
Lexington and Btmkcr's Hill. He fubpoenaed 
Lord George Sackville i^nd, feveral of the King^* 
Minifters, who did not think it proper to anfwer 
his fummpns ; and, having undertaken to pleaid his 
jown caufe, he delivered a fpeech three hours iri 
lengthy full of ingenuity, argument, and flirewdnefs* 
Tliis fpeech, printed in the State Trials, is highly 
predit^blp to his talents, as a conftitutional ]awyer> 
Mr. Home was, at this time, preparing himfelf 
for the bar ; but objeftions were raifed to exclude 
bim from the profeffion he had chofen, and in fe* 
veral attempts which he made to addrefs his old 
laudiences of freeholders ^nd othefs^ he was con* 

ftantly 
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ftantly overborne and filenced. The native energy 
pf his mind enabled him to find ^ confolation amid 
thefe difajppointments in the purfuits of literature 
and having applied himfelf to the ftudy of UniverfaJ 
Grammar, the firft fruit of his labour appeared in a 
Letter to Mr. John Dunning (Lord Afliburton) 
publifhed in i777« This pamphlet, now become 
very fcarce, is the Ikeleton of his fubfequent celcr 
brated work on this fubjeft, to be noticed here^t 
after ; and it is faid Dr. Johnfon thought fo well of 
it, that he told a friend, if he ever printed a nevr 
edition of his diftionary, he fliould adopt many of 
Mr. Home's etymologies of the conjun6tions. Five 
years after this he publiflied a Letter to Lord Afli-r 
burton on Parliamentary Reform, which was re* 
printed by Ridgway in 1794. Mr. Home afliime4 
the firname of Tooke in the year 1782, in confe* 
quence of the will pf Andrew 'Tooke Efq. a gentle* 
man who bequeathed him an eftate ; and in 1 786 he 
publifhed his celebrated etymolpgical work, entitled, 
EnEA nTEPOENTA, or Diverjfjqns of Pufley, in aa 
oftavo volume. Thefe wingedwords obtained the 
above title from Purley near Croydon, at that time 
phe r^efidence of the author, apd formerly the feat of - 
Prefident Bradfliaw. In this work Mr. Tooke hai| 
pointed out, and has himfelf proceeded far in, a path 
before untrodden, and evidently leading to improve- 
ments, by which the Science of grammar may be 
eftablilhed on a fure bafis. It h?is been highly ad-r 
mired, aod is conp^jved by the generality of its rea» 

^ers 
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ders to have totally demolifhed the fyftem of Mr. 
James Harris of Salifbury, who had long Ihared in 
profufion the compliments of the literari. A con- 
tinuation of his grammatical refearches has been 
promifed to the world ; and we have underftood 
that " The Diverfions of Purley/' are reprinting in 
quarto. In the year 1787, Mr. Tooke publiflied an 
extraordinary Letter in defence of Mrs. Fitzherbert, 
under the idea of her being the lawful confort of the 
Prince of Wales ; and in the year following ** Two 
pair of Portraits," a pamphlet, exhibiting, in the 
painter's own ftyle, the late Lords Chatham and 
Holland, and their fons MelTrs Pitt and Fox. 

Mr. Tooke diftinguiflied himfelf fome years ago 
as the ftrenuous partifan of Lord Hood in the Weft- 
minfter Ele£lion. In 1 792 an aftion of debt, foun- 
ded on the ftatute 28 Geo III. c. 52, was brought 
ligainft him by Mr. Fox for the fum of ^198 is. id. 
the taxed amount of Mr. Fox's expences, incurred 
in defending himfelf againft the memorable petition 
prefented by Mr. Tooke to the Houfe of Commons. 
The verdi£t of the Jury was, with great deliberation 
and juftice, in favour of the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Tooke himfelf publiftied an account of the proceed- 
ings. Being a very aflive Member of the Corre- 
(ponding Society, he was taken into cuftody in May 
1794, by a warrant from the Secretary of State, on 
fufpicion, of High Treafon, and was afterward com- 
mitted to the Tower. His trial came on at the Sef- 
fions Houfe in the Old Baily, the November follow- 



ing! 
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ing, together with thofe ©f Hardy, Thelwall, &c, 
and ended in his acquittal. In 1 796 he oflFered hun- 
feJf for the fecond time as a candidate for reprefenting 
the City of Weftminfter in company with Meffrs. 
Fox, and Admiral Sir Alan Gardner. Not having 
any profpeft of fuccefs, he amufed himfelf upon the 
liufting3 with deriding Sir Alan Gardner before 
an ignorant unprincipled mob ! 

However unpopular Mr. Tooke may have made 
himfelf with the better part of mankind by the dif- 
tinftion he has aimed at as a Philofopher of the 
New Se£l:, he is certainly entitled to the credit of 
firft-rate abilities. His ftyle is clear and nervous, and 
the acutenefe of his intelleft has feldom beea 
equalled. . As a Scholar and Philologift his fame 
will probably live while our language exifts ; and 
even as a Politician it has been faid for him, that 
he is one of the few of his day whofe condu£t hat 
.been uniformly confxftent with itfelt

and 1 775, and publilhed in 1 776. Mr. Topham haj,; 
fince that time, written an Addrefs to Mr. Bufke, on 
his Letter relative to the affairs of America ; the 
Fool, a farce brought out at Govent Garden, for the 
'fcenefit of Mrs. Wells ; the Weftminfter School-boy,^ 
a farce, which was very properly damned, unheard,-

^the profeffion of a divine. In 1774 he was chofen 
paftor of a congregation of proteftaiit diifenters a,t 
Highgate, and was ele£ted, four years afterward, 
one of the minifters of the congregation at Newing- 
ton Green : he thus became joint-minifter of that 
congregation for feveral years with the celebrated 
Dr. Price, and ftill continues in the fame office.

In the year 1779, the Univerfity of Edinburgh con- 
ferred on him the degree of L. L. D. 

Of the literary productions of Dr. Towers, 
the firft was a pamphlet, entitled, " A Review of 
the Genuine Doctrines of Chriftianity," which 
was publifhed in 1763. Since that time, he has 
publiflied a Charity Sermon, and many Trafts, 
chiefly temporary and political. Of thefe Trafts a 
Colleftion was made by the Do£tor, in 1796, in 
three oftavo volumes. They are marked by an 
attachment to the interefts of virtue and religion ; 
but are written upon whig principles, and are cha- 
rafteriftic of a politician who is more addifted ta 
warmth than ftri£l moderation can approve. Dr. 
Towers has alfo written the firft feven volumes of 
a work, entitled " ^ritifb Biography," in ten vo- 
lumes, oftavo ; Memoirs of the Life and Reign of 
Frederick III. King of Pruflia, in two volumes, 
oftavo ; and an Oration delivered at the London 
Tavern November 4th, 1788, on occafion of the 
commemoration of the Revolution, and comple- 
tion of a century from that great event.

This gen- 
tleman's firft publication was a fingle Sermon, 
printed in 1765. In the year lySi^ he publiflied 
a fmall anonymous oftayo volume, entitled, "* Free 
Thoughts on defpotic and free i Jovernments ;'* 
and, feven years afterward, a pamphlet, confiding 
of Obfervations on various Plans offered to the 
Public for the Relief of the Poor. It was in the 
year 1791, that Mr. Townfend favoured the pub- 
lic with an Account of his Journey through Spain, 
in 1786, and 1787, in three oftavo volumes. This 
work, upon the whole, does great credit to it$ 
author ; but had he been lefs circumftantial on fub- 
je£ls of chemiftry and natural hiftory, as well as 
in defcribing local peculiarities of the country, he 
would probably have fucceeded better in the im- 
portant pomt of attrafting readers. Since the ap- 
pearance of this his chief publication, Mr. Townf- 
end has fet a very praife-worthy example to his 
reverend brethren, by the proofs he has given 
the world of his attention to medical fubjefts. In

He 
printed at Gottingen, in ijg^-^ Obfervationes Phy- 
fiologic^e^ a quarto pamphlet, containing highly cu- 
rious and accurate obfervations on Amphibious 
Animals. In 1 796, he publiflied, in London, 
" Travels in Hungary, with a ftiort Account of 
Vienna, in the year 1793," a quarto volume. This 
work, being ground untrodden by any of our 
late tourifts, muft excite an attention which it is, 
unfortunately, ill-c)alculated to gratify in a plealing 
manner.

Buonaparte had 
not yet reached the gates of Rome when this pub' 
lication made its appearnce. 



TRIMMER, MRS. 

Of Brentford. A lady who has devoted her atten- 
tion, as an author, to the improvement of young 
minds. In 1780, fhe publifiied an eafy Introduc- 
tion to the Knowledge of Nature and Reading the 
Holy Scriptures, an* o£tavo volume. Since that 
time (he has written, " Sacred Hiftory," in fix 
duodecimo volumes ; a little ' Spelling-book ; the. 
Servant's Friend; the CEconomy of Charity; an 
Account of Sunday Schools in Old Brentford; a 
(Commentary on Watts' Divine Songs ; Eafy Let

** The Philanthropic Monitor." 



TROTTER, THOMAS, ESQ. M.D. 

Member of the Royal Medical Society of Edin- 
burgh, long a Navy Surgeon, and lately Phyfician 
to his Majefty's Fleet under the Command of Ad- 
miral Lord Howe. He publifhed, in 1786, " Ob- 
fervations on the Scurvy " a pamphlet, in refuta^ 
tion of Dr. Milman's opinions on the difeafe ; 
which was greatly enlarged and improved in a fe- 
cond editioh, in 1792* His pofition refj)e£ling 
the fcurvy is, that it is produced from a deficiencj^ 
of vegetable matter alone, which is confirmed by- 
proving 
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proving from fa£l, that impure air will not, of itfelf, 
occafi jn the diforder, and that it is curable only 
by frelh vegetables, or their acid in a natural 
ftate. Dr. Trotter has alfo written, a Review of 
the Medical Department in the Britifli Navy, a 
pamphlet, publifhed in 1790 ; an oftavo volume of 
Medical and Chemical Effays ; and Medicina Nautica^ 
being an account of the occurrences with refpeO:' 
to health of the channel fleet for three years, in 
an o£lavo volume, both of which werepubliflied 
in 1797. He is, for the greater part, a judicious 
writer, a careful obferver, and an aftive promoter 
of improvements in the peculiar department of his 
profeffion. 



TRUSLER^ REV. JOHN, L.L.a ; 

A Literary Pedlar, whofe fmall-ware is of the 
vileft quality. • The firft commodity which he of- 
fered to the public was a duodecimo volume, en- 
titled, ** Chronology," publifhed in 1768, and 
which was, afterward, amplified into two volumes. 
Since that time, he has fpawned upon the pub- 
lic innumerable goods of commercial, hiftorical, 
theological, political, &c. fabric, which are too 
contemptible to deferve enumeration. He is the 
publiflier of the worfc of the two Clerical Alma- 
nacks, and vends Sermons for the ufe of the pulpit, 
printed in imitation of hand-writing, the moft un- 

fpeakable 
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fpeakable trafti that can be conceived^ It is a 
fcandal to the difcemment of the literary world 
that fuch a pettifogging driveller in the trade of 
authorlhip, has not, long ago, been ruined and 

broken. 



TUCKER, REV. JOSIAH, D. D. 

Dean of Gloucefter. A gentleman chiefly ce- 
fcbrated for his commercial and political Trafts. 
In the early part of his life he was Reftor of St. 
Stephen's, Briftol, and Chaplain to the Bifhop of 
that diocefe. His firfl: publication was an excellent 
treatife, entitled, " A brief Effay on the Advan- 
tages and Difadvantages which refpe£lively attend 
France and Great Britain, with regard to trade/' 
Some years afterward, in 1 751, he publifhed Part I. 
of Reflexions on the Expediency of a Law for the 
Naturalization of foreign Proteflants ; to which 
Part II. was foon afterward added- Since that time, 
he has written many more pamphlets in this clafs, 
a coUeftion of which has been made, in an oftavd 
volume, under the title, " Trafts on Political and 
Commercial Subje£ls." Dr. Tucker alfo publiflied, 
in 1781, a Treatife concerning Civil Government, 
in reply to Mr. Locke, an o£lavo volume* The 
boldnefs and fpirit which he difplayed, as a politi* 
cal writer, at one time, brought the credk of his 
underftanding confiderably into queflion. But his 

early 
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early argument in favour of a feparation from Ame* 
rica, and his reafonings to (hew that no ma- 
terial difadvantage would arife from it, were fo far 
confirmed by experience, and his principles in fa- 
vour of free trade fo naturally approved themfelves 
to unbiaffed minds, that he was not long without 
a numerous fet of admirers. 

In the clafs of Divinity Dr. Tucker's firft pub- 
lication was an excellent traft, in 1772, entitled, 
" An Apology'' for the Church of England, written 
in oppofitjon to the petitioning Clergy. This was 
by far the beiS: pamphlet on the occafion. Soon 
afterward, he publilhed " Six Sermons," in a duo^ 
decimo volume ; Letters to Dr. Kippis on his Vin- 
dication of the Proteftant Diffenting Minifters ; 
two Sermons, together with four Tra£ts on politi- 
cal and commercial fubjefts ; an EfTay on Reli- 
gious intolerance ; a View of the Difficulties of 
the Trinitarian, Arian, and Socinian Syftems ; and 
Seventeen Sermons, in an o6tavo volume. 

We have underftood that this gentleman is 
no relation whatever of the late Mr, Abraham 
Tucker, known in the literary world by the name 
of Edwarp Search, Esq,

(hip publiflied, in 1796, a duodecimo volume of 
Poems, of fome merit. 



TURNER, MRS. MARGARET. 

This lady publifhed, in 1 790, RamCay's Gentle 
Shepherd attempted in Englifli, in an o£tavo vo- 
lume. She has executed this taflc with confider- 
itble judgement.

Solicitor. Author of *^ Cofts and prefent Prac- 
tice of the Court of Chancery," in quarto, which 
has been favourably received. 



TURTON, W. ESQ. M. D. 

Author of a well-executed Medical Gloflary, in 
which the words in the various branches of Medi- 
cine are deduced from their original languages/ 

properly 
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properly accented and explained; publiflied in a 
quarto volume, in 1797. 



TWEDDELL, JOHN, ESQ, 

Fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge, and a 
very diftinguiflied Clafllcal Scholar. While refident 
at the Univerfity of Cambridge, he obtained un- 
precedented honours by the numerous prizes ad- 
judg ed to him for claffical compofitions. Encou- 
raged by the approbation of Dr. Parr, and fome 
other diftinguifhed fcholars, he publiflied in the year 
1793, a collection of thefe pieces, in an oftavo 
volume, under the title ProlufiQnes Juvenilis Pr^miis 
Academicis Dignat4e. This volume, publiihed at 
the age of twenty-two years, is a very fingular 
teftimony in favour of Mr. Tweddell's attainments 
as an elegant fcholar ; and, if he fliall cultivate 
his talents with becoming diligence, we cannot 
doubt from thefe fpecimens that he will, one day, 
rank highly in the world for his literary credit. If 
the volume can be faid to have a fault, it is an oc- 
cafional appearance of afFe£lation in the author ; 
as one inftance of which, among others, it may be re-» 
marked that his beautiful Latin profe fometimes ap- 
pears unnatural, and fometimes even obfcure, from 
his ftrains and efforts to introduce choice phrafes and 
expreflions, which may difplay his reading. Mr. 
Tweddell has, for lbm« years, refidcd abroad. 

TWI- 
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TWINING, REY/THOHAS, M.A- 

Late of Fordham n^ar Colcheflter, and Reftor 
of St. Mary, Colchefter. A very diftinguiftied Claf- 
fical Scholar. He publifhed, in 1789, ift a quarto 
volume, a Tranflation of Ariftotle's Treatife on Po- 
etry, with Notes and two Differtations, a work 
which has gained him no fmall (hare of credit 
among the Learned. Confidered in every point of 
view, it is one of the mod mafterly performances 
which our language has ever produced. Befide this 
work Mr. Twining has publiflied three (ingle Ser- 
mons, preached upon particular occafions; and 
a ftiort Hiftory of the Pharifees, a fix-penny 
pamphlet. 



TWINING, RICHARD. 

An eminent Tea-dealer in the Strand, brother 
to the fubjefk of the preceeding /^ticle. He has 
publiihed feveral intelligent pamphlets which are 
chiefly relative to the Tea-trade.

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TWISS, RICHARD, ESQ. F.R.S. 

Thi3 gentleman publiftied, in 1775, in one vo- 
lume, quarto, " Travels through Portugal and 
Spain y' and, in the following year, " A Tour in 
Ireland," in an oftavo volume. Though not defi- 
cient in ingenuity and good fenfe, Mr. Twifs be- 
longs to the clafe of fetits maiires in literature. 
This circumftance was the occafion of two ele- 
gant and fpirited poetical fatires, publiflied in the 
year 1777 ; the firft, an Heroic Epijik from Donna ^ 
^ereja Pinna T Ruiz of Murcia to Richard "Xwifsy 
Efq. F. R. S. after the manner of the Heroic Epiftle 
to Sir W. Chambers; and the fecond, an Hcrois 
Anjwerfrom Richard Tzvifs^ Efq. to Donna Tereja Pinna 
T RuiZy by the fame hand as the former. In 1787, 
Mr. Twifs publiflied an oftavo volume, entitled» 
.*^ Chefs," in which he gives a very complete 
and entertaining hiftory of that game; to this 
he added a fecond volume, two years afterward. 
Since that time, he has written, " A Trip to 
Paris in July and Auguft, 1792," a thin odavo 
volume, in which he is, as ufual, volatile but, for the 
greater part, fenlible.

Fhyfician at Rochefter. He publiflied, in 179 t, 
" An Expofition of the Principles of Anatomy and 
Phyfiology," in two o£tavo volumes, which is a 
judicious commentary on the TraleEtiones Anatomkit 
of Ferdinand Leber. In the year following. Dr. 
Vaughan publiflied a very ridiculous Eflay, Philo- 

fophical 
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fbphical and Medical, concerning Modern Clothing ; 
and has fince that time written a pamphlet on the 
fuperior L^fficacy of the Cinchcna Flava^ or yellow Pe- 
ruvian Bark.

Le£ture, in the year 1795. Thefe difcourfes pot 
fefs fome merit.

A Preacher of Univerfal Redemption and the 
Univerfal Reftoration of Mankind.

VINCE, REV, SAMUEL, M.A. F.R.S. 

Plumian Profcflbr of Experimental Philofophy 
in the Univerfity of Cambridge^ and a diftinguiflied 
Mathematician, He was originally of Caius Col- 
lege, Cambridge, took his degree of B. A. with 
the greateft diftinftion, in the year 1775, was af- 
terward, for fome time. Member of Sidney Suffex 
College, and, at prefent, refides in the town of 
Cambridge. After reading the Plumian Le£lures 
on Experimental Philofophy, and Praftical Aftro- 
nomy for fome years in the Univerfity, he fucceeded 
the late Dr. Anthony Shepherd in the Profefforfhip, 
in the year 1796. 

The firft appearance of Mr. Viiice as an author 
was in the old mathematical gymnasium, the La- 
dies Diary, in w^hich, about thirty years ago, he 
propofed three Queftions and anfwered one. In 
1 78 1, he publiflied a ufeful, but inelegant treatife

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Phiiofophy, an a£\avo pamphlet ; and Vol. I. of SI 
Complete Syllem of Aftronomy, a work which 
was greatly wanted. Mr. Vince alfo engaged, in 
1795, in aflbciation with Mr. Wood of St. John's 
College, in the publication of a work, entitled, 
" The Principles of Mathematics and Natural 
Phiiofophy," which is intended to comprife, in four 
oftavo volumes, the fubftance of the Le£lures on 
thofe fubjefls, which are ufually read in the Uni- 
verfity. The parts to be drawn up by Mr. Vince 
are the Fluxions, Hydroftatics, and Aftronoray, 
of which the two firft are already publiflied. 

As a writer on fubjefts of fcience, Mr. Vince 
difplays confiderable ingenuity and acutenefs. Yety 
although his works are marked by thecharaaerif- 
tics of that graceful School, in which his habits 
have teen formed, they feem to want that fuperior 
polifll which genius and elegance of mind alone 
can give. Setting afide their frequent uncouthnefs of 
ftyle and manner,* they appear rather the offspring, 
of hade, and hunger, than the produ£lion of 
a learned Profeffor, under the aufpices of an 
univerfity, and in the enjoyment of academical 
leifure.

He has publifhed two Ser- 
mons, preached on particular occafions ; and ** A 
Liberal Verfion of the Pfalms into Modern Lan- 
guage," with notes, in two volumes, fmall oftavo, 
a performance which does him little credit in 
point of judgement or learning. 

WAKEFIELD, GILBERT, B.A- 

Of Hackney. A very diftinguifhed XlJlaflical 
Scholar : formerly a clergyman of the Eftablifli- 
ment, at prefent, . a diffenting layman. Mr, 
Wakefield was born at Nottingham, in 1756, his 
father being then Redtor of St. Nicholas, in that 

town. 
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towTi . He was educated at the Free-fchool, Not* 
tiiigham ; under the Rev. Richard Wooddefon, of 
Kihgilon- upon-1 hames ; and at Jefus College, 
Cambridge: having, in his earlieft infancy, difco* 
ver.d that aident dcfire of knowledge, which, 
from his unceafing application, appears never to 
have been inipaiied. At the Univerfity Mr. 
W akeficld cultivated ufefui learning with great 
fuccefs; and, on his admiffion to the degree of 
B. A. in i77'\ received diftbguiflied horK)urs for 
his niaiheiTiatical, as well as for his claffical at- 
tainments. Soon after this he was elected Fellow 
of Jefus College; and, in 1778, was ordained a 
deacon. Mr. Wakefield was even then fo little 
fatisfied with the requifition oi JubfcriptioHy and with 
the fubjefts of that fubfcription themfelves, thatj 
as he properly confeffes in the Memoirs of his 
own Life, he has fince regarded this acquiefcence 
as an aftion highly difingenuous. While he held 
his ftation in the Church, which has now for 
many years been relinquiflied, he was fucceffively, 
for a fliort time, curate of Stockport in Chefhire, 
and of St. Peter's and St. Paul's in Liverpool. In 
the year 1779, he removed to Warrington in Lan- 
cafliire, to accept the office of Claffical Tutor at the 
diffenting Academy in that town. Here Mr. 
'Wakefield remained until the diffolution of that 
feminary, in 1783, when he removed to Bramcotc 
near Nottingham, with a view of receiving pupils; 
and, after a fliort refidence at this place, and at, 

Richmond, 
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Richmond, lived for fome years at Nottingham, 
in the fame occupation. In 1790, he was chofen 
CHaiTical Tutor of the New College, Hackney ;, 
fince which time, that town has been the place of 
his refidence. His connexion with the college 
ended a year after his acceptance of bis office, and 
his fubfequent days have been fpent in a diligent 
profecution of his ftudies. 

Mr. Wakefield commenced author in the year 
1776 ; when he printed, at the Cambrige prtfs 
foemata Latine fartim Scripta partim Redditay with a 
few critical Obfervations on Horace, in a fiuall 
quarto volume. Although he has fince difcovered 
one falfe quantity in thefe poeras, they do him 
great credit as a very elegant fcholar at an early 
age. His next publication was a new Tranflation 
of St. Paul's firft Epiftie to the Iheffaloniahs, ac-^ 
companied by fuch notes as were neceffary to 
juftify his variations from the eftabliflied verfion. 
This was publifhed in 1781, and experienced a 
favourable reception. His numerous fubfequent 
publications followed each other at no very con- 
fiderable intervals of time, in nearly the following 
order, viz. an Eflfay on Infpiration, confidered 
chiefly with refpeft to . the Evangelifts j a fhort 
Treatife on Baptifm ; a new Tranflation of St. 
Matthew, wuth Notes, critical, philological, and 
explanatory, in a quarto volume ; Vol, I. ( in oc- 
tavo ) of an Enquiry into the Opiniens of the

Birmingham, Diflfenters ; a new Tranflation of thofe

to Dr. Horflcy, on occafion of a pamphlet relating

Wilberforce on the Subjefl: of his Practical 
View ; Lucretii OperCy innuvieris mendis exputgata^ 
perpetuis Ccmmentariis illuftralay cum Ricardi 
Bentleii not is non ante vulgatisy in three volumes, 
quarto ; and In Euripidis Hecubam^ Londini nuper 
fubllcatam (by Mr. Porfon) Diatribe extemporalis an 
octavo pamphlet. 

It was the intention of Mr. Wakefield, had not 
the fources of academical favour ben dried up, to 
have carried on his Silva Critica throligh the whole 
compafs of ancient literature ; uniting theological 
imd claffical learning, and illuftrating the fcriptures 
by light borrowed from the philology of Greece 
«nd Rome. His Tranftation of the New Teftament 
is a very valuable performance ; his edition of 
Pope's Uliad and Odyfley, a very complete and 
elegant publication 5 and his edition of Lucretius^ 
upon the large paper, the handfomeft book we 
almoft ever recolleft to have feen. He has alfo 
wTitten, bcfide the pieces already enumerated, a 
very nrafterly ElFay on the Origin of Alphabetical 
Charaftcrs, which was read to the Literary and Phf- 
lofophical Society of Manchefter at two fucceffive 
meetings, was the more immediate occafion of his 
toeing ele£led an honorary member of that Society, 
and has been inferted in the New Annual Regifter, 
and in the Scotch Encyclopaedia. It is likewife to 
be found, with additions and improvements, in the 
Memoirs of his Life. Mr. Wakefield is alfo an oc- 

cafional 
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cidlional contributor to the Monthly and Gentle- 
man^s Magazines. To the former he, not long 
agOj fent two Letters particularly remarkable, in 
which he endeavours to do away a prejudice of 
confiderable ftrength and Handing refpedling the 
-elegance of the ftyle of Hume. 

In contemplating Mr. Wakefield's General Cha- 
rafter as an author, the firft and higheft commenda- 
tion is due to his remarkable induftryi It is this 
aftive principle that has enabled him, with a re- 
peftable (hare of talent, to ferve the trueft interefts 
of ufeful letters, with far greater efi^eft than has 
commonly fallen to the lot of firft-rate genius. 
His knowledge 6f Greek and Roman authors is ex* 
tenfive and accurate ; and as a critic he poffeffes a 
fpirit moft penetrating and ardent. As an efnen- 
dator he is frequently ingenious, but, certainly, fot 
the greater part, too bold. His Latin ftyle as he 
himfelf acknowledges, favours more of the ex- 
preffive energy of Quintilian, than of the magnifi- 
cent volubility of Cicero. It is not a little futpri-^ 
fing, and particularly to be lamented for the fake 
of Mr. Wakefield's credit, that, with fuch peculiar 
faculties fot the enjoyment of clafEcal ftudies, he 
ihould ever have forfaken that flowery path to 
fliare the grovelling walks of writers, infinitely his 
inferiors 3 relinquiftiing the loftieft diftinftions of 
literary charafter, for a pitiful drfpjay of party-fpi^ 
rit, or peculiarity of opinion. Some of his con*- 
troverfial writings, theological a^ well as political. 
Vox, II. Z arc 
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are peculiarly indecent for their violence and i&K 
berality; and his difpolition appears, upon thefe 
occaiions, to fuch di(ad vantage that his unpopular 
rity Teems a neceflary confequence. His Englifli 
flyle is always manly and graceful, and, fometimes^ 
{peculiarly elegant and energetic : moft readeff 
willy however, objeft to his fuperabundant ufe of 
claflical quotations. His numerous writings have 
for the greater part experienced an indijOferent r^ 
ception, and fome of tbem, particuliarly the earliei 
ones, have been feverely handled by the critics oi 
their day.

WALCOT, JOHN, ESQ. M.D. 

Better known by his aflfumed name, Peter 
IPindar. This comical genius is defcended from 
a refpeftable family in Devonfliire, was bred ta 
the ftudy of phyfic, and praftifed for fome time, 
with fuccefs, in the county of Cornwall. He af- 
terward followed the fortunes of his friend, the late 
Sir William Trelawney to Jamaica, and became 
Phyfician General to the Ifland. It is faid that 
during his refidence there, he was induced, upon a 
profpeft of important preferment, to affume the 
clerical funftionj but, that being difappointed in 
his views, he refigned that office before his return 
to England, and has never fince refumed it. On his 
arrival here he purfued his original profeffion, for 
feveral years, but, at laft relinquiftied it entirely. 
It is to be recorded to the credit of Dr. Wal- 
COt*« benevolence as well as difcernment, that the 
art of painting is indebted to him for Mr. Opie. 
That artift was found by him in the Mines of Corn- 
Wall, where his genius firft difcovered itfelf to the 
Doflor, and he was encouraged by him to tnift for 
lis future fortune to the cultivation of his intel- 
leftual capability. 

Of his celebrated fatirical pieces, the firft was 
a poetical Epiftle to the Reviewers, which appeared 
in the year 1778, and was followed by the firft fet 

Z 2 of 
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of Lyric Odes to the Royal Academicians, n» 
1782. Thefe, and his numerous fubfequent pro-* 
du6lions were originally pubUftied feparately in 
quarto pamphlets, and were, not long ^go, pub- 
liftied in cdle£lion, iit four oftavo volumes, and 
likewife in three duodecimo volumes ; after feveral 
furreptitious colle£lionsof them, printed in Ireland. 
Few, indeed, have been the writings which have fuc^ 
ceeded in commanding fo large a fhare of attention 
as the detached pieces of Mr. Peter Pindar ! Such 
was the demand for them, that a certain number of the 
London bookfellers agreed to allow him two hundred 
pounds per anntim, for the exclufive privilege of fel- 
ling his works ! They are charafterifed by a fpecies 
of humour, which, though not elegant and tafteful, 
is not deftitute of nature, and is irrefiftlble in it& 
power of exciting laughter. We confider BozzY 

AND PlOZZI, THE LoUSIAD, and PiNDARIANA 

as the beft among them ; but have never contem- 
plated the charafter of this writer without a mix- 
ture of furprize and concern, that fuch talents and 
attainments as his writings difcover him to poffefs^ 
fhould never have been applied to better purpofes 
than to a ludicrous difplay of his contempt of all 
decent refpeft, and to the compofiti6n of fuch 
trifles, as muft inevitably perifli with the age ia 
which they were written.

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WALCOTT, JOHN, ESQ. 

This gentleman publifhed, in 1779, an oftavo 
pamphlet, confiding of curious Defbriptions and

The 
Do£tor has held the above Profefforfliip for nearly 
forty years. He is one of the ftrangeft compounds 
of vanity and modefty which the human chara^er 
exhibits. The former is, however, his predomi- 
ifiant feature ; and, among other foibles, he is givea 
to lament that Newton was his predeceflbr in ex- 
rftence, anticipating thofe difcoveries in the laws of 
the univerfe, which, otherwife, a Waring had un-

WARNER, REV. RICHARD. 

Curate of St. James* Parifli, Bath, and late of 
St. Mary Hall, Oxford. This gentleman publiflied; 
in 1789, a duodecimo volume, entitled, " A Com- 
panion in a Tour round Lymington i* and has, 
fince that time, produced " Hampfhire, extrafted 
from Domefday-book," in a quarto volume ; Topo- 
graphical Remarks relating to the South- Weftem 
Parts of Hampfliire, in two volumes, oftavo ; the 
Hiftory of the Ifle of Wight, in an oftavo volume ; 
a fingle Sermon ; and an lUuftration of the Romaa 
^ . Anti^ 
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Antiquities prefenred in the City of Batli, in a 
quarto volume. We have underfiood ttet Mr. 
Warner, feme )'ears ago, engaged with feveral 
gentlemen in the defign of pubhlhing the wMi qi 
Domefday-book, on a plan fimilar to his extrad of 
Hanpibire.

WARRINGTON, REV. WILLIAM- 

Chaplain to the Earl of Befborough, and author 
of an agreeable Hiftory of Wales, which was firft. 
publiflied in a quarto volume, in 1786, and haii 
fince been reprinted in two volumes, oftavo* * - ^' 



WARTON, REV. JOSEPH, D.D. F.R.S. 

Warden of Winchefter College, and brother to 
the late celebrated poet laureat. A literary veteran 
•f the greateft diftinftion. We believe the earlieft 
of his publications was an Ode on reading Weft^s 
Pindar, which appeared in 1749, and has been fdi- 
lowed by fome other fliort poetical pieces, among 
which is the Enthufiaft, or Lover of Nature. A 
year or two after the above date, he firft publiflied, 
in four volumes, o£lavo, the edition of Virgil, com- 
monly known by the name oif Warton's anj> 
Pitt's Virgil ; adding to Virgil's original text 

and 
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tiid Mh Pitt's tranflation of the iEneid, a new 
tranflation of the Eclogues and Georgics with 
Notes on the whole by hitnfelf, and differtations Ef- 
fiiys &c. by himfelf and others. This edition of 
Virgil has been reprinted in four duodecimo vo- 
lumes, as well as in ofilavo ; and bears a very re- 
fpe£lable eftimation among learned men. With 
the merit oif Mr. Pitt'^ Verfion of the iEneid the 
world is well acquainted. Of Dr. Warton's ^Eclo- 
gues and Georgics it may be faid, that they con* 
vey the fenfe of their originals with greater exaS- 
nefs and perfpicuity than any other tranflation wc 
have } that their verification iseafy and harmonious 
imd their flyle corre£l and pure : yet, if read for 
v^themfelves, they are inferior as pleafing poems to 
the fimilar performances of Dryden. About the 
fame time with this publication, appeared alfo the 
firft volume .{ in o£lavo ) of Dr. Warton's cele- 
brated Effay on the Genius and Writings of Pope* 
It was publifhed anonymoufly, and the fecond vo- 
lume did not make its appearance till 1782, though 
^part of it was printed nearly twenty years before that 
time. This work, though not always in harmony 
-with later opinions, is abundantly gratifying oa ac- 
count of its learning, information, and juft tafte. 
In 1797, ^^' Warton committed to the public the 
labour, as it is fuid, of fixteen years, in his long 
looked-for Edition of the Works of Pope, printed in 
in nine o£lavo volumes. The expeQation which 
this work had excited in the literary world, was, in 
. / fomc 
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fame meafurej difappointed on its appearance. It 
is one of the handfomeft books which the modern 
elegance of typography has produced ; but it is 
deformed by marks of hafte, unpardonable in fuch 
an undertaking, and the commentary is little more 
than a feleftion of the beft of Warburtori's notes, 
combined with the correfponding parts of the edi- 
tor's betore- mentioned Essay* Yet, though not 
fo excellent a work of the kind as might be wifhed 
for, it is certainly the beft edition of Pope we 
liave I 

WATKINS, CHARLES, ESQ. 

Author of " An Eflay toward the further EIu«* 
nidation of the Law of Defcents," publiflied in art 
oftavo pamphlet, in 1793 : an Enquiry into the 
Title and Powers of his Majefty as Guardian of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall, during the late Minority of 
its Duke, a pamphlet, publifhed in 1795.; and 
*' Reflefilions on Government,"^ a pamphlet, pub- 
lifhed in the following year. Mr. Watkins alfo 
edited the fourth edition of Lord Chief Baron Gil- 
bert's Law of Tenures, in a royal oftavo vo- 
lume. He 19 a fenfible and a well-read writer.

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WATKINS, THOMAS, M.A. F.R.S. . 

This gentleman publiflied, in 1792, two oc* 
tavo volumes of highly entertaining and well- writ- 
ten Travels through Swifferland, Italy, Sicily, and 
the Greek Iflands, to Conftantinople, made in the 
years 1787, 1788, and 1789. Thefe volumes foon 
reached a fecond edition. 



WATSON, RIGHT REV. RICHARD, 
D.D. F.R.S. 

Lord Bifhop of Landaff, Archdeacon of Ely, 
Re£lor of Carftil in Leicefterfhire, and Regius Pro- 
feffor of Divinity in the Univerfity of Cambridge* 
A prelate diftinguifhed for his various and extenfive 
learning. His Lordfhip was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, was admitted to the degree 
of. B. A* with diftinguifhed credit, in the year 
1 759, afterward became Prefeffor of Chemiftry in 
the Up;iverfity, and was elefted to his prefent Pro- 
feflbrftiip in 1771. During a reftdence of more, 
than thirty years, he remained the glory of his Uni- 
verfity ; at one time, by the ingenuity of his che- 
mical refearches ; at another, as the pride of her 
divinity-chair^ Of his Lordfliip's publications, the 
firft was Injiitutioncs Metallurgies^ a traft, printed 
Vol. II. A a at 
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at Cambridge, in 1768, and intended as a text- 
book for that part of his chemical leftures, which 
explained the properties of metallic fubftances. fie 
wrote fix more chemical traQs during his refi- 
dence in the Univerfity, the greater part of which 
appeared in the Philofophical Tranfaftions ; and they 
were all afterward reprinted in the fifth voltime q( 
his Chemical EfEiys. His Lordlhip next publilhed 
an Affize Sermon, preached at Cambridge^ in 1 769 : 
which was followed by two Sermons preached at 
the fame place, in the year 1776, the publica- 
tion of which firft made him known beyond the 
precinfts of the Univerfity ; one of them, entitled, 
" The Principles of the Revohition vindicated,*' de* 
livered on the 29th of May ; the other on the An- 
niverfary of his Majefty's Acceflion in that year. 
Thefe difcourfes, according to the fentiments of 
their refpeftive readers, were fubjefts of high 
commendation on one fide, and of fevere difappre- 
bation on the other. In the fame year Dr. Watfoa 
alfo publiflied, *' An Apology for Chriftianity," a 
duodecimo volume, confifting of a leries of letters 
to Mr. Gibbon ; which, of alt the anfwers made 
■ to the attacks of that gentleman, was the moft libe^ 
ral, the moft elegant, and, perhaps, the fnoft for- 
cible. It is feWoni, indeed, that controverfy has 
been conduced with fo much becoming urbanity, 
and, at the fame time, with fo much fpirit, as 
upon this occafion. In 1780, Dr. Watfon pub- 
lifhed a Sermon, preached before the Univerfity 

oa 
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on tbe General Faft, FeK 4tb, wlHck wa» greatly 
admired; and alio a Difcourfe delivered to tht 
Clergy of tlie Archdeaconry of Ely. The year 
foUowing produced tke two fiift volumes (in dmtjh 
decimo ) of tliofe " Chemical Effays" which have 
been fo highly approved, and to which three more 
volumes were afterward added. They were writ- 
ten, not with a view o£ giving a Syftem of Che- 
miftry to the worlds but to convey, in ? popuiaf 
manner, a general kind of knowledge to perfoM 
not much verled in chemical enqmries. 

Having been tutor to the late Dul^e of RutUmd, 
while His Grace reJdded at Cambridge, E>. Watfoii 
was appointed, through the intcrfeft of the Rut- 
land family, undier the admjniilFation of the Mar- 
quis of Lanfdown, in 17S2, to the Bi&apl'ic of 
Landaff. Immediately upon his promotion, bis 
Loidfhip pubbibed a Letter to thf ( late ) Ardb- 
faiihop df Canterbury, recoonneiaKling a new difpo- 
fition of the ebuarcb revenues, by which the Bb> 
flioprics ftiould be rendered equal to each other ia 
value, and the finaller livings be £0 far increafed 
in income, by a proportional deduSioa from die 
ncber endowments, as to render them a decent 
competency. This letter produced feveral pami^ 
f^letsi at the prei^ among whidi was a Letter to 
the BHhop from Mr. Richard Cnmberknd ( vide 
that namje }. Dn Watfon's fubfequent pubKca* 
tkms have been^ befide a few occafional fbgle Sev« 
mons^ a valuable Colleaion of ThealogicaiLTia£lsy

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in fix large oftavo volumes, publiflied in 1785 ; ati 
oftavo volume of Sermons and Trafts, publiflbed 
in 1788, and confifting chiefly of his fmaller pieces 
vsrhich had been publiflied feparately before that 
time, as already enumerated ; three Charges deli- 
vered to the Clergy of the Diocefe of Landaflf; an 
Addrefs to young Perfons after Confirmation, a 
pamphlet, v^^hich had been annexed to the firft of 
his Charges; Confiderations on the Expediency of 
Revifing the Liturgy and Articles of the Church 
of England, a pamphkt, publiflied in 1790; and 
" An Apology for the Bible," in anfwer to Paine's 
AC3E OF R E ASON, Part II. Amoug thefe, his Lord- 
ftiip's Sermon for the Weftminfter Difpenfary, 
preached in 1785, and publiflied with an excel- 
lent Appendix, in 1793 ; as well as his moft feafon- 
able, ftrong, judicious, and beautiful apoi^ogy for 
the Bible, are peculiarly entitled to commendation. 
As a writer. Dr. Watfon has united with almoft 
unexampled grace, the knowledge of a fcholar 
with the liberality of a gentleman, the warm piety 
of a true chriftian, and the open manlinefs of a 
w^ell-intending charafler. It has been (aicj/'perhaps, 
with truth, that he is not a ftranger to the pride of 
rank, that he is not deaf to . the . whifper^ of am- 
bition, and that he feels with anguifli the mortifi- 
cation of difappointment : he. has, moreover, ren- 
dered himfelf not a little confpicuous by his oppo^ 
fition to the, meafures of adminiftration. . Yet, 
whatever delinquencies his detra6tors may -have

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difcovered, none can, with truth, deny that his de- 
portment, in the courfe of a long, an a£live, and 
a confpicuous life, has been marked by the charac* 
teriftics of a very fuperior mind.

He publifhed, in 1762, Remarks on the Beauties 
of Poetry, in an ofl:avo pamphlet ; and has, fince 
that time, written an Enquiry into the Beauties of 
Painting ; Obfervations on the Correfpondence be- 
tween Poetry and Mufic ; ** Some Reafons for 
thinking that the Greek Language was borrowed 
from the Chinefe ;" " Literary Amufements,'* in 
verfe and profe, a fmall o£tavo volume ; and Selec- 
tions from M. Pauw, with Additions, an o£tavo 
volume.

the metropolis. Ita tbfe year i ^75, be publiflied a 
GeriBan Ginanim^r, Which was ^cU received, and 
ilepijbii'flWd m an improvtd ilate, in 1790. Ha* 
viing met with enoourageinitit iri a fmall tireatifa 
updn Efj^afld, which be wrote with a view to the 
iafoTflaation of his toWn countrytnen, he, Ibme year* 
afterward, produced, in 1787, a more extenfive 
work on that fubje£t, in three duodecimo volumes, 
written in the German language. Of this he pub- 
lifhed a TroWQation in bur lianguage, in the year 
179 1, in two o£lavo volumes, under the title, ** A 
View of EngteiKi toward tlie Glofe of the eighteenth 
Century."

thought peculiarly creditable to his talents. Since 
that time he has publifhed a fingle Sennon; 
" An Attempt to tranflate and explain the Diffe- 
rent Paffages in the Song of Deborah ;*' and an ele- 
gant Tranflation into Greek Verfe^ of Gray's 
Elegy. 

WHALLEY, REV. THOMAS, SEDGWICK. 

This gentleman prefixed his name, in 1794, 
to Edwy and Edilda, a poetical tale, which he 
had publiflied anonymoufly, in 1779. He has alfo 
written, Verfes addreffed to Mrs. Siddons ; Verfes 
vindicating his friend, Mifs Seward, from the ma- 
lignity of the Reviewers ; Mont Blanc, a poem ; 
and a Colleftion of Poemis and Tranflations, in an 
oftavo volume. His poetry is not of the firft 
order. 

WHITAKER, REV. JOHN, B.D: 

Re£lor of Ruan Lanyhorne, in the County of 
Cornwall, and formerly Fellow of Corpus ' Chrifti 
College, Oxford. A very ingenious, learned, and 
energetic writer. His firft publication '^as a Hif- 
tory of Manchefter, in two volumes, qtiarto, the 
firft of which appeared in 177 1. It is wi'iteii upon 
a very elaborate plan, but ha« obtained many ad- 
mirers, both as a work of ingenuity and aeOtentfe,

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and of elegance and imagination. In 1772, Mr. 
Whitaker publiflied " The genuine Hiftory of the 
Britons aflerted," an oftavo volume, in refutation 
of Macpherfon's introduction to the His- 
tory. OF Great Britain and Ireland ; and 
in which he difplayed an evident fuperiority over 
his adverfary. His next publication was a fmall 
oftavo volume of Sermons upon Death, Judgment, 
Heaven, and Hell, which was printed in 1783, 
and has been generally thought to have added little 
to his reputation as an author. Tliis was followed 
in 1787, by his three o6tavo volumes, entitled, 
'* Mary Queen of Scots vindicated," which clofed 
the controverfy refpefting that Princefs, by a vindi- 
cation of her innocence. Although Mr. Whitaker 
had been preceded on the fame fide of the queC- 
tion, by the refearches of Mr. Goodal, the acute- 
nefs of Mr. Tytler, and, above all, by the genius 
of Dr. Gilbert Stuart, he found means to difcover 
fome new materials for the defence of his heroine. 
The matter, indeed, of this publication is excellent 
throughout, but the manner is often highly repre- 
henfible. The fubfequent produftions of Mr. W hit- 
aker have been, a Review of Mr. Gibbon's Hiftory, 
Vols. IV. y. and VI. which had originally ap- 
peared in the Englilh Review 5 " Ihe Origin of 
Arianifm difclofed," a large controverfial trafl: in 
which there is an uncommon difplay of learning and 
judgement; " The Courfe of Hannibal over the 
Alps afcertained," a very curious inveftigation, ia 

two 
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two oftavo TOlumcs ; and " The real Origin of Gk> 
vernmejit/' a. very Angular pamphfet. Mr. Whit- 
akcr was alfo a very material contributor to the re* 
putation which the Engliih Review could, at one 
time, boaft; and has written fame Poems in the 
C6lle£lion publiflicd by Gentlemen of Devonlhir^ 
and Cornwall. His vices as « writer are^ a general 
inequality, and an occa(ionaJ appearance of excef^ 
ffive affeftation, in his ftyie 5 too ftrotfg a propen*- 
ifity to conjectural rea&mtag ; and^ ibmetimes, too 
i4[>parent a felf fatisfaftion in his own performances* 
For thefe wc are^ however, comjpienfated by his 
laany virtues. 

WHITAKER, REV. E. W. 

Re£tor of St. Mildred's and AH Saints; Canter* 
bilty ; and formerly Rcftor of St. John's, Clferken well. 
This geatkman's firft publication wiis a Faft Sermon^ 
in 1781. Since that time he has publifhed a few 
i!ftbr:e dGcaHonal fingle Sermons ; a Differtation ori 
the R-c^Aeicies relating to the final- Reftoration of 
the Jews; four Dialogues on the Trinity; three 
theological Tra£te, Unnexed to a Sermon ; a vo« 
lume of Sent\ons on Education ; fix Sermons, in an 
octavo pamphleft > and a View of the Prophecies 
relating to the Times of the Gentiles, in a duo- 
decimo volume, diiefly in refutation of Mr. Gib- 
bon's attack o« Chriftianity, Mr. Whitaker is i 
fenfibk and A judicious writea-.;

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WHITE, REV. JOSEPH, D. D. 

Archbilhop Laud's Profeffor of Arabic in tlie 
Univerfity of Oxford, and Fellow of WadLam 
College. A gentleman of very diftinguifhed ta^ 
lents and attainftients. His firft publication ^as^ 
J)f Ulilitate Linguae Arabka in Studiis Theckgid^, 
«n oration delivered in 1775, on his appointment to 
his Profeflbrfliip, and publilhed the year following. 
He next printed a Sermon, recommendirg a Revi- 
fal of the Engliih Tranflation of the Old leftament^ 
preached before the Univerfity in 1778 ; which was 
foon afterward followed by an edition of the Sy- 
riac Philoxenian Verfion of the four Gofpels, in a 
quarto vdlume, with a Latin Tranflation, by him^ 
felf. In 1 780, Dr. White prefented the Public 
with *^ A Specimen of the Civil and Military Infti^ 
tutes of Timour, or Tamerlane," a work, written 
originally by that celebrated conqueror in the Mo* 
gul Language, . afterward tranflated into Peifijn^ 
6nd rendered from the Peifian into Engliih, by thd 
Doftor, from a MS. in the pofleflion of Dr. V^IU 
liam Hunter. This quarto pamphlet was followed, 
three years afterward, by a quarto volume of Infti* 
tutes. Political and Military, written origiiially in 
the Mogul Language, by the Great Timour, tran- 
flated from the Perfian by Major Davy, and pub^ 
liflied with the Perfian tranflation, a preface, in- 
dexes. 
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dexes, notes, &c. by Dr. White. His celebrated 
volume of Sermons, preached at the Bamptorj Lec- 
ture made its firft appearance in 1784, the year in 
which they were delivered. Thefe dircouries, con- 
laming a view of Chriftianity and Mahometanifm in 
their hiftory, their evidence and their efTc£ls, have 
obtained the mod unbounded applauies of the lite- 
tary world for their learning, their ftrength, and 
their beauty of compofition^ in point of eloquence 
and energy of ftyle, we know of no happier fpeci-r 
mens in our language, It afterward appeared that 
thefc Sermons owed much of their excellence to 
the affiftance given in their compofition, by the 
late Rev. Mr. Samuel Badcock. Dr. White was 
openly attacked with a charge to this purpofe, bjl 
Dr. Gabriel of the Oftagon Chapel, Bath ; and a 
literary controverfy enfued which produced feveral 
pamphlets at the prefs. Dr. White was, at length, 
induced to publifli a ftatement of the cafe, by 
which it appeared that literary and pecuniary obli- 
/gations had reciprocally fubfifted between Mr. 
Badcock and himfelf ; and that the Sermons had 
received additional brilliancy from the maftcrly pen 
of Dr. Parr, It is faid that Dr. White has been^ 
for foine time, engaged in writing a Hiftory of

Author of Conway Caftle; Earl Strongbow; 
the Adventures of John of Gaunt, the Adventures 
of King Richard Cioeur de Lion, and fome-'othejr 
whimfical pieces. 

WHITE, ROBERT, ESQ. M.D. 

Author of a Treatife on the Ufe and Abufe of 
Sea-v^ ater ; Obfervations on >Fevers ; an o£iavo vo^ 
lume on Surgery ; an Analyfis, of the New London 
Pharmacopaeia ; and a Summary of the Puetima- 
to-chemical Theory. He is efteemed a judicious 
writer on thefe fubjcfls. 

WHITEHEAD, JOHN, M.D. 

A Phyfician who was formerly a quaker, and 
afterward joined Mr. Wefley's conneftion, and be- 
came one of the ftated preachers at his chapels;^ 
He has written an Eflay on Liberty and Neceffity ^ 
and was. one of the firft of thofe who undertook to 
refute the Doftrines contained in Dr. Prieftley's 
Difquifitions on Matter and Spirit, publifliing, in 
1778, a pamphlet, entitled, *' Materialifm philofo- 

phically 
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pWcally etamined.'* Dr. Whitehead has alfo 
publiftied a Report of a new Method of Treating 
the Puerperal Fevei ; the Sermon which he preach- 
ed at the Funeral of Mr. John Wefley; a well 
written Life of Mr, John W^fley, in two tolumes, 
oftavo ; and ** Some Account of the Life of the 
Rev. Charles Welky, a pamphlet, extr^fted fixnu 
the laft-mentioned work. 



WHITEHOUSE, REV. JOHN. 

Of St. John's CoUege, Cambridge. This gen- 
tleman pubUfhed an oftavo volume of Poems> in 
1787 ; and has, fince that thne, written an Elegiac 
Qde to the Memory of Sir Jofhua Reynolds ; and 
a quarto pamphlet of Odes, moral and defcriptive.

Head«mafter of the Free Grammar School in 
Leeds, and Vicar of Laftingham : formerly of 
Magdalen College, Cambridge. He has gained 
the Norrifian Prizes in the Univerfity^ for feveral 
fenfible theological EiTays, which have been pub- 
Eflied according to the coaditioxis of the inftitution.

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being fufpefted, relinquiflied the miniflerial charge 
and adopted that' of private tuition. While at 
Highgate, he preached a courfe of Sermons on Re- 
ligious Hypocrify, which he publiftied in two duo- 
decimo volumes. In 177O) he wrote a poignant 
Letter to Mr. Garrick, on his condu6l and talents 
as manager and perfornler ; which was followed by 
polemical dialogues, entitled " The Philofopher.'* 
When the Unitarian Clergy met at the Feathers 
Tavern to petition relief from fubfcribihg the Arti- 
cles, the able pen of Mr. Williams was folicited in 
their fervice : he accordingly drew up fome Effays 
on Public Worfhip, Proje6ls of Reformation, &c. 
which were found to contain fentiments of fo 
Deistic AL a complexion that he was, at once, for- 
faken by the people whom, he had defigned to 
ferve. Thefe Effays he pubUflied, and afterward 
added to them an Appendix, principally levelled 
at the DIffenters, upon-whofe conduft he was pe* 
culiarly fevere.^ Mr. Williams now totally forfook 
the connexion of the Diffenters, and became an 
avowed advocate of deifm, as well as of democracy. 
In 1.774, the time of his eftablifliing a private fe*- 
minary at Chelfea, he publiflied a Treatife on Edu- 
cation, in a duodecimo volume, which contains 
fome uncommonly acute and' judicious remarks on 
that fubje£l, while it too fully difclofes the change 
in his principles with refpe£t to revealed religion. 
Two, years after this date, Mr. Williams opened a 
Chapel in Pvlargaret Street, Cavendilh Square, on 
VpL II. B b the 
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the univerfal principles of Natural Religion, t 
fcheme to which he was inftigaled by Dr. Franklin. 
Dignified with the appellation, Priijl of Nature, he 
officiated here for about four years, and thus finally 
terminated his exiftence in a clerical capacity ; hav- 
ing fubfequently employed his talents, which are 
unqueftionably great, chiefly in the compofition of 
political and deiftical writings. Befide the works- 
already mentioned, he has publiflied a Sernoony 
preached at the opening of his Chapel in Margaret 
Street; a Liturgy for that Chapel > " The Na- 
ture and Extent of Intelle£tual Liberty,** a pam^ 
phlet ; a Plan of Aflfociation on Conftitutional 
Principles, a pamphlet written at the time of the 
riots in London ; Letters on Political Liberty, oo^ 
eafioned by the county meetings and afibciations 
in 1782; Leftures on Religion and Morality, ia 
two volumes^ quarto; Le£lures on Education, ia 
three volumes, oftavo ; Le£tuFes on Political Prin- 
ciples, ia an oflavo volume ; and a Hiftory of 
Monmouthfhire, in a quarto volume. Mr. Wil- 
liams is alfo underftood to be the author of 
*^ Royal Recolleftions," a moft indecent fatire 
upon his Majefty ; " Leffons to a young Prince ;'* 
** An Apology for profefling the Religion of Na- 
ture in the eighteenth Century ;' and the Panv- 
phlets of Mr. Swainfon. ■ For an account of- hi^ 
engagement refpefting a Continuation of Hume's 
Hiftory of England, we refer the reader to our 
memoir of Mr. Bowyer. 

WIL- 
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WILLIAMS, MISS HELEN MARIA. 

A fair Democrat of confiderable iprightlinefs and 
talent. She commenced author in 1781/bypub- 
lifhing, anonymoufly, " Edwin and Eltruda," a le- 
gendary tale, in verfe, which was edited by Dr. 
Kippis. This was followed by fome other pretty 
poetical Pieces, which were reprinted in a Collec- 
tion, in two duodecimo volumes, publiflied by 
fubfcription, in 1786 ; among which the hiftorical 
poem, entitled, " Peru," and the Fragment found iti 
a dark paffage of the Tower, have peculiar mferit. 
In 1788, Mifs Williams publilhed a Poem on the 
Slave-trade Bill; and, two years afterward, a well 
Written novel, entitled, ** Julia." She went to 
France, for the fecond time, in the year 1791, 
and has, fince then, refided at Paris. In the year 
of her departure, (he publiflied a Farewell to Eng- 
land, a poem ; which has been followed by '* Let- 
ters from France," relative to the Revolution, in 
two duodecimo volumes 5 Letters fketching the 
Politics of France, from May 3iftj i793> to July 
jiSth, 1794, in four duodecimo volumes; and a 
Tranflation of Bernardin St. Pierre^s tale,, Paul 
and Virginia, in a duodecimo volume, the amufii- 
ment of her hours of confinement in Prifon at 
Paris, under the tyranny of Robefpierre. Her 
Letters contain much information, but, too

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plainly exhibit her want of fenfibility, and her po- 
litical phrenzy.

WILLIAMS, JOHN, L.L.D. 

Formerly a Diffenting Minifter at Sydenham. 
He has publiftied an " Enquiry,'* intended to dif- 
prove the authenticity of Chaps. I & II of St. 
Matthew's Gofpel ; Thoughts on Subfcription to 
the thirty-nine Articles ; a Concordance to the 
Greek Teftament, it a quarto volume ; fome fingle 
Sermons; and an Enquiry and' Obfervationsre- 
fpefting the Difcovery of America. Dr. Williams 
has been weak enough to enter the lifts with the 
learned and judicious Dr. Bell, Prebendary of 
Weftminfter. 



WILLIAMS, JOHN. 

Alias Anthony Pasquin. A fcribbler of the 
loweft clafs. Although deftitute of every pretenlion 
to tafte, genius, or information, he has from time to 
time, obtruded a multiplicity of pompous trafh upon 
the Public, viz. the Children of Thefpis, the Brigh- 
ton Guide, the Pin Bafket, the Cap, &c. too con- 
temptible to enumerate. In December, 1797, he had 
the impudence to bring an aftioii againit Mr. Faul-

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der, Bookfeller in New Bond Street, as the pub- 
lifher of Mr. GifFord's poem, the Baviad ; in one 
of the. notes to which, that gentlenian had pro- 
perly expreffed his deteftation of one Jo loft to every 

Jenje of decency and /hame, whofe acquintance is infa^ 
my^ and whoje touch is poijon. But Mr. Garrow, the 
counfel for the defendant, fhewed that he had li- 
belled every body, from the royal family down al- 

' ihoft to the meaneft of their fubjefts, and that his 
writings were fo immoral and infamous that he had 
no right to come into a court of juftice for da- 
mages : accordingly Lord Kenyon interpofed, and 
the caufe was (topped. The modeft pretenfion, it 
feems, of this illiterate libeller is, that he will ca- 
lurainate all the world, and go to law with whoever 
has the courage to cenfure or expofq him for it !

A Clergyman of Yorkfhire : formerly Reftor 
of Black Notley in Eflcx. He was Chairman of 
the late Committee of Aflbciation of the county 
of York, for obtaining a Parliamentary Reform ^ 
and has been a diftinguiihed ftickler for efforts of 
that nature. Mn Wyvill has publifhed a Vifitatioa 
Sermon, preached at Kelvedon, in 1 772 ; Thoughts 
on the Articles of our Religion, a pamphlet ; fe- 
veral occafional political Pamphlets, chiefly on the 
fubjeft of Parliamentary Reform ; and a Collec- 
tion of Political Papers on the fame fubjeft, in 
three volumes, oftavo. His counfel and approba- 
tion were fought by the Minifter in the plans for 
the purpofe of Parliamentary Reform, which he was 
fome years ago preparing to lay before the Public ;

Or I G I N A L L Y a Milk-maid of the City of 
Briltol. Her poetical talent was difcoverd by Mrs. 
Hannah More, who folicited for her the prote£tion 
of Mrs. Montagu, in a prefatory Letter prefixed t6 
a colleftion of her poems, publiflied ( in quarto ) 
in 1785. Two years after this, Mrs. Yearfley pub- 
lifhed another collection of Poems, in quarto ; and 
has, fmce that time, written a Poem on th^ Inhu- 
manity of the Slave-trade^ '^ Stanzas of Woe ;" 
Earl Goodwin, an hiftorical play, performed at 
Briftol ; and the Royal Captives, a novel of Confix 
derable merit, in four volumes, duodecimo. She 
has experienced great encouragement from the . 
Public in her literary undertakings ; but has unfor- 
tunately had a difpute with her original patronefs 
which was carried, on both fides, to a difgufting 
excefs. Her poems, like thofe of all unlettered 
poets, abound in imagery, metaphor and perfonifica- 
tion ; but breathe the genuine fpirit of poetry. 
She is a remarkable inftance of the -obfervation 
foeta nafcitur. 



YOUNG, 
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YOUNG, ARTHUR, ESQ. F.R.S. 

Secretary to the Board of Agriculture, Hono*^ 
raty Member of feveral Societies at home and 
abroad, and a writer chiefly confpicuous on Agri- 
cultural SubjeQs. Mr. Young was born at Brad- 
field in Effex, being a younger fon of a good family 
refident on that fpot for nearly two centuries. He 
began his farming purfuits upon the land which 
he, at prefent, occupies, about the year 1761 ; re- 
Jfided afterward, for nine years, in Hertfordfliire, 
and then returned to his native place. In the years 
1 776-1 779, he made journies to Ireland; and, on 
an invitation from M. Lazowfki, to accompany 
him and Count de la Rochefoucauld to the Pyre- 
nees, made his firft journey into France in 1787- 
Mr. Young returned to England in the winter of 
the fame year, and attended the Wool Bill then 
before our Parliament, after which he made a fe- 
cond tour to France, and finilhed his travels 
in 1789. 

Of Mr. Young's publications, the firft was an 
oftavo volume, entitled, " The Farmer's Letters, 
&:c." which appeared in 1767, and to which a fe- 
cond volume was, fome years afterward, added, 
Kis fubfequent produdlions have been, " A fix 
weeks Tour through the Southern Counties of Eng- 
land and Wales," in an o^lavo volume ; an Effay 
. Vol. II. . C c oii 
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on the Management of Hogs ; a fix-months Tour 
through tlie North of England, in four vohmies, 
oftavo ; the Farmer's Guide in Hiring and Stock- 
ing Farms, in two volumes, oftavo ; " Rural CEco- 
'Xi:)my,'* an 'cftavo volume ; a Couife of Experi- 
mental Agriculture, in two volumes, quarto ; the 
•Farmer's Tour through the Eaft of England, in 
-four volumes, p6tavo ; " Political Arithmetic,'* 
Parts I. and 11. pamphlets ; a Tour in Ireland, 
firll: publiOied in a quarto volume, and afterw^ard 
reprinted in two volumes, oftavo ; Annals of Agri- 
xulture, in ten volumes, cftavo ; Travels in 
France, in two volumes, quarto ; " The Example 
of France a Warning to Britain,'* an excellent and 
highly feafonable pamphlet, publilhed in 1793, 
and which was the origin of the eftabliftiment of 
our Yeomanry Cavalry j an Idea of the prefent 
State of France, a pamphlet, publifhed in 1795; 
and " The Conftitution Safe without Reform,'* a 
pamphlet. 

Though the agricultural purfuits of Mr. 
Young have been highly laudable, his publications 
in this clafs have not been flattered with a recep- 
tion peculiarly kind, and his judgement on thofe 
fubje6ts has been frequently disapproved. In foli- 
tical arithmetic he has defervcdly gained confiderable 
eminence ; and his Travels in France, in which 
his purfuit was- not agriculture, but political oeco- 
nomy, have been very eagerly read and highly 
approved. 

YOUNG, 
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YOUNG, SIR WILLIAM, BART. 
M.P. F.R.A.S. 

Son of the late Lieutenant-governor of Domi- 
nica, and grandfon of the late Dr. Brook 1 ay lor. 
He publiflied, in 1777, " The Spirit of Athens," 
in an oftavo volume ; and, in 1786, the fame 
work confiderably enlarged, under the title, " The 
Hiliory of Athens Political and Philofophically 
coiifidered," in a quarto volume. The ftyle of 
this work is incorreft, complicated, and uncouth, 
but it is full of imagination, reflexion, and vi- 
gour. In 1788, Sir William Young publiflied a 
pamphlet on Mr. Gilbert's propofed Amendment 
of the Poor Laws ; and he has. written, fmce that 
time, " The Rights of Engliflimen," a pamphlet ; 
and a Letter to Mr. Pitt on the fubjeQ: of Poor 
Houfes and Work Houfes. A Speech on the 
Slave-trade, deliverd by him in Parliament, in 
1 791, has alfo reached the prefs ; and he has 
edited, and prefixed a Life of the author, to Con-- 
templatio Philofophica^ a pofthumous work of Dr. 
Brook Taylor, printed in an odavo volume, but 
not publiflied.
